EDWIN KATZEN.KLLhNliOGEl«, an accused, voluntarily resumed the 
stand in his own bohulf, and being reminded tliat he was still under 
oath, testified further as follows!

CROSS EXAMINATION

Q Now you will recnl"’, doctor, that the lost question 
before recess on Friday concerned the transports th'it came into 
'-uchenwald, and the condition that they were in at that time# 

A I do#

A I never heard of any 3S doctor that was present aid never

14 Well, isn’t it a fact that the physical condition of 
many of the persona on those trana> or to th/it cane into huchonwald 
wore such as to require immediate medical attention? 

A ^alf of them demanded undertaker* ? services rather tlwm 
a doctor**, • 

4 Certainly if that were true, then there were a great 
number that oertainly needed the services of a doctor? 

A Many of them carried to the blocks died on the way 

and many of them died a day or two later, Xoxi have to consider 

tJiat many of them were for 10 or IP days hardly without food or 
water, end I know the transport—a Russian transport—where, in 
aplto of the fact that they asked the 3D to let them drink, they 
wore drinking finally their urine, But tluit, naturally. Is not 
the fault of any of the accused or any men In Buchonwald—it was 

the fault of the transportation personnel, which were the members 

of tho SD,

Q What did Thiemann tall you whan you aakad him why 
these prisoners ware injecting tha other prisoners to deathf 
A The way 1 aaw things than and tha way X observed 
conditions as they ware, X personally oamot really Judge these 
prisoners severely* Tha first time I want down thara, or 
maybe the second time, there was a transport thara with about 
700 patients, and there waa no room, ao what ware they to dot 
Bayba taka them in tha bathroom* Soma of them are going to die 
overnight, ao thara will be soma more room than. X want over 
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to Sohledlowsky and asked him oould he got the brothel vacated* 
ti« did do that, and we oould quarter about 100 prisoners there* 
And I talked to the illegal camp administration, and they 
extended the barracks. There were about 100 more that we could 
put in each of them, so we quartered about 300 In all, so about 
half of them were taken care of In that way. At night 100 more 
of them dled--the ones that had been quartered In the bathroom— 
and then the next transport arrived. So the men had to get out 
of the bathroom, v.here should one leave those prisoners? You 
couldn't throw them out In the streets, if they had put all 
the men out of 61 In the courtyard, then possibly all of them 
would have died overnight. About one-flfth or one-sixth of them- 
those that I saw myself--were smeared all over with mud and 
blood. All of this, of course, a symptom of dysentery. If these 
persons had been put out In the courtyard In the condition that 
they wore In, with the water system as It was in Buchenwald, 
then a epidemic would have probably started and would have 
probably spread throughout the oamp. Helmut Thiemann described 
this to me, and I saw with my own eyes that this was actually 
true. And so he said, "V.'o will Just admit the ones that have 
some chance of life and not those that have only got two or 
three hours to live, because they actually were only skin and 
bones, and they were all suffering of hunger. And so they 
injected these persons to death. 

Q Did you Inject anybody to death? 

A 1 didn't Inject anybody to death, and I couldn't 
prevent it either. I only went down there to see to It that 
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they wouldn't do too much injecting and to If wo oould 
possibly find some room for them. The one true tiling that 
tfymnloh did say Is that he did see me In block 61 very little, 
because whenever I did go into block 61 the first thing X did 
was to go In to see whether there was any room, and those are 
the times when he saw me, X wasn't in block 61 at any other

oooaslons, and this might have amounted to about six or eight 
times at the most, 

4k were you in Blook 50 at any time? 

' A I'xouse me, rosy 1 continue? I wasn't quite through, 
bvery time that 1 did go into block 61 it was only when new 
arrivals had come, arid what I am trying to say by this is that 
it oouldn't be true, as Oymnioh said, that this blook was 
looked whenever 1 came in, because when new arrivals do oome 
in the blook has to be open for that reason, and there is this 
other witness, this Or, Roussot, or rather the other one who 
said that the blook was looked after 1 cane in, that is not so 
at all. Whenever I was there the blook was open to admit the 
new arrivals, and that too excludes the possibility of these 
hundreds and tnoussnds of oasss of death, as this gentleman 
from the radio said again today over here. The few tlmea that 
1 was down there 1 saw, well, 1 suppose there were ae many as 
forty dead persona, i probably did see that many, but not 
those that had been injected, because the only ones that 1 saw 
being Injected were two men.

Q Did you volunteer one more time before being In¬ 
ducted In the army? 

A Yes; for the following reasons: 1 had been the 
deputy official physician In Hamburg all this time, and after 
all these years of work I had the desire of having a Job of 
my own. That was impossible, though, because for practical 
purposes I couldn't show enough along political lines. The 
president of my state government at that time requested me to 
volunteer for the front again. That was approved by the 
ministry of the interior. 

k *»ere you then inducted into the air corps again? 

A Yes. That was my basic outfit and that was the out¬ 
fit I had to report to, but 1 was then informed that the 
number of physicians in the air corps was going to be de¬ 
creased and that they had no need of any more. In 1944 the 
air corps was already being disbanded to a great extent, and 
the reorulting office suggested that 1 be transferred to the 
Vvaffen 88, who needed physicians very badly. Since until that 
time I hadn’t heard anything bad about the 88, and sinoe, as a

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matter of' fact, the only thing I had heard had oauaed ne to 
regard theft very highly as a fighting combat unit from news¬ 
paper report* I had read, I didn’t care and agreed. 

Q So how did It happen that you were sent to duohenwald 
Instead of to a combat outfit? 

A I had to report to Berlin to the medical main office. 
I was asked about my civilian profession right away, and they 
were glad to find a trained civil service doctor. Upon that 
I was sent for a screening—physical and racial—In the 
Lichtenfelde Caserne, 'ifter that I was sent to Oranlenburg to 
one Office D. -that ooncept didn't mean a thing to me. 1 
appeared in a big barracks bullding v the office of one Colonel 
i>ootor Lolling. He reoelved me and in a conference that lasted 
for about ten minutes he told me the following I N 1 will put 
you among my staff of physicians, and I will have to do it In 
a capacity whioh I.oan't tell you exactly. 1 can only tell 
you that a very important armament Industry is Involved. M I 
told him that that was not what I desired, because I had 
already been a physician in Carman armament industry, since 1 
had been contracted as such, and I wanted to go to a fighting 
outfit at all costa. After that he became impatient and told 
me that it was up to him to decide where the doctors were most 
needed and to put them there, and I reoelved a marching order 
to report to Weimar to the post physician. Until that time I 
had no idea that a oonoentratlon camp might be involved.

A I first wont to Weimar and didn’t find this poat 

physiolan. I was told that that was in Buohenwald. I took a 
littla train down there, and I raportad to tha post phyaioian 
in tha troop hospital.

through the rep id extension of the typhus epidemio* In the South camp 
I had a specialist from Vienna* a Jewish i)r* Jaoubowski* who was ay first 
eamp physician and I ha) full Confidence in him*. 

Q D© you want to say by thnt that Dr. Jaoubowski was the f'rst 
prisoner doctor in the South oa/spt 

A • Yes* this was a larger camp at that time and he was the dcotor 
in charge. This man was a speofelist for typhus. In this way* since he 
looked over very careful, every arriving prisonor, we were able tc find 
cut right away the men who were suspected of baring typhus. As soon as a 
suspicion arose I ordered a quarantine without any regard to the production 
work* 

H To how .any of the prisoners did this quarantlns apply? 
a It applied tooths entire inoo -ing transport* 
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4 Boa large was this transport? 

A I oan't sty this for certain anymore, approximately cna thousand 
men, but instead of letting the quarantine last its time as it had been by 
me, the oomaander, already after three days —

Q Dr. Greumias, what did yo s do against the typhus — just in two 
seotenoes, please. 

4 I put all the men who were suspeoted of having typhus into 
the Russian oamp in crder tc have them completely isolated in this manner* 

4 Were you in a position tc stop this typhus danger? 

A Yes, it was done as far as was humanly possible and, furthermore, 
I organised two delousing stations and I requested a third moveable de- 
louelng station. These delousing stations were constructed in the North 
samp as the witness has testified before, the second one in Muaa. 

Q V»here is -una? 

A In the munitione factory in Krawinks1. 

'4 VJere munitions still manufactured In this plant? 

* 

A No, the third delousing station was located on the troop 
training place and the moveable station was supposed to come tc the tent 
oamp. iurtheraore, I reoeived from Dr. Ding-3ohuler in Buohenwald five 
to aeven liters of typhus serum in order to be in a position to carry out 
the protective injeotions for all 8& personnel and all prisoners who were 
under suspicion of having typhus. At that tine I didn't know that there 
wars orlminals among physlolans who oould sabotage the serua whloh Is for 
the rood of all mankind, no matter mhether friend or enemy. Therefore, 
today 1 am in doubt whether I reoeived real serum or seme fake serua* 
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Q Bow w*» the food for the prisoners? 

A I don't know how the food situation wee before my tine. I only 
know that when Buehenwald took over on the 16th of January 1946, norwal 
eoaditlona wore eetabliehed and it was peooible for the p ritoners la 
Ohrdruf to have the additional food rations for heavy workers and aloe the 
special rations for workers on special jobs* I had ordered ay prisoner 
doctors to contest as always with a fall eonselenee if they had any trouble 
or p rob laws, without notifying the Protective Custody Csap* Leader about it* 

Q here enough drugs *• 

A I haven't finished yet* And to report to me also all Interruptions 
in the food supply, ete* During the weeks of ey assignaent there this 
happened twloe. For this reason 1 tested the food myself, found that the 
vegetable soup whieh was given out at that line was extroaely thin and Z 
ob Joe ted to that* FUrthemore, once a sausage whioh the prisoners had re* 
eeived was shows to wo* It was already in a somewhat decayed condition* 
FUrthemore, I shocked the feed free tine to tine and 1 signed the weekly 
moan from whieh I eould see what the prisoners wore getting for title week 
and sinoe at the sane tine I oheoked the weekly menu for the troops, 

I oaae to the peculiar fast that the §8 non who were mostly sink, old, 
invalid sen and who had to bo on guard duty for very long hours, up to 
sinteen hours a day, got loas food than tho prisoners* And in addition 
to being on guard for long hours out in the ioc and cold them warn always 
air alerts and as soon as the aen had returned to their casernes they had 
to leave their oaeeruee, had to go up for their guard ohalms which had 
to be built as soon as sn sir alert was given* 

Q %leh possibilities to treat the siok prisoners sxlotsd when you 
earns to OhrdrufT 
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had .any more doctor* at t eir disposal thaa the other men who were 
under my charge* Therefore, the SS dootor for the prisoners' camp 
one might say was the supervising authority* whereas the prisoners' 
deeters were the doctors who took care of the treatment and vers in 
charge* At that tine X had full confidence to prisoner doctors* specially 
they vers partly really men who knew their job* Among then* of course, 

«*re alec other men who were fakers and olalaed they were physicians and 
newer were any* 

Q Mere there no 88 men as direot supervisors In the various 
prisoners' hospltalsT

A The prisoners' doetor wham I did net put under the tup#rlvision 
of any oapo, as it was dona in buoheowald and who could make all deeleiosis 
on their own, wore under the supervision of the oaap S3 me dies who had to 
report to me whenever s one thing spool al oeeurrwd* but this did net refer 
te medloal matters* Xn this respect the doctor was absolutely am hie 
own* This was only supervision in disciplinary waiters and, furtheraors, 
insofar as the keeping of order and discipline was oonoeraed and furthemora. 
In ordar to eheek that nothing wrong would be done, sene thing for which 
nobody oould take the responsibility, especially in oonneetion with death 
eases, etc* 

Q Hew many prisoners* hospitals did you have ijptetal in your areaf 

A I myself had the 83 hospital, then there was the prisoner 

hospital in the borth osrap* Then there was a hospital for workmen in 
Ohrdruf. Thou there was a large hospital In,Kuna, a hospital for troops 
and prisonars* 

Q If you say Mfexa you mean Krawlnkelt 
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A Tss but these art two different thing*. Krawinkel 1* th* 
▼illng* and lunn 1* th* oamp In the for**t wh*r* th* prisoners w*r* 
loont«d. 

Q Was th*r* also a hospital oonneeted with so-called t*nt oanpV 

A There wi only a so-called dispensary under the supsrrlsion 

of a medic In charge* All prisoners who were really sick and had to 
be pat to bed were brought to the Rorfch eaap as far as possible* All 
cases of major operations* for instance* ulcers and etonaoh ttaaors* 
were transferred to Buohenwald to the surgioal department there* On* 
has to visualise the entire thing like the froatlias* Ohrdruf was the 
front. Then* after this oowe* the main dispensary* That was the 
prisoners' hospital and behind this then is th* hospital baok heme* 
that was Buohenwald* 

Q What dc you have to say about the testimony of on* witness* 

either Lauber or Abend thut the prisoners' hospital had prisoners lying

Q "hen did this happen? 

A 1 forgot to mention this when 1 talked about the eonditions 
which I found there when I arrived. The olothlng of the prisoners was 
extremely so*roe and little and furthermore* it was already mentioned 
in the sta t e m ent of Dr* Ding-8ohuler» through the many delousing* whlsh 
were absolutely neoessary* th* olothing went entirely to pieoes and fell 
apart* The result was that the wen who had to maroh out for work In the 
morning during these eold months of January* February and March had to haw* 
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warm clothes otherwise they would freeze to death* Sometimea they were 
wearing two suite, one ort.r the other*

QUESTIONS BY DR. AHEIMKRl 

Q Ifca it done before your tine that the elothee of the prleoaere 
in the heapital were taken awayT 

A Yes and seen during my time until I found out about it* In ordor 
to ehange these absolutely untenable conditions I had a prisoners' slothing 
atom organised and only* of oouroe* for the prisoners' hospital beoawoo 
othorwiae I haul nothing to oay about it* Through this stop it was presented 
that the slothing of a aiok prisoner was taken away* and hlo slothing was 
iut away for hla and kept. Furthermore* I requested the neoeeeary elething

of whioh I reeelwsd* of eourse* only a fragnent. Ae far as 1 eaa reaenber 
I requested two or three thousand sett and I reeelred only three hundred* 

Q Wiy didn't you rseeles moreT 

A 1 oan't eay that but I assuae that these things wars also eery 
searoe by that time in Buohsnwald* 
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Q How wan ths physical condition of transports which 
arrived in Ohrdruf during your time? 

k I have testified already about the physical condition 
of transports whloh had arrived when 1 came to Ohrdruf, but 
during my time so 7 >e additional transports arrived whloh were 
In a different position and condition. In general the physloal 
condition of Incoming transports was not a good one, beoause 
most of the transports easM from the £ast. Through constant 
reports to Dr. 3ehledlowsky 1 tried to prevent this, so that 
Dr. Bohledlowsky and also Dr. Bender knew what kind of people 
1 needed In Ohrdruf, so that then from Dr. Bender's transports 
1 received healthy, strong men—men with musoles who were able 
to take care of the earth^moving work, whereas from Budapest 
1 reoelved transports consisting of members of the Jewish 
Intelligentsia there—lawyers, physicians—and that, of oourse, 
was absolutely impossible. 

<4 Do you remember the testimony of Commander Pis ter 
that a transport from Klossenburg was objected to by you and 
partly rejeoted? 

A Yes. This was the most catastrophic transport which 
onmm, a transport which forced me to take strong steps, even 
for the danger that I became disliked for that. This transport 
arrived In tfuna krawlnkel and was first examined by Dr. Thaler. 
The result, 1 think, was 80 percent unfit for work.

A As I mentioned before* 1 told the prisoner doctors 
they should oontaot me In full confidence* and they did this 
•1*0• In this way I was informed that It happened frequently 
on the construction site that prisoners were mistreated* One 
couldn't see much of that in oamp* because during the daytime 
the prisoners were not In oamp. I ordered* therefore* that all 
mistreatments* no matter whether committed by a oapo or an 
man* had to be reported to me with a written report* and* 
furthermore* with a result of the medical examination* 

Q ttere then in the future suoh cases of mistreatments 
reported to you and these reports of mistreatments passed on by 
you?

H were these men punished? 

A 1 guess so. I didn't follow up this matter anymore. 

q Uid you always make reports about your work to 

tkiohenwald? 

A Yes. I made constantly reports, and slnoe my reports 
to Ur. Sohledlowsky didn't show the necessary results. I made 
also reoorts in a brief form to Ur. uing-Sohuler. and the 
witness l>r. Kogon has already testified here in oourt four of 
these reports of mine. 

Q Did you also send reports to Professor Mrugowsky? 

A I informed Mrugowsky personally, because I finally 
succeeded that higher headquarters took an Interest in Ohrdrufj 
and. furthermore, he received the reports which Ur.

Q How does it happen that the witness Ur. Lauber 
mentioned only ten doctors with names? 

A Because he referred only to the north camp, which he 
never left, and slnoe he didn't know the least about my other 
duties and ass if amenta. 
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»*hat has to bt» said ‘about the testimony of hr. Abend 
that no drugs were available for the treatment of prisoners? 

A X cannot understand this testimony at all, especially 
since the /;nerican troops latei* on took my entire reserve 
supply of drugs at Loulaentnal, and my warehouse there was 
filled up to the ceiling with drugs. Until the end I had 
things like salvarsan, morphine, and other things which are 
very hard to get. 

Q »*ho was in charge of tnese drugs? 

A A prisoner Pharmacist Kietrowski, a Pole. I tried to 

,r mt him here as my witness, because Uo vruld have been ono of . 
my very best witnesses. This man wt-.s absolutely lndeoandent 
ua a pharmacist, and he was In charge of till drugs for the 
prisoners as well ac all tho ff!, and ho certnl?ily looked out 
for tho prisoners so toct they got what they needed. 

ti What han to be said about t.ho testimony of or. Lauber 
tlvat a medio supposedly gave twenty etrokea with a steel whip to 
u prisoner In your oressnee?

° At the end of your tenure of office in auohenvald 
how were tho general living conditions of the prisoners in 
Buohenwaldf 

A The general living conditions of the ,prisoners, of 
course, on aooount of the war oondltions, had worsened in 
the ims way as the living conditions of the olvillan s so tor, 
but as far as quarters and clothing were concerned preotloilljP 
nothing had changed* 1 did not hear that a single prisoner 
dldn*t have his own bed, and at that time still the normal 
prisoner olothing was distributed—in summer consisting of 
linen) In wintertlne, made of wool. The only bottleneek which 

V 

wee visible already at that time was the question of shoee. 

The out-details which had to march to and from work quits s 
distance etlll got leather shoee* The prleonere eho worked 

(wrlmn - Direct) 
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in offices, otc., received leather shoes wl tli wooden soles* 
in my opinion the food had gotten worse as far as the quality 
was concerned, but not as to the quantity* Whan I left oamp 
still the additional food rations were distributed for heavy 
workers and for long hour workers, without any exeeption* 

I haven't finished yet. In order to improve the living con¬ 
ditions at that time the permission was given that prisoners ' 
could receive! packages in unlimited number, and this, too, 
helped to balance the situation* 

Q And how were the general working and living con¬ 
ditions in the out-osrops at the time when your tenure of 
office ended in Ftuohenwald? 

A The living conditions in the out-camps of Buohenvald 
1 have to call as being the ssme as the ones existing in 
4ioh«nwald. In all out-ca/r.pa the prisoners received the 
additional rations for haavy and heaviest workers* As far 
as the details In Cologna and JJusseldorf were concerned, I 
found out repeatedly that the prisoners liked very much to go 
to these details because from the cities there they received 
additional rations of tobaooo and also food. The same applied 
to the faotorlee of the armament industry. 

tt pid you hear fron any of the out-camps which existed 
during your time in Buohenwald that unfavorable living and 
working conditions existed there? 

A Ho* I have to mention here that the working hours had 
been determined by Berlin, and in the armament industries the

1 made certain for myself that the prisoners la 
the various work details who were skilled laborers ware not 
employed ea unskilled laborers• It oould not happen, for 
Inatanoe, that locksmiths or any other professional men oould 
be used for any lower type of work, furthermore, 1 had to 
keep in touch with the heads of the various departments, and 
when neoeeeary to send their, replacements. 

Q Your control, if 1 understood you right, extended to 
the proper corraltreat allocation of the individual prisoners| 
ie that oorrect? 

A Yes • 

Q hid you have to check also how muoh the individual 
prisoner had to work? 

A Mo. First, I didn't have to oheok that) and, secondly, 
1 wae in no position to do so because I was not axpart at all. 

I nevar could detontine in tlie armament Industry whether a 
prisoner had to turn out so many or so many pieces on the laths.

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Q Mr* Grimm, In your statement of the 6th of Mareh, 

1947 In ifeohsu, which was offered Into evidenoe by tl*e 
proaeoutlon as P-47, you have made a statement about the oases 
of deaths In luohenwald. In this statement you said that the 
monthly number of deaths was approximately six to eight 

* 

hundred. What would you like to say about that? 

A inuring this interrogation 1 was always asked for 
definite figures. One always wanted me to giws absolute and 
definite figures. X always stressed that I was in no position 
to do so. After the talk went beck and forth for quite some 
while, finally I set a figure of six to eight hundred. Of 
course, I didn't mean monthly. I meant yearly. And I gawa 
these figures scoordlng to my best estimate. These figures 
of six to eight hundred oases of death a month are false 
already for the only reason that otherwise the samp would hare 
completely died out in 18 to 16 months• Thera was a bsolutely 
a mistake made there. Unfortunately, 1 overlooked this mistake 
X signed my statement. I aak, therefore, for the permission 
to be able to oorroot this mistake. The labor conditions, as 
I have teatlfled about before, were good in duohenwald at that 
time, and there oannot be any question of such a high mortality 
figure.

A That's not true* 1 left Buohenwald on the 90th of 
November, 1942, and I did not return to Buohenwald anymore* 
Therefore, I never oan have oarrled out such a mistreatment*

1 know nothing and 1 had no way of knowing then 
of transports to so-called extermination camps. 1 knew nothing 
of the exlstenoe of any extermination oamps. I have never In 
my life been a sadist v and I never acted brutally towards any 
prisoners. I askthe court to believe me that 1 did not commit 
the mistreatment that 1 am accused of having committed by the 
wltbees Sohuls. I don't know the witness Sohuls* and I had 

no official oontaot with him. If such an lnoldent as the 

witness Sehuls has described actually ooourred, I am sure 
the investigating commission of Dr. Morgen and Dr. Kett 
would have found out about it and I would have been held 
responsible for it then. I did nothing exoept carry out 
my duties and oarry out the orders I reoelved as a soldier* 
and I am not to blame for the faot that I was not permitted to 

do any duty on the front. It was against my will that I was 

sent to a concentration oamp. I didn't volunteer to go down 
there. As a natter of faot* 1 objeoted to going down there* 
but* unfortunately* my attempts to come back to the troops 
were never successful.

And prior to that time she saw Froboess in Buohenwald while 
she was stationed there and he was a member of the concen¬ 
tration camp. Obviously she knownnothing concerning his 
activities when he was a member of the sohool for prospeots 
for the Francisoan Order in South America, and to ask her a 
general question of that type is absolutely Immaterial and 
irrelevant to the issues of this case and will be beyond any

Q Mr. Reiner what was your education in musio? 

A In addition to my studlaa at the Ohivarsity -I studied music

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A I studied mainly the violin and then my specialty was chamber 
muslo. All my examinations at the school* which I mentioned and also 
on the college for rousie I passed with excellent grades. 

Q Did you work later on as an artist? 

A Through the studies at the College for Music I deepened the 
knowledge for music which I gained already when I was very young so 
that I could dare to appear in public concerts. 

Q Did you hd pear there as a soloist? 

A Tss in Prague I appeared on the stage several times as a 
soloist but elso In chamber music with a quartet and a trio. 

Q What profession did you take then furthermore? 

A As I mentioned before, on account of the Illness of 1 rty father 
I had to give up my etudlee in architecture and I studied insurance 
■athematioe and I passed the state examination. 

Q Where did yon work then? 

A Since I couldn* t find a .lob in this profession which I had 
studied, I was glad tc find employment with a banking Institution. 

Q For which bank did you work? , 

A I worked for the Bank of Commerce and Induetry, Lenderbank in 
Prague. 

Q How long did you stay in hraguc? 

A Until the end of October, 1938. 

Q Where did you go from there? 

A Then in the course of a general reorganisation of my bank 
I was transferred by my bank to a bank in the Sudeten Geu in Trautenau.

Q Vhat happened to thie Soeial Dmoeratie Party after the 
Sudeten Oau earn to the KeiehT 

A Approximately in June of 1938, the Soeial Demoeratie Party 
butane pert of the Sudeten Oerman Party* 

Q After the Sudeten Oau one to the leioh, did the members of 
tho Sudeten Oenan Party autenatieally become members of the Ifasl 
Party? 

A Tea, but only a part and this waa determined by the day of 
entry Into the Sudeten Oerman Party* I myself was not accepted on 
aooount of my late entry, not entry but transfer, to the Sudeten 
Oeman Party* 

Q Sr. Seiner please give us now a description of your 
military oareerf 

A 1936, 1937 I tarred actively in the Caeoh Any* I graduated 
tram the Officers Candidate School in Prague and I reoeived the rank 
of a reserve officer of the Cseeh Army. Thie alone la proof of my 
absolutely polltleal neutrality* Then I went through five maneuvers, 
eaah ta kin g four weeks and in September, 1938, I joined ay unit during 
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the genoral mobilization. 

Q Mr, Koimor please tell the court exactly to whioh general 
mobilization you are referring to? 

A At that time this was the general mobilization against the 
German F.eioh. Than on account of the Munich Agreement T was discharged 
from tiie Czech Army on tiie 10th of October, 1933* Then after I had 
been drafted to the braneh of the bank at Trautenau in April, 1939, 

I was taker, over by the German Wehrraacht with the same rank, that 
means Lieutenant of the Reserve. 

Q Mr. heiraer were you a member of the SS? 

A 1 was a member of the Allgeneine SS. 

Q in whioh manner did you become a member of the Allgemeine SS? 

A »hen I came to the Sudeten Jau at the beginning of November, 
I93t}, the recruiting drive of all National Socialistic Organizations 
wae in full swing. One organization always wanted to get ahead of the 
other. When I came to the branch office of my bank, I was the only 
employee who was not a member of any party organization yet at the 
time I came there. Already on the second day when I was there, a 
commission came to me and recruited me for the Allgerceine SS. First 
I asked them to give me some time to think it over, but already three 
days later I was visited again by the same commission. At that time 
it was already clear that our bank would be taken over by the 
Dresdener bank. »'hen also the bank management told nc that by all 
means I had to be a member of sane party organization, as an employee 
of the Dresdener Bank, I entered the Allgeneine SS, where I was 
especially promised that in the field of nusio I would find a great 
field for me to organisation and to supervise. 

(Relmer - direct) 
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Q Mr, leinr how did you ©one to Buohenwald? 

A Around the 20th of August, 1939, I wee declared by the 

Wehnaaeht at Trautenan that I would not be drafted by than but by the 
SS. I objected against this decision right away to the personnel 
officer of the aervloe eomsand at Trautenau. This nan also told me 
that this decision had been a mistake on account of the fact that I 
was a reserre officer of the Oernen Vehrneeht and he took away this 
document again through which I was told that I would not be drafted 
by Hie Wehmaeht* In spite of that on the 30 th of August, 1939# 

I again received a release tram the Wehrmaeht and at the sane time 
a draft call Aron the 3S« 

Q As what were you drafted now? 

A I was drafted as a common soldier, whereas if I would have 
been called by the Vshrmaeht I would have received right away the 
rank of a lieutenant* 

q DM you make any other attempts in order to obtain again this 

rank of Lieutenant? 

A Tea frequently I made tfforte to get away flron the SS and to 
be retransferred to the Wehrmacht* Once even I got so far that I had 
the approval of the inspector of concentration camps, but SS Colonel 
Koch as the last authority to decide upon this question denied me 
sy retransfer to the Wehnaeht* That hanpened in the years 1940 and 
1941. 

Q Hr* Reiser what happened immediately after your draft call 
to the 88 when war started? 

A As the witness Falkner has already testified today, wa were 
tak«i by trucks to Hsrschberg and firost there to Qorlita. There were

Fro April 191-1 until approximately June 19Ll 
I was actinp first, serefnt of the battalion an; thon I was assigned to 
a traininr co-peny. 

Q How lonr did you stay with this training co’ panY? 

A I had tMs traininr company until Bporoxiratoly February 191(2. 

Then after this I becom* comiiandinr officer of the oeoond Company until 
tho Tniddle of Mipust 191.2. And I would like to mention in this respect 
that durinr tho ronth of Pay an. June 19l|2 i was not in charge of the 
8eoor.ri Co m panv because during these two months I had to train an honor 
company. 

V Mint was your job then f rom the middle of August 19l*2? 

(» From the middle of Au uat 19l+i' until the time I loft Huchunwald — 
that was on the 51 ®t of 'ecember 19 l(lt I was adjutant of the puard 
b«ttalion. I wool like to mention in this respect furthermore that 
after my battalion commander hS I’ajor Koorschnor ha; left, I was ter.porarily 
in char e of tho battalion from S ptomlor 19 U 3 until Pay lf-idi. 

Q ’ r. Heirter, what did you have to do now durinr the be^inninp of 
your stay in ;.<uehenwald when you were clork and actinr first sergeant of 
the doconrf Conr>any? 
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A During the bepinninp of ray stay, when I wee a clerk and actlnf 
aerpeant, I had to take care of clerical work. The acting first ser¬ 
geant had to take care of the administration of the company in accordance 
with the orders received from the company commander. The acting first 
sergeant turthermore was in charge of the so-called technical sergeants, 
amon" then, lor instance, the supply sergeant, the finanoe sergeant, th# 
sergeant in charge of clothes, the armourer, — these were the ones. 

<4 Vr. Reimer, did you have anything to do with guard instructions 
ami the guard chain around the canp at that time? 

A It was the job of the acting first aerpeant to make up the 
daily sohedula for the next day in accordance with the orders of the 
ooasMndi g offloer of the company. Furthermore, it was his job to 
make up the schedule for the additional training and aducatlon of the 
•ambers of the company in cooperation with the commanding offioer of 
the oompany. 

Q Did you have anything to do directly with guard instructions 
and the puard details themselves? 

A On orders of the commanding officer of the oompany, sometimes 
the aoting first sergeant had to give guard instructions but the acting 
first sergeant didn»t have anything to do with the guard details and the 
work to he performed by the guards. The position of the aoting first 
sergeant was absolutely a position of interior service.

Until the 1st of September 19i<l i was 
platoon leader in this training company and then on the 1st of September I 9 I 4 I 
my rank which I had held in the C-echoslovakian Amy was reoognized by the 
Wnffen ^S, This rank I would have reoeived from the Wohncaoht already on 
the first day of my duty, that means on the 1st of Sente-ibor 1939. 

Q *'r. Reimor, was it the job of the training company to train 
these rooruita only for service in a cone «nt rat ion camp or also for o;her 
military assignments? 

A Mo, it was a genorol military training, the tame training as any 
recruit will reoeive when he is drafted into any ehmacht outfit, and 
the recruit# didn’t know at all that some day perhaps they would be on 
duty as ward detail in a concentration cnm>->.

k Were tho duties as adjutant of the battalion duties which kep 
you in the office or did they brinp you out in the field? 

A The oosition of' th adjutant was exclusively an interior job# 

It h opened very eeldor that an order for the battalion com ander, I had 
to leave t^e office and t l on usually this order did not brinp me into 
the open area• 
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Q Ur. !i e lntr, curing your timo aa adjutant of the guard battalion, 
what did you have to do with guard instructiona and the guard detail? 

A As adjutant of the guard battalion I didn’t have anything to 
do any more with ruard instructions. 

h Did the fact that for a while temporarily you wore in charge 
of the battalio? change this condition? 

A No, even thon I didn’t have anythin; to do with guard instructions 
and the guard details. The guard instructions were given exclusively to 
the commanding officers of the oompany in the company*

All the company had to do was to fill out a personnel questionnaire 
with p description, « background of the guard.

A This information was sent to th© lofal department of the 
headquarters staff of Concentration C»mp Huchenwald.

The ruard oost in question was called to the lefrs] department and he 
had to aoknowledre th© receipt of the decision of the SS and Police 
Court with his signature on the file Itself.

A In the barracks there were several loudspeakers. 

The loudspeakers existed already at the time when olvlllan 
laborers lived In these barracks. In the orderly room there 
was a radio, so that music and messages, and so forth, oould 
be given from the orderly room Into the various barracks• But 
this was not done until the end, since In January or February 
1044 it was not possible anymore to obtain the neoeusary tubes} 
whether It was possible later on to get these tubes, 1 don't 
know anymore. Through the welfare organisation of the camp the 
Drlsoners, at least once a week, had the opportunity to see 
movies. I'd like to mention that the prisoners did not have to 
work during this period of time when movies were shown. The 
work was stopped before the movies were shown, and the prisoners 
did not have to make uo for the time lost. Between the two 
• little lake there was a stadium where on Sundays, 
if the weather was favorable, the prisoners had a possibility 
to play soccer. That was done at the request of the prisoners. 
That didn't mean additional work for them, but of course for the 
SS guards it meant additional work.

Among the six men were 
one man who already once had tried to escape and who had been 
brought to ernigerode as a man who w/is under suspicion of 
trying to escape. 1 talked to this prisoner prlvately--absolutely 
privately for & long time, and I asked him why he had started 
this plan for an osoape. He told me that he had been induced 
to do so by othere and he would never again think of an escape 
attempt, and I promised him if he would behave decently here

A The recesses were the samo «a in th6 other kind of work, the 
breakfast, recess and the lunch raoese. 

Q *as work interrupted also? 

A I was .lust about to say that in addition to those pansas there 
were mewpeeted peuaea in the proeses due to meohnnioal failure. It 
happened quite often. You would hnve to count them to be half an hour 
•eery day, at lsast*. Furthemore, particularly after Ootobor I9i»4 the 
ensny a ire reft flaw not only ower the rural area but alao flew into 
the Reloh, ceasing the rural area, so that there waa plenty of air raid 
alarm?,and I don’t think 1 am over-estimating it any if I say that the 
awe rage time that was lest on aocount of air raid a la ms was two hours 
per day. That, of oourse, doesn’t hold true for the first tin© in Oetobsr, 
but it would be an average for the entire time. 

Q Several witnesses here stated there was a large scale air attaok 
in the oemp on U Oetober 19i(JU» you still remember -hen that air attaok 
aotually did taka plaee? 

A The attaok began about ?000 hours.

A On the Uth of November, — that was a Saturday,

The firms had boas, established in the 
quarters. I then went to my house, to my apartment, whicn is about 20 
miters away from the guard roam. I took the telephone aown from my 
apartment to the shelter and I was .fust about to go upstairs one more 
time to pick up a radio because we always listened to the further 
progress of the air raid while dow^ in the shelter. At tiie same time 
I met Mr«. Uarkwald on the steiroRse and she wanted to get down to the 
shelter. Thoro was also Sergeant Xunx there, who was the second in 
oharre of quarters. I was just coming out of my apartment with the 
radio an- wan about to go downstairs again when tho first bombs dropped. 
So I don*t think there was os much as five minutes between the alarm and 
the time when the first bombs were dropped.

A The bombing attack itself took approxinateiy .I 4 O minutes, inuring 
that time, as I raid before, 7. v-as in the bunker with 2£rs. "ux-icwald a pd 
the two sergeants. The-second non-cosmissioned oil icer who had been in 
the "uard room un+<l bhc very last u;ara< nt had also come down.

Q Why is that physloall impossible? 

A I have already atated that during the entire attack, from the 

tine of the alam until the laat bombs had bean dropped X was inside the 
shelter, that shelter being about two maters below the ground. That 
eholtor doesn’t have any opening exoept the two doors and even if there 
had been any windows or other opening it would be impossible beoauee the - 
shelter le right in the ground, 

Q Would it have been-possible to fire at the werehouse or the 
kitchen from the door of the shelter? 

A One door has a staireaae with ten steps leading up to the

Q How many victims of the air attaok wars there among the prisoners 
in all, approximately? 

A When the report waa made out, which waa done on Monday at noon, 
the amount of fatal oases was forty-five and it increased up to approximately 
sixty during the next few days, 
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Q ilow cono there 'were so many dead neople among the prisoners? 

A As I said before, there was only r short period of time that ' 

elapsed between the time the air raid was sounded and the boats actually 
fell and It was also found that most of t-ho dead were in a shelter in 
the vicinity of the camp and in a hallway of e barraoks leading to the 
shelter. 

Q Here there air raid shelters for the prisoners? 

A There were aotual air raid shelters and they were to be found 
lengthwise next to every barraojcs almost. 

Q Then Why was it th»t there were so many oases of dssth among 
the prisoners?

A There weren't any daad in any of the shelters but one entrance 
to a shelter was severely damaged because a bomb had dropped three metera 
away from it. 

Q Whore wero the dead prisoners buried? 

A Three days after the attack they ware taken to Essen.

I mentioned right next to the kitchen, those were almost entirely destroyed. 
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Q TJhat was the reault of that? 

A At flrat they didn't have any quarters for -the prisoners who 
had bean quartered there. 

Ci Ahat did you do to alleviate that condition? 

A It was entirely impossible to quarter the prisoners anywhere 
else outside of camp. The attaok was directed not only on the factory 
or to the canp, but the entire area of Bochum had been affected and it 
was entirely impossible to ret any room anywhere. So as a temporary 
solution 1 had to put the prisoners two into a bed. I think 1 did this 

in three barraoke. I realised that this oould be only a temporary solution 

and that everything would have to be done to fix up those of* the barreoks 
that had been partly damaged, part of the roof or part of the side walls 

had been knooked out at that time. There were also sosie barracks around 

yet which were under oonstruotlon and which could be completed in a eon* 
paratively short period of time so that the quarters oould have been more 
normal again. 

Q You stated that the attaok took place in the night from Saturday 
to Sunday, "hat was the next meal that was served thr prisoners after 
the attaok? 

A I can't give the time of day exaotly any more but it was during 
Sunday sometime. I am sure. The'main difficulty was that the water 
system had been destroyed and we had to get out water for cooking purposes 
from a wall 800 meters away but at any rate, some food wes Issued on that 
Sunday.

QUESTIONS BY MR. KUHZlOt 

q Grossmann, you testified that when you arrived at 
Buchenwuld the 31st of August, 1939, or the 1st of September, 
1939, that you became one of the detail leaders of the out- 
camp berlstedt; Is that oorrect? 

A No. I didn't become detail leader. First I was 

a platoon leader. 

Q A platoon leader. Y.hat did you become after that, 
Grosamann? 

A Until the middle of November I was platoon leader, 
and after this I became detail leader. 

Q Then you were later the company leader of the third 
company for several years, the third guard company; Is that 
correct? 

A Yes. 

Q And then the commando fuehrer at Wernigerode and 

the commando leader at Bochumer Verein and the commando leader 
in Ragnun; la that right? 
a Yes. 

Q In other words, during your entire six years at 
tfuohenwald you were In a leading position; Isn't that correct? 

A If one considers this a leading position. I got 
orders and I carried out my orders. 

Q In eaoh installation in which you worked you were, 

with the exception of this short time at the beginning of 
1939, the commanding officer; Isn't that correct? 

(Grosamann - Cross) 
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A Over my detail, yes. 

<4 And over the guard company? 

A Yes. 

Q Grossmann, just what did your guards do when you 
were cor; mending officer of the guard company? 

A The members of the oompany were assigned for guard 
duties. 

nhat did that cover—this guard duty? 

A They were on guard duty either around the oamp or 
in the guard chain or they were escort guards with guard 
details, and it was their job to prevent the escape of 
prisoners. 

H Grossmann, aren't you forgetting that they also 
did duty at the stone quarry? 

A I didn't forget this. I just mentioned that my 
guards were on duty in the guard chain on the towers around 
the camp, and also they were working as guards with the out- 
details. The stone quarry is inside the guard chain. 

Q So your guards did do duty on the stone quarry; 
is that right? 

A Yes, for some time, the way they were assigned.

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A When I checked the guard chain I also Inspected 
the guard chain next to the stone quarry. 

Q And what did you see with respect* to the treatment 
of prisoners when you were in the stone quarry? 

A I didn't go into the stone quarry, and from the 
guard chain it was not oossible to look into the stone'quarry. 
It wasn't my job either to soe what was going on in the 
stone quarry. That was the Job of the detail leader for the 
stone quarry. 

Q And because it wasn't your Job to see what went on 
in the stone quarry you did not pay any attention to what 
happened there, did you? 

A It wae my Job to check the guards, and I oarried 
out this duty. 

Q Then you do not know anything about what happened 
in the tftone quarry with respect to the treatment of the 
prisoners; is that oorreot? 

A I stated already in my statement in Maroh of this 
year that 1 did not make any observations of my own about 
mistreatments in the stone quarry, and no guard or leader 
of the guard detail ever reported to me any special inoident 
which had ooourred in the stone quarry or with the guard 
chain close to the stone quarry. 

Q tiros smarm, were you responsible for punishing a 

guilty guard had any such guard committed any offense against 
a prisoner? 


(Orossmann -.Cross) 
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A Are you referring to a mistreatment of a prisoner? 

Q If any such thing had occurred, yes. 

A If I would have heard about any such Incident I 

would have made a report to the 3S battalion headquarters, 
and they would have Investigated the matter further. In such 
a oase a report would have been passed on to the legal depart¬ 
ment and an Investigation would have been started. 

Q You mean you would not have had to punish him yourself? 
A In such a case, no, I couldn't. For small infrac¬ 
tions inside the company, yes, but not In a oase of this type. 

Q You Just stated here before this court that you 
recall the statement you made here at Dachau. Do you reoall 
that that statement was made the 27th day of February, 1947? 

A I don't remember the day anymore, but it is true 
I made a statement.

Q Do you remember having been asked this question and 
giving the following answert 

"While you were the leader of the guard company 
at Buohenwald were you responsible for mistreatments of 
prisoners committed by your guards? 

"Answer! Yes. V.hen I learned of suoh atrocities 
I had to punish the guilty guard, or to report him to 
the battalion, respectively." 

A That's what I Just said. I was responsible Insofar 
that I had to instruct the guards about their behavior towards 
prisoners and about mistreatments of prisoners* That was ray 
duty and I was responsible for that. If such an incident would 

(drossmann - Cross) 
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have happened X would have had to report the man l’or punishment* 

q /iren’t you neglecting the statement, Grossmann, In 
which you say "I had to punish the guilty guard", or are you 
ignoring that now? 

a It was just road to me that it said in this state¬ 
ment "either punish or make u report". 

ii That's right, Grossmann. 

A If it was only a small infraction of rules, then of 
course 1 could take care of the matter personally without 
making a report, which would necessarily be passed on to the 
legal department. 

Q Do you want to tell this court that during your 
time as commanding officer of the guard company it never 
happened that prisoners were mistreated in the stone quarry 
or by guards? 

A I have stated in my statement, I think, that when 
I started my work in Buchenwald around the beginning of 1940 
X heard that one caoo in the stone quarry forced prisoners to 
go through the guard chain. 

wi Grossman®, you knew that was ap-ainst regulations, 
did you not? 

A Yes, I knew that, but the whole matter seemed 
improbable to me, because no names were given to me, and I don't 

even know anymore today in which connection this mutter was 
brought to my attention. 

(Grossmann - Cross) 
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(4 You are saying now that you heard about this matter* 
Didn't you see It? 

A No. 

Q Do you recall In this same statement having given 
the following answer to this question; 

i 

"Do you mean to tell us that during your time It 
never happened that prisoners were beaten or mistreated 
by guards? 

"Answers I oannot claim that, but I never got any 
9 official notification or report nor did I ever witness 
it myself. However, once when 1 made a oheok cheoking 
around I saw from a distance of about 80-100 meters that 
a capo ran Into a column of atone carriers and beat the 
prisoners with a club." 

Q Did you civ© that answer to that Question, Orossmann? 
A Yes. 

Q Which la It? Did you see this or did you hear this? 

A Before you were talking about the stone quarry, and 
thi3 Incident did not haopen In the stone quarry. I was Just 
on my way to Inspect the guard chain, and I was walking along 
side the fence and I was close to the last guard standing on 
guard next to the fence. That's on this Prosecution Exhibit 
No. 8 just below the letter "A". 

m 

Q It doesn't matter where you saw this. You did then 
aeo a capo mistreat a prisoner; is that correct? 

A There I saw it. 

Q ^3nee you know, Orossmann, that that was against 
regulations , what did you do to have this capo punished? 

A I said already In my statement that I didn't do 
anything In this respect, for the folioring reasons; First, 


(Orossmann - Cross) 
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this group was far away from me* In the meantime, while I 
kept on walking, the oapo had dlaappeared in the group of 
prlsonera. The oolumn was not moving in my direction, but It 
was moving away from me in the direction of the atone quarry* 
Furthermore, auoh a oolumn waa alwaya under the euperviaion 
of an S3 nonoommiaaloned officer. And, furthermore, 1 have 
alao declared in my atatement that at that time under the 
S3 Colonel Koch it waa abaolutely uaeleea to make auoh a 
report• 

Q The fact that thla waa ueeleaa to make a report 
under Koch of auoh an ooourrenoe, was that known to all the 
S3 people in Buohenwald? 

A I think the majority of them* 

Q lan't it true that you didn't make auoh a report 
beoauae if you had it would have made you disliked by &ooh? 

A Anyway, I would have reoe^red a severe reprimand, 
and at any rate he would have told me I shouldn't bother with 
things which were none of my business• 

Q During the time you were commander of the guard 
oompany did it ever happen that escaping prisoners were shot 
by your guards? 

a The possibility exists, at any rate. 

Q How many times would you say it happened? • 

A I can't say that. During the interrogation I was 
asked to give a definite figure. 1 gave a figure of ten. 

That was my best estimate. Whether this figure was too high 

(Orossmann - Cross) 
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or too low, whether bon than ton were shot to death or loos 
than ton, I can't say anymore. 

Q in othor words, ton Is your best estimate? 

A Yos. I gtto the figuro of ton, but without any 
obligation on ay part. Porhaps thoro woro only two or thro# 
aon who woro shot by members of ay oompany, booauso altogothor 
tho ooapanlos wax's on this kind of duty, so It Is wory dlffloult 
to say how many oases applied to ono Individual ooapaay. 

Q Orossaann, you know of oourso , didn't you, that 
prlsonors woro forood to run thx*ough tho guard chain by mis¬ 
treatments, and so forth? 

♦ 

A No, i didn't know that. I aontlonod already before 
I thought this Improbably because I didn't got any naaaa, 
although I was told that some oapo had done things of this 
character, letter on I took aore Interest in tho stone quarry* 
and sonatinas 1 left ay walk alongside tho guard chain and 
marched around tho stone quarry In order to hit tho guard chain 
on tho othor side of the stone quarry again. During those 
occasions I newer had any possibility to see any mistreatments 
of prisoners In the stone quarry. 

Q If you walked around the stone quarry you oould at 
least see Into the stone quarry* couldn't you? 

A One oould do this only If one left the guard chain 
and walked around the upper edge of the stone quarry. Pros 
there you oould. 

(Orossaann - Gross) 
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Q That la Juat what you aald you did, lan't it? 

A Aftar I heard about this Incident 1 did It from 

time to time when I checked the guard chain. 

Q I thought you Juat teatifled not more than 15 or 80 
minutes age that you newer looked Into the atone quarry and 
you never had any opportunity to aee what went on In there. 
Ian't that what ydu told thla oourt? 

A No, I didn't say that. 1 only aald that when I 
oheoked the guard chain I also paaaed the guard chain next to 
the atone quarry, and that from there one could not see into 

the atone quarry, but I did not aay that at no time X saw into 

the atone quarry. 

Q You did aee into the atone quarry but you never saw 
anything going on there that was wrong; la that correctT 

A No. 

4 Wasn't it poaslble for some of your guarda to see 
Into the quarry and to aee what was going on there from their 
positions? 

A There was perhaps one guard possibly who might have 
had the ohanoe to look into the atone quarry, but from the side 
only and only If he left his post by about 10 meters. That is 
the guard post which Is on the right of the stone quarry below 
this block of four casernes to the right there. The other poet 
had no possibility to look Into the stone quarry. 

Q Ian't it true, Orosamann, that your guards got three- 
day furloughs after a prisoner was shot In the stone quarry? 

(Orosamann - Croaa) 
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A I heard thia very often here already. I don't 
know where theae rumora oome from. I was company oommander 
for three years, and during thla period of time neither my 
company nor any of the other oompanlea It aver happened that 
any guard received furlough beoauae a prlaoner had been ahot 
while trying to eaoape. Thla assumption la not In accordance 
with the truth* 

Q During your time there from May of 1940 until 
Maroh of 1943 aa company leader of the third SS guard oompany 
you know of no Incidents where your guards mistreated prisoners 
or ahot any prisoners while attempting to escape) Is that 
right? 

A I did not hear of any such incident. The men had 
reoeived the proper Instructions, and 1 dare to claim that 
they followed the instructions that they had reoeived. 

Q When you were at Wernlgerode, Orossmann, you stated 
that the prisoners had films there and all sorts of loud- 

i ^ 

speakers, entertainments, and so forth; Is that right? 

A Yes; soccer games. 

Q And you stated, Orosamann, that, for example, when 
they went to the movies the work was stopped during that 
period and they didn't have to make It up either, did you not? 

A Yea. That's In accordance with the truth. 

Q Do you want to tell thla court that between 1943 
and 1944, when you were the commando leader of Wernlgerode, 
and with the condition of the war and Qermany at that time, 

(Oroasmann - Cross) 
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that thay could stop work to allow concentration camp 
prisoners to go to the movies? 

A I cannot understand why the Mr. Prosecutor does not 
want to believe this—that It wasn’t true. That wasn’t only 
tho oaae with the prisoners. It was the same with the 
other laborers, with the civilian workers of the plant, that 
once a week they got the chance to noe something else but 
Just their Job. 

Q and you stated that it was not necessary for any 
prisoners to think of escaping at Wernlgerode because con¬ 
ditions wore so good there; isn’t that correct? 

A The way I testified yesterday, that there was no 
reason given as far as food was concerned or working conditions 
living conditions, or anything else, that any prisoner should 
make such a plan for escape. 

Q Except for the Germans who, you stated, were of 
course used a8 capos, you said that the people in your camp 
at V.ernigerode were Kusslans and Poles; is that right? 

A I forgot to mention yesterday that a small group of 
Czechs wus there also. 

Q host of them were ftuasians and Poles: right? 

A Yes. 

Q And you want to tell this court that huasians and 
Poles—that is, eastern peoples, as the terra went—were 
treated so well at Werni&erode? 

A Are you referring to the treatment through me? 

(Growamann - Cross) 
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q The general conditions In the camp* 

A As far as I am concerned I didn't see them, only 
the prisoners, but also the men and the workmen, I got for 
the prisoners the same amount of welfare and educational 
entertainment as was given to the other foreign laborers, 
civilian laborers, in the plant. 

* 

You spoke about one prisoner who planned escaping 
while he was there, he certainly wasn't impressed by the 
wonders of .'ernigerode, was he? 

A This man did exactly the same kind of work aa the 
other prisoners, lie rooelved the same favors, lie lived 
under the same conditions. And for him there was no more 
reason given for an escane than for anybody else. I mentioned 
already yesterday his reasons for working out this plan. 

Q do far as you know, during your time as commando 
leader of \'ernigerode no one was mistreated or beaten with 
the exception of this small legal punishment which was 
given; is that right? 

A I did not hear of any mistreatments through members 
of the detail or foremen of the detail. I also pointed out 
it was exclusively up to.me to order punishment if necessary, 
and all such reoorts should exclusively be made to me. The 
men as well as the foremen knew exactly that I meant what I 
said and that 1 wouldn't take anything else. 

(Crossmann - Cross) 
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4 Haa oi' course you never touched anybody because you 
were too proud us an officer to do It In front of enlisted 
men, weren’t you? 

A as I mentioned already before I vou'ld have made 
-vyaelf Impossible through this. I would have undermined my 
position if 1 would have done anyth1ng of this kind. 

g Now lot's turn to these six koles that v/ero executed 
there in TVornigerode, Grommann. You were told by two Fuss Ians, 
you testified, that these risen wero goiny to attempt a prison 
break; is that right? 

A Yes. 

Q And then you had them taken in for Interrogation 
and reported the matter to Juchenwaid; is that right? 

A Yes. 

Q An actual attempt to escupe, ari actual act, there 
wasn’t any onportunlty for them to do that, who there? 

The opportunity was prevented. 

3 Yo3, that Is Just what I moan, >poq smarm. Now, don*t 
you know that tho 'enova Convention forbids prisoners of war 
being klllort, ever if they uotually atterpt escape and make 
good their escape and are later returned? 

A I had nothing to do with that. -*■ t was my duty to 
take these non. out of the detail, since they were u danger 
for the de tail, and to send tnem away from the camp and the 
dotu.il, aid that's v hut I did. bvorytning else was not up to 
me. 

•i You reported the entire matter, didn't you, Groasmann? 
(ureasnaan - Gross) 
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h 1 only gave u report along vl th the transport of the 
prisoners for the oouaAanuor so that .i« knew why they wore 
coLiJ cif/ bac*., whereas. tno official i'ro.r, tho criminal police 
oui’rled out the intorrogutloae , end us fax' ua a. cun romernber 
I attecheu a copy ox uUosa interrogations to my report, 
v* ’ou ae.it Unit on j,o xionen*uld, ul a you not? 

A xO tnu oo.»iiti*mler at oucaenwalu, yea. 

■“•xxd you knew what nappeaeci unuer the G-ermaa system 
to people taut tried to escupe, did you not? 

A x didn't know taut.

Q You mean you did not testify yesterday that the men 

hud to stand at attention for one hour? 

A i didn’t mention anything of at attention yesterday. 


(Oronamann - Cross) 
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I will noma baok to this point la tar. Orossmann, 
who gave the order that thoaa Polaa wara to be rahnngT 

A I'd Ilka to oorreot aomathlng. It la not oorraot 
to eay that they wara rahung. On ordara of tha ohlaf of the 
commission, SS Captain Schmidt, only tha daad oorpaaa of tha 
prisoners wara taken from the gallows and hung again on 
another pole In ordar to gat the gallows free for the next 
execution. 

Q Orossmann, in order to get the gallows free for the 
next exeoutlon shy was It necessary to hang the man on another 
pole? Why oouldn't he have been put Into some sort of a 
container and taken away? 

A The order had been given that the entire detail 

should be present, into tha presenoe of tha six tamg prisoners 
for a full hour. For this reason thay were rahung* I'd like 
to point out it seems proper to me that the ohlaf of this 
oonsdsaion, 33 Captain Schmidt, should be asked about details. 

Q You were there. We will ask you about sense details* 
In other words, when you Just said that they were taken off 
the gallows and put on a pole in order to have tha gallows 
free, that that was the reason that it was done, that was not 
oorreot, was it? 

A I didn't say anything else* If I remember oorreotly, 
that wee the reason, as I testified already yesterday* 

(Orossmann - Cross) 
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Q, Didn’t you juut say just two minutes u>',o that the 
reason that they were hung a^ain on the other pole was because 
the orisoners had to stand there for an hour and they.all had 
to sco t v, o bodies hanging; isn't that right? K 

a Yea. 

ui'ossmaun, tell me this t old the five nrisoners who 
were waiting to be hatigea wnile the first one was being hanged 
have to urate a tne execution^ 

/ They were stunning alongside the gallows. They 
could watch it. They oinn't have to. 

Q 'lad when the second one was being hanged the other 
four could witch it, couldn't they? 

A Yea, it was until tho end. 

Q non yon got to Uochum, 0ros3mann—you testified 

that you ch.eci.ua the food of she prisoners every day; is that 
correct? 

A "Yus. j. always did it; not only In Bochum. 


(Grossnann - Cross) 
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Q And you oonvinced yourseld, did you, that tho food was all right 
•a you teatifiod yesterday? 

A i don't think I said ao yesterday. I teatifiod yesterday that 
at tho beginning the food rationa looked small to us ainoe me oame from 
Weraigerode ah*re we had our own kitohen and I also mentioned yesterday 
that at the beginning the prisoners did not receive the additional rations 
for heavy workers but after ay control and oheok up we found out that the 
rations which were given out were the normal rationa whioh the prisoners had 
to get. But these rations were improved after a conference with the works 
aanageamnt and the prisoners reoeived additional food until sueh time when 
our own kitohen started to operate. The beginning of August whan our own 
kitehsi/ttarted to operate the prisoners started to receive again the addition* 
al rationa for heavy workers. That happened Approximately at the same 
time when the nee period for food rationa just started. 

Q Bow, Orossmann, would you say that the food was suffioisnt for 
tin prisoners for the work required? 

A Yes. it was sufficient. If in my statement the word "not sufficient" 
is used, though, this is not oorreet. 1 just mentioned how the food rations 
wers at the beginning and that ia the way j .explained it at the time to the 
Interrogating offioer. 

Q Well. Qrossaann. this statement you made the 27th day of February 
1947 was the truth, wasn't It? 

4 Yes. it was the truth. When I found later on this remark in 
my statement I thought later on in oourt I would have a oh&noe to tell how 
the matter really happened. 

Q Groaemann. were you asked this question and did you give this 
answer* 


(iJrcasmann-ercas ) 
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% Houtts the food, lodging <uad clothing at Bochum? 

A In ry opinion the food was n<-t sufficient for the labor 
commit ent and the mount of work required." 

Did you give that answer? 

A It is possible that it was said in the statement in this 
manner but at the time I explained that for the labor oommitment in the 
plant the food rations didn't seem to be sufficient to toe but the labor 
commitment in the plant otartod only after four weeks, appr oxima tely 
urcund the beginning of August. Up to that time the additional rations 
for he ~vy workers had been applied for and also were approved and then 
our own kitchen started to operate. 

•i Grossmanj:, toil us about the physical condition of the prisoners 
at iiochusi. 

. A fhe first transport which arrived at the end cf June and the 
th’rd transport which arrived in August, on th-? average the prisoners in 
theso transports were in fairly healthy condition but the transport which 
oane from Auschwitz at the beginning of August, they were Hungarian Jews* 
this transport all the way through waj. in a very bud physical condition 
so that pr .otically one-third of this tran. port was not allocated for 
labor at all and already by the end of September out of tills transport I 
had to return two hundred prisoners from this transport back to Buchenwald 
sinoe I couldn't use them for work in Bochum. I have to mention that out 
of these two hundred prisoners hardly unyone sa th« plant from the inside 
at all. 

Q Isn't, it tri’o, Urcssmann, that a groat deal of tho prisoners at 
boohunier Verein suffered from scabies and a general weakness cf the bodyT 
A I don't know. I didn't hear a single oas< of scabies. It f s 

( Or o b s.aaun »c rc s s ) 
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possible that we liad on® oaae where th® pri«on®r had oontraotad soables 
from another laborer in the plant. In auoh a case the phyaloian treated 
the prisoner if It was an individual oaae. If there would hare been a 
larger number of auoh oaaes by all means the dootor would hare made a 
report to me. 

4 Mow. these prisoners that worked in this faotory making 8.8 
shells, munitions, you testified for the most part they didn't base to do 
anything but turn the lathe, isn't that right? 

A The majority of them were working in the lathe department* 

Q And the others you said there was no trouble at all getting the 

pleoe of netal up to the press, didn't you? 

A I didn't want to express it with these words and I don't think 
that I said that there was no diffioulty. I described the whole prooedure 
before for this reason because the proseoution several times has brought 
witnesses aooording to whom the prisoners had to do work in the faotory 
whioh was far beyond human capacity. That was not true as to any step 
in the production setup. 

4 I see. Grossmann. In this same statement were you asked this 
question and given the following answeri 
"Q bus the work hard? 

A The work was hard, espeoially as they had to work where it was 
very hot.? 

A I made this reply. I a&nnot state that work in a steel working 
industry is easy work and 2 testified already yesterday about the work 
whioh the men in the press department had to turn cut had no oomparison 
to the men who were working in the automatio lath® department. 

Q Grossmann. in your testimony yesterday you oonvenlently forgot 
about the tremendous heat, didn't you? 


(Orossmann•cross)

A I mentionad this today and it la not oorreot to apeak of the 
great heat or to state that the prisoners wore exposed to great heat all 
the time. This applied only to the time when the prisoners had to open 
the door of the glowing furnaoe and had to take out the red hot piooes 
of metal. This was not done all the t'me, it wa done only in certain 
intervals and as soon as the prisoner was two or three <wters away froai 
the door of the furnaoe, he didn't feel tho hoat anymore at all. This 
work was done by civilian workers before this in exaotly the same aanner and 
1 testified yesterday that after an agreement with the works aan»geman% 

1 added two more prisoners to tin usual orew of eight men so that the entire 
amount of work to be handled would be handled by ten men instead of eight 
men. 

3 Mow, Gros smarm, you, never heard then about the woodan shoes 
that the prisoners had to wear oatohing on fire from the trsraendoua heat? 

A It is impossible. I knew the wooden shoos, of oourse. If a 
prisoner with wooden shoet* got in touoh with a hot pleoe of metal that 
happened only whan a rough peioe of metal had been pushed out from the 
furnaoe and rolled towards the man who ploked it up and put it on the 
moving band. Be oould stop the rolling plaoe of metal with a steal handle 
whioh he had in his hand but I notloed vsry often that in order to faoili- 
tate their work very often the prisoner stopped the rolling metal just 
with his foot and not only the prisoners but also the other oivlllan workers 
did that with their leather shoes. And on these oooaslons it never happened 
that shoes started to burn beoause the prisoners were standing on wat ground,

A Yes, on my roll oall plan I had to check off 
the various figures and then at the end I had to add them 
up.

A They were standing on the roll oall square in 
oo-oalled blocks, ten men In each row. When the block 
lea dcra appeared the block eldest reported to the hlook 
leader the total strength of the block and these figures 
consisted of the figure of the men who were supposed to be 
there, men who really wore there, men who were abcent and 
si ok and so on. The blook leader entered these figures 
in his book, cheeked these figures by counting the various

Q What was Prince Waldeok’s offioial position 
during the Second World War, that was reoently overt 
A He was the Higher S3 and Polio# Leader for 
Pfcld*»Weyra. Z don’t know what defense command that 
included but hie headquarters was in Kassel. 

Q Will you please describe the task of the 
Higher 33 and Polio# Leaders to us brleflyf

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A The tasks of the higher 35 and Polio© Leaders 
were first a personal representative of the Loader of the 
SS for the Gorman Reich. That was for the particular area

A Then it v/ao the further duty of the Higher S3 
and Polioe Leader to see to it that friotion was eliminated 
in the dealings that the officers under the supervision 
of the Reiohs Fuehrer of the S3* Himmler* who was also 
head of the German Police* had v/ith other people in the 
area. Primarily with the Gauleiters and Reiah Defense 
Commissioners. Ihese Reichs Defense Commissioners had 
to be informed about matters oonqorning the SS and Polioe 
by the Highor SS and Polioe Leader. Than it was the duty 

of the Higher SS and Polioe Leader to ooordin&te the fbroes

Q On Thursday evening you ended by stating that after 1944 the 
Higher 88 and Polioe Leader was authorised oertain funotions of command 
under oertain conditions towards the guard troops — that is, for prevention 
of mass esoapee and liberations from the outside.

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A I»i. 

Q Was it only to these eases, namely, the prevention of the 
mate escapea and liberation from the outaide that thia authority of 
oomuand of the Higher SS and Polioe Leaders was oonfinedT 

fROSEGu'T I0N» As are going to objeot to this testimony 
unless it is shown that the duties of this man were the same or similar 
to the duties of the Higher 88 and lolioe Leader in the IKshrkrsis in 
whioh the aooused, Waldook, operated, otherwise it would be immaterial 
and irrelevant to the issues of this oase and Z do not think until the 
present time that it has been established that the duties of the Higher 
88 and Polioe Leaders were the same in all of the Wehrkrelse* 

DR. AHEIMSRt Temporarily I withdraw the question* 

QUESTIONS BY DH. AHKBIZHi 

Q General, were the duties of the Higher 88 and Polioe Leader 
the same in all of the defense oommandef 

A Yes* 

Q Consequently, were your duties the same as Prinee Haldeek’sf 

A Yes* 

Q Thursday night you talked about the possible authority of 
eonaand of Higher 88 and Polioe Leaders over guard troops ooneerning 
speolal oases# especially mass esoapes. Was it to these exigenoies 
mass esoapes and liberations from the outside that the authority of 
the Higher 88 and Polioe Leader was eonfinedt 

A In aeoerdanoe and with the orders we received at that time 
it was* It simply stated that the Higher 88 and Polioe Leader in par¬ 
ticular was responsible for the seourity in suoh oases. The situation 
was analogous to that of the prisoner of war oamps* Just about the 
same time we reoeived the title of Higher Commanding Offloor of prisoners 
of war and the tasks were the same* 


(Xbe rs te in-d i re o t) 
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Q When you say "the tasks mrt the same" do you moan pro rant ion 
of mass esoapes and liberation from the outsidef 

A Yea. The baaia for all thia mas leafleta dropped by enemy 
airoraft over the entire area of the German Reioh stating that meapons 
mould be dropped on prieoner of mar oaaps so that priaonera oould an 
themselves and stage breaks* 

Q On Thursday you stated that the Higher SS and Polios Leader 
held the job of oourt appointing and rerieming authority in his area* 

To mhom did this authority applyf 

A The legal system of the 88 and polios applied only to members 
of the 88 and police and the arey auxiliaries attached* 

Q Did the Higher 88 and felloe Leader have any legal authority 
over prisoners! 

A 8o* they meren't umbers of tho 88 or police* 

Q Here eases of unnatural death of a prisoner reported to the 
Higher 88 and Polloe Leader? 

A Yes* 

Q Why mas this done if the Higher 88 and Polloe Leader had no 
legal jurisdiction over prisoners? 

A Beoause it had to be daterained mhether any violation had 

e 

been oomitted by a aeaber of the guard unit* 

Q Did oases of shootings of prisoners mhlle attempting to 
esoape reash your office in the fora of reports? 

A Yes* I remember suoh files going through ay hands and being 
presented to ae* They mould contain & report of looal conditions shoeing 
exaotly mhere the prisoners had been lying euad hom far amay from an 
obstacle he mas and so on* 


(Iberstein-direct) 
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Q In what way did the oourt of the Higher S8 and Polioe Leader 
find out about oases of unnatural deaths of prisoners or of shootings 
while attempting to esoap*? 

A The basis for any aotion to be taken by an SS and Polioe oourt, 
the very same as was the case in regular courts-martial in the army, was 
the reports of faots that oame from the outfit oonoerned. 

Which member of the outfit oonoerned did report these inci¬ 
dents to you or to your oourt? 

A The report was prepared by the legal officer. It was sent 
down through the oommandant, I think but I am not sure, 

4 Did this sc-oalled legal officer hare to be a lawyer! 

A I don't think so. With the concentration oaap that I had 

something to do with, namely, Daohau here, the legal offioer was in 

* 

faot a lawyer but I don't think that was a requirement. He oould be a 
olvilian. 

Q Who would appoint the legal offioer in any outfit? 

A I o&n t give you any definite Information. 

Q What, if anything, did the Prince of Waldeok tell you about 
the ocmplax of questions around the former commandant of Buohenwuld, 

Kooh? 

A Prince Wqldeok was in Junioh several times during the war and 
on the ooeasion of one of these visits in 1941 or possibly in 1942, I'm 
no longer quite sure, an SS judge aooomLSuiled him and at that occasion 
he told me with great bitterness that he had the commandant of Buohenwald, 
looh, a man who had committed a very large number of oriminal aots, 
arras‘>«d and that this arrest had been nullified through aotion of 
Himmler, 1 believe, upon the request of tho Chief of the Boonocilos Ad¬ 
ministration eain Offioe, Pohl. The way he explained it to me at this 

(Lbersteln-direot) 
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time the reason for the stopping of this arrest had been a purely formal 
one as had been given by Himmler, that is to say, that while they had 
put Kooh into polioo imprisonment where Kooh was a member of the Waffen 
S3 he was supposed to be put in oustody by a line outfit. Prince Waldeok 
was in Uunioh at that oooasion to remonstrate against that beoause Munioh 
was the seat of the Supreme S3 and Polios Court at the time. Be told me 
about this Kooh inoident beoause he knew that I had known Kooh for quite 
sometime. Kooh had been in the SS in Dresden in 1954. Ho had been oul- 
pable of some assaults against some 83 men there and I had made a request 
to Berlin to have this very bad man, in ay opinion, removed. For that 
reason it seemed even more inoredible that, although Himmler did transfer 
the man after that inoident, he nevertheless promoted him on top of that. 
Be was promoted to a full oolonel and on top of that he beoame a eamp 
oommandant and at that time Prinoe Waldeok told me that although so far 
he had been frustrated in the matter be would still attempt to get Kooh 
properly punished and I think that was done if my information is oorreot. 

Q Did you ever hear anything about a certain Lex Waldeok, the 
laldeok law! 

▲ Yes, this oase was disoussed very thoroughly in Hualoh among 
the 88 judges there. Therffcere a lot of them down there beoause the If 
Main Offioe was stationed there and these judges told me that a dsoree 
had oobm down from Himmler to the effeot that oomanding offioers of 
oonoentratlon oamps were to be put in oustody only with his permission. 

Q Did Waldeok at any time ever tell you that his endeavor to get 
this matter cleared up was not oonflned to getting Kooh punished but also 
lnoluded othersf 

(Zberatein-direst) 
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A I can t Ull you for sure anymore whether Prinoe Waldeok 
told ne this or hia judge in charge, o^e SS Lt* Colonel Paulmann, but 
I wag told by the Chief of Staff of the Le al Offioe, one SS Colonel 
Reineoke* He alao told me that they would now try to dear the matter 
up from the top and to particularly get up to General Pohl, who after 
all wag the commanding officer of all theee oonoentration camp oommand¬ 
ante, 

4 General, do you remember an order to the Higher S3 and Polioe 
Leader dated 1944 which applied to the go-oalled "A" cage? 

A Ko, prosecution authorities have already asked me about 
this and I didn't receive any tuoh order* 

3 In the summer of 1944 did you receive all orders from above 
or did for some reason any orders get lost in your plaoeT 

A In the summer of 1944, particularly in July, the entire mail 
get lost for days at a time on aooount of the air raids* 

Oeneral, did you ever in any way find out that the Gauleiters 
and Reioh Defense commissioners did in any way interfere with the evaou~ 
ation of the concentration oampsT 

PHOSECUTIOSi tt e cbjeot t< oounsel leading the witness* If it 
plsase the oourt I am going to ask him to withdraw from that typs of 
oonduot in ths future* 

PRESIDENT* Objection sustained* 

QUESTIONS BY DR. AHMMER* 

Q What concentration oamp was in your area? 

A Iha Concentration Camp of Dachau, here, and tlie outoamps 
belonging to it* 


(£berstein«di eot) 
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<1 tag this concentration oe.np evacuated! 

A I have no definite inforration on this. This entire notion 
began as early as aroh 1946 in my area. A demand was made upon me and 
that mas done by the Gauleiter direotly and led up to my removal, that 
1 should issue orders to the oommandant of this concentration oamp to 
have all prisoners liquidat'd at the approaoh of the enemy* When I re¬ 
fused he told me that upon his Instigation the entire oamp would be 
bombed to destruction by air units of our own and when I ventured to 
express ay doubts that he would find anybody in our air oorpe to do 
any suoh thing he stated that the prisoners were to be poisoned here* 

Now, since there seemed to be great danger of a terrible orime being 
committed I rode out here to Daohau and saw the oamp oommandant and asked 
him what orders he had for suoh a ease* The ooaaanding offioer here told 
me that he didn't have any orders* I had no way of oheoking up on the faet 
whether this was true or not so 1 sent a telegram which I personally 
signed, to General Gluoks in Oranienburg and in that telegram I stated 
that attempts should be aade to speed up the deoision from the Selohs- 
fuehrer Himmler as to what should be dons wlih the concentration oamp when 
the enemy ap r roaohed. About three days later a letter oame from Uluoks 
stating that Himmler had deoided that the oamps wore to be turned over to 
the Amerioans as a unit when the eneny approached* 

Q What was the date of the arrival of this teletype message! 

A The first half of ‘iaroh 1946* I had diffioulties on aooount 

of two other matters with the Reiohs Defense Gommissloner, who by the way 
w-»s very mueh exoited about this order of Himmler and suspeoted I had 
something to do with it and on aooount of these alteroatlono I was removed 
from offioe on the 20th of April 1946* About the 26th or 27th of April 
the commanding offioer of thie plaoe here oame down to me one more time 
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and fa vs me a radio message — thi» is quite interesting — that radio 
Ti*ss»f* ordered h a to raaroh down tc the Uts Valley in the Alps with all 
prisoners* This radio .nessape cat® from the Chief of the Seourity Polloe 
Dr* Kaltenbrunner. 

Q Exouse :e. General, for interrupting you. I don't think we have 

to go into the Daohau details any further. I should like to get in one wore 
question* What authorities were responsible for prisoners being admitted 
into a concentration oampT 

A For admission as well as for discharges from concentration 
oaaps the only ofiioe that was responsible for Offloe 4 in the Reiohs 
Main Seourity Offloe* 


Q Did the Higher 8S and Poliee Leader have anything to do with 


thatT 


A Mo* The requests for confining a person in protective custody 
was made by the State Polloe offioers. State Polloe Main Offioe* They 
were either approved or disapproved by the State Main Offioe in Berlin 
and then put into aotlon* 

Q Oeneral, you stated a while baok that you were interrogated 
by the proseeutlon* IVho interrogat e you? 

A I assume that he was a representative of the proseoution* 

Q Do you know his name? 

A Mr* Kirsohbaua, sitting over there* 

Q Were you interrogated by the prceeoutlon before the defense 
asked for you as a witness or after? 

A I was interrogated by yoi>, sir* oonoerning matters that were 
to be brought up on the defense on the 21st of May* I remember that date 
exaotly because that was the day before the one I was sent to the hospital 
and the first interrogation after that was* if 1 remember oorreotly in 
the beginning of June* There were three interrogations* 


(Ebe rs te iu-d1 reot ) 
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Q Did you make any written or eworn statements when interro¬ 
gated by the proeeoutiont 
A Yea. 

DR. AHLlMERi I have no further question*. 

CROSS EXAMINATION 

QUESTIONS BY PROSECUTION I 

Q On Thureday you laid that the function of the Higher SS and 
Police Leader in a Wehrkreis was to aot as the personal representative 
of the SS Leader* Himmler* is that oorreotf 

A A representative of tne Reiohsfuehrer of the SS. 

Q And there was no one else in that particular Rshrkreis who 
was as high in the soale of rank in the SS and police as the Higher 88 
and Polioe Leader* is that not oorreotf 
A No. 

Q And* as a matter of faot* the powers* the authorities of a 
Higher SS and Polioe Leader depended to a large extent on the personality 
and aggressiveness of that Higher SS and Polioe Leader* is that not sof 
A I don't understand the question. 

Q There was no law that olroumsoribed the powers or defined the 
authority of a Higher SS and Polioe Leader* is that not oorreotf 

A No* there was this offioial regulation for duty vshioh was 
very scanty, as I said on Thursday. 

Q I mean* was it so scanty that it did not fix the limit of 
authority of a Higher SS and Polioe Leader* is that not oorreotf 

A I think I described the contents of it to you on Thursday. 

He was* it is true* the representative of Himmler but the ohiefs of the 
polioe remained the ohiefs of the regular polioe and the ohlef of the 
Seourity Polioe. 

Q And there were no limits as to the authority as the represen¬ 
tative of Himmler* is that not oorreotf 

(Eberstein-direot) 

cross 
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A As a representative he did net have any functions, he merely 
represented him in cas of any [ublic occasions and the ether tasks I 
think I have described* 

4 You say he merely represented hi* in the cast of oortain 
O' c&sions that arose. In what capacity did he represent him? 

A As a representative of the heiohsfuehrer he had to represent 
him in case of official occasions of the SS, of the army or of the police, 

4 All right. In other words whon there were oonferenoes held 
here in Munich at whioh Himmler was not able to be present you would be 
his representative here in those oonferenoes, is that not oorreotT 

A Yes. 

4 And isn't it also a fact that Himmler told you that your 
authority as a Higher SS and Police Leader was dependent upon to what 
extent your personality would permit you to act in various occasional 

A Yes, Himmler used sene such phrase, that's true. 

Q Now, one of your funotione being the coordination of the S8 

and Police in your pa tioular nehrkreis, in other words, you had to become 
acquainted with the instructions and orders that applied to both the 
polio and to the SS, la that net correct? 

A The way it was was that the Higher SS and Polioe Leader would 
receive orders that the SS and Police got by way of information ocpiea 
and in part only. 

4 What do you mean "in part only"? 

A Wall, in my opinion there was quite a series of orders sent 

down, particularly tc such outfits as the Security Polioe or the Seoret 
State Polioe or the SO Jain Seotor of whioh the Higher SS and Police 
Leader found out nothing. 

(Ebe r a te in-dxxnt 
cross) 
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4 Can you give the oourt an example of auoh order*T 
A Tee. I remember one morning In the Summer of 1944 ae 1 vent 
to my offlee. finding there a teletype vhloh. due to acme technical die* 
turbance* in the ayatea of teletype had oome to ay offloe in the headquarters 
lnatead of going to the Police Headquarter*. That teletype etated 
"Operation flitter completed auoh and auoh a day. auoh and auoh an hour*. 

It took me an hour on the telephone to find out what was aotually going 
on beoauee the State Police had reoeived all these order* all along whereas 
I had not even received information ae to what waa going on.

A Under "repraesentativer vertreter" one understands 
In Geriaan that on offioial oooasions— large celebrations or 
the opening of a new building or a state visit--if the man in 
question,in this oase the Reiohsfuehrer 33 Himmler, oould not 
appear personally, then hiS repraeaentativer vertreter, his 
formal representative, would represent him there and visit this 
ocoaslon. 

DR. AHEIMERi Since the witness himself now has 
clarified the meaning of the words "repraesentativer vertreter" 
I would like to challenge the translation of this word whioh 
up to now was either made with the word "representative" or 
"personal representative." I would like the court to ask the 
offioial interpreter whether the Interpretation of the words 
"repraeaentativer vertreter" given by the witness right now 
does not agree with the German language as he knows it. 

PROSECUTION: May it please the court, on a matter of 
this nature, if there was any error in the translation of the 
word that has been previously used by this witness, it should 
have been pointed out to the court at that time. There have 
been other matters testified to by this witness which would 
show an entirely different meaning from that which he now has 

(Kberstein - Redirect) 
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testified that tha word or the term doaa maan. I think tha 
racord should stand on all tha taatlmony as It appears before 
this oourt. 

DH. AHEIMER} I would Ilka to say something about 
that» 1 know a little bit of English but not enough English. 

Pbr this reason I was unable to straighten out this mistake 
before. Since the aooused are no longer allowed to write 
notes to me, 1 overlooked this mistake and found out about it 
only after the reoess started, and 1 do not think It Is the 
fault of mine. For this reason I think I am entitled to make 
this challenge right now.

Q Were you a member of the Waffen SSf

A Since September 1959.

Q Whet was your latest rank in the Waffen SS? 

A S3 Major of the Reserve. 

Q In whloh part of the SS were you used? 

A I was draftfd to an S3 anti-tank battalion. 

Q And did you stay there later on? 

A I served with this unit for one year. Then I was 
transferred to the field tribunal of the division, first as 
an Investigating offloer, later on aa a Judge. 

rid you have anything to do with higher SS and 
polloe oourts? 

A Yes. In Ootober of 1941 I was transferred to the SS 
and polloe oourt at Dusseldorf. 

Q Who was the appointing and reviewing authority of 
this S3 and polloe oourt In Dusseldorf at that time?

Its task as far as concentration camps ware concerned? . 

A I mentioned already before that only tha mambars of 
the Waffei^Sid tha police foroa who ware assigned to a concen¬ 
tration oamp were under tha Jurisdiction of tha S3 and police 
oourt. If and when mambars of these units had ooanittad 
criminal sots, thay ware prosecuted. Furthermore, tha commanders

prieonere while trying to eeoape* Theee reports were made by 
the legal officer stationed in the concentration oamp.

Furthermore, he 
wae part of the court, since in hie capacity as legal Officer he had 
to take care of the investigations for the court. As legal Officers, 
frequently when they were available, aen were picked out who had 
studied las, but that was not necessary* 

Q Did the Judge Advocate, the Appointing and Be viewing Authority 
have the duty to supervise personally the activities of the legal 
OfficersT 

A Tee, the legal Officers were under the obligation to turn 
in all reports of fact through the hands of the Judge Advocate, but 
in faot it was really handled the other way around. First the reports 
cans to the court and then were presented to the Judge Advocate. 

Q Do you know whether the Judge Advocate who, at the sane tiwe 
was Mlgber 88 and Polios leader, had any power and authority over the 
88 non stationed at a concentration camp? 

A The Higher 88 and Police loader as such had no power s of 
ooemand over the Waff an 88. The only legal funotion which he casrelsed 
was tiie one of a Judge Advocate. As such his assignment was to order 
Investigations, to sign all decrees and instructions in connection 
with investigations, to sign the charge sheet, to appoint the tribunal 
which carried through the trial and to confirm the sentences and to 
order the execution of the sentences.

Z don* t 
know in whloh wax thia lnaaatlgatlon ended, an y way it did not 
load to any eharga ahaat. I got in oontaot again paraooally 
with tha oaaa of Kooh in 1944* In thia oaaa an 88 Jwdge, Doctor 
Morgan, had oarrlad through an inreetigatlon which oowerad tha 
alatreatment and kUllnga of prisoner* and flnanolal irregular- 
itiaa. 

Q Do yon know whathar tha Frlnoa an Valdaok had anything 
to do with tha investigation whloh waa carried through by 88 
Judge Doetor Morgan? 

A Tea, 88 Judge Doetor Morgan oarrlad through thia 
lnraatlgatlon as a Special Koprastntatlww of the Mpaolal 88 
and Polloa Court whleh waa located at that tin* in Kaaaal and 
waa under tha Jurisdiction of Frlnoa tu Valdaok. 

Q Vhat did you haw* to do with tha oaaa of Booh later 
on? 

A In Daeanber, 1944, I rapreeantad tha proaeoutlon In 
tha oaaa againat Koeh before 'tha military tribunal. 

Q In ad d ition to Booh ware there any other former 
■wabara of the ataff of tha Conoantration Caap Doohanaald 
inwolwad in thia Inweetigatlon Booh? 

A Vhan I took eharga of the proeeeation, only Ifra. Booh 
waa charged at that tin*, but bafora that tin# the eharga ahaat 
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took in also a physician. Doctor Hoven and an S3 Sergeant, Bonner. 
When I took charge of the prosecution the trial of Dootor Horen 
and Sommer had been separated from the case against Koch. 

Q Did you ever disouse with Prince su Waldeck personally 
the affair Koch and the reasons and the purposes which he had 
with this investigation? 

A Tea, I was foroed to discuss this matter frequently 
with him since, after the failure of the first investigation 
against Koch, Prince Waldeck was very angry and refused to 
extend the investigations against any other former members of 
the staff of the Concentration Coop Buchenwald as long as the 
chief of the concentration eanp himself had not been brought 
to trial. He was of the opinion that one could not bring to 
trial the small criminals as long as the largest orook of all 
was still running around free. It took several months until 
the Prinoe Waldeck changed his ndnd and agreed to continue the 
investigations against other members of the Concentration 
Camp Buchenwald. 

Q Tou said that he called the chief of the concentration 
easp a criminal. Whom did he mean by that? 

A He meant the S3 Colonel Koch who he called several 
times a criminal. 

Q Did he also have intentions against people even 
in higher positions? 

A He was also bitter about the attitude which the 
fteiohs Economic Main Office had taken in this matter, but I don't 
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know whether and how far steps war# taken in thla racard* 

Q that waa tha result of tha trial of Koch? 

A la Decewber, 1944, Koch waa aantaaoad to death and 
executed la 1945* 

Q Do you know whether an investigation took place 
againat Pohl? 

A Pohl waa one of tha aoat powerful wen in the Vaffen 
8 S and he had tha special confidence of Waaler* It was 
impossible to cany through any direct investigation against 
Pohl* After tha Special SS and Polios Cotart had been organised 
many investigations had sons thing to do with the person of 
Pohl and it was the purpose to get Pohl through the great 
noaber of these Investigations which had a owe thing to do with 
hla* Prill waa the cost Important resistance againet the earrying 
out of trials against wen b sr s of the concentration cop staffs* 
through his personal Influence the first trial against Koch 
had not been carried through* 

Q Did you ever'hear anything about the so-called Lax 
ValdeokT 

A Tea. The arrest of Eoah through the Prinoe su Valdeok 
caused Wmler to issue a special order in which he prohibited 
that higher ranks should be arrested without his speolal 
peralsalon* Since this order was the result of Koch 1 s arrest 
through Prince Valdeok, jokingly this order was called lex 
Valdeok* 

0 Doctor Hansen, you nentioned before that the trial 
against Koch was oarrled through by the Special SS and Police 
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Court in Munich and before you mentioned the Special S3 and 
n ollee Court in Kassel* Who was the Judge Advocate, the 
Appointing and Reviewing Authority of this court as long as 
the court was stationed in Kassel? 

A Prince zu Waldeck. 

Q And when was this court, this Special Court transferred 
to Munich? 

A An SS and Police Court was organized in Munich in 
January, 1944, whereas the Snecial S3 and Police Court in 
Kassel was working already since the Fall of 1943* The 
tribunal in Kassel handled only concentration camp cases whereas 
the Special Court in Munich handled only cases of corruption 
outside of concentration camps* On the first of May, 1944, 
the Special SS and Police Court in Kassel was combined with the 
Special SS and Police Court in Munich*

Q What do you aay to the driveway to the inatitute as it was 
stated by the witness Qoebel this afternoon! 

A During thia last war 1 drove several hundred thousand kilocators 
in a oar ao I didn't really have a ohanoe to look at every little corner* 

X really don't know how we got there* 

Q Did you, at any time, have a look at Blook 48T 

A Mo. 

Q Did Dr* Ding-Sohuler tell you anything about the existence of 
/ Bleek 48T 

A If he had I would have had his arrested right away because he 
didn't keep hia trap shut as oourt appointing and reviewing authority 
and therefore he was pretty careful about telling me things that weren't 
any of ay business* 
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Q Did you at any tine receive any report* about miatreatmenta • 
of any priaonera in BuehenwaldT 

A Tea* Theae paper* were given to the oourt aa the baaia for 
further invaatlgation In the looh lnveatig&tion. Quite a nunber of 
oaaea developed from thia and you night aay like an avalanoh* it kept 
growing bigger *o therebquite a bit of baaio evldenoe preaent* I'd like 
to point out the investigation of Sooner* for inatanoe, aa haa been 
nentioned here* On prinoiple it goea without aaying that any oaae that 
oaae to the knowledge of the oourt waa inveatigated and if the ohargea 
were substantiated, prooeedinga were inatituted and the puniahaent whieh 
did oone cut of the subsequent prooeedinga waa quite aatiafaotorily high* 
too* 

Q You juat nentioned the trial of Kooh* Bow did that happen to 
take plaoef 

A It atarted in 1941 when I heard about something aonehow 
wrong financially in Kooh'a place. At firat 1 didn't particularly believe 
thia until one of hia oloaeat collaborator* and oo-perpetratora aade a 
atatement ao oonorete that I ordered Kooh to ay place to talk to hia* 

In doing ao I did aonething that really waa not up to the oourt appoint¬ 
ing and reviewing authority in our ayatea of law* That ia to aay* I bad 
thia nan who waa known aa a rough peraon to no anyway, over to "ay plane 
peraonally and conducted ay own bit of inveatigating* That waa, of eourae, 
in the preaenoe of ay then Judge Advocate lamina ki. I want to put thia 
name in her* new. The name occurred to me when ay other judge teat if led 
today beoauae when I waa Interrogated by Mr* liraohbaum in March I diAi't 
remember the name* So I proved to Kooh hia own illegal aota by ahowing 
him in hia own booka* They were don* in aueh a blunt wanner that even I 
who am not a buaineaa atudent notioed it myaelf* So I told the fellow 
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all of this and than I simply took tbs pistol awe,y from hla and arrested 
him* Than I had hla taksn to Weimar in a oar and quartered hla with tha 
Qestape* Tha result of that was that 1 got furious tolaphono sails froa 
his superiors tha next day and they aooussd as of haring arretted their 
besttaaap ooamaadant* I being only a oourt appointing and reviewing 
authority* to I told the aan who was at the other end of the phone that 
It was quite within ay eoapetenoe to arrest a orlalnal In ay area and 
X won’t stand for any of his superiors aeeuslng ae of anything* ▲ few 
hours later X received a teletype froa ay highest superior* the Bsichs- 
fuehrer Biamler, and it contained phraseology whleh X didn't ears to 
perpetuate in ay family albas* In thirty-five years of soldiering X 
had never been talked to that way before* The result was that X had to 
let the guy out again and X think the rest of it has been suffieiently 
discussed here so X don't have to do it again* Be was released* exon¬ 
erated, promoted and got another eanp* I'd like to describe the previous 
hletery froa whleh the other trials developed a little bit wore closely 
otherwise I will not get the pleture* 

In spite of this shewing out I still left nothing untried to 
eolleet more evidence through ay Judge advocates and did everything to 
get the ease going again* Because of this they found out the followingt 
mistreatment of prisonersi gross fraud perpetrated on prlsonersi further 
embesslemeat* These things 1 brought up to Hlmnler personally* Upon that 
be decided the fellswingt that the ease against Koch should proceed but 
only concerning the charges about unauthorised profiteering* That is a 
possibility within our system of jurisdiction that when there are* shall 
we say* five oharges that could be preferred against a person* that the 
court appointing or reviewing authority would stats "this charge is going 

to be dropped or only this particular charge is going to be aade." but 
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to get ahead of the question by the ircaecution, I'd like to state 
right here that I did net uakc use of this privilege. So the investi¬ 
gation of this Kooh oase continued and sinoe Koch's subordinates in 
fcucheiwald were now noticing that something was actually being dene 
against their boss they started coming out. The first things to come 
before a court were these various numerous oases from buohenwald proper. 
Then these investigations started in other camps also because Kooh, 
careful as he was. had transferred the .ain oulprits either to sewe other 
camps or else he took them along to his own new camp. 

Q V,hat do you say about the aocusation raised by the witness 

Rogon to the effeot that you had initiated the investigation against 
Koch purely out of personal hostility to Kooh? 

A Well, that's just like some of us in the bunker now who get 
three days' bread and water and would now say that the Colonel up there 
in headquarters did that purely out of meanness. He had seme reason to 
do that, he wou dn't do that out of meanness, and furthermore, I would 
like to state thut it is downright vicious of someone to state that a 
court appointing and reviewing authority cr else the lawyers under 
him who are all sworn to do justice, would prefer charges against some¬ 
body purely out of personal rancor. I don’t understand how it could be 
done. I myself aB court appointing and reviewing authority had been 
personal friends with nany of tho men in my staff and I yet had them 
arrested without any further trouble when they did anything that was 
wrong. Of course, I wasn't any friend of Kooh'G beoause it simply 
isn't along my linos, to be a fr'end with any person with a personal 
history like Kooh's, I'll be glad to admit that, but it doesn't have 
anything to do with the case against Kooh* 
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Q You said that immediately altar you had Rooh arraatad 
you had baan callad up by hla superiors. Who was that? 

A That la tha Major General Oluoka, now daoaaaad* 

And of oouraa I don't Ilka to aay bad thlnga about tha dead, 
but alnea I am under oath I have to aay the truth. I will ba 
foreed to aay aomething whioh doaa not put Gluoke under any 
too good a light. *n tha course of a rather large-aeale 
officers' meeting—I think It waa in October 1943—Oluoka 
praotloally put me before an alternative, h© said. "Either 
you keep your fingers out of this Koch and duchenwald deal, 
and you will be financially well off, or alaa we will find ways 
and means of getting undesirable people out of tha way." I'd 
like to state hare expressly that I know that I am under oath 
and I am making this statement under oath. This praotiee waa 
used by thase gentlemen in the ourrent eaae also. For 
lnatanoe. In only ona particular oaae where aomething waa to 
be Investigated in Lublin they got seven or eight witnesses 
out of the way by all kinds of means within a very short 
period of time. So now that 1 did find out why it waa that 
thaae superior headquarters of the oonoentration oamp man war# 
objaoting to ell these oourte, namely, because they themselves 
were interested somewhat financially or otherwise, I left no 
atone unturned trying to get the oaae moving. 

^ Ahat waa the goal you were aiming at in your inves¬ 
tigations f 
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A My first assumption, of course, had been that all 
these abuses were local to tiuohenwald, but later in the inves¬ 
tigation, which, of course, took years, I was foroed to find 
out that these abuses also extended to other oamps. That 
was one thing, Por another thing, I was by that time already 
convinced subjectively without, however, having any proof 
that I could have presented in court, that the superior 
officers of these concentration oamps—that is to say, the 
inspector general's offlee of the concentration camp and 

t 

General Pohl, who waa the ohlef of the eoonomlo administration 
main office—were very rnuoh personally Interested in these 
oases, and I was able in the first part of 1944, that was, to 
talk to Himmler again, and 1 explained to him that the only 
way in whloh this matter oould be cleared up was to look up 
everybody to the very top who was doing some dirty work. 

And I am extremely sorry that Lieutenant General Pohl, whose 
trial is now taking plaoe in Nuernberg, wasn't able to come 
before our own oourt, so that *e would have been able to fix 
him up. I am thoroughly oonvlnoed that if severe and thorough 
punishment had been meted out to the 1 top layer of offloers 
over the oonoentratlon oamps that an entirely different 
personnel staff would have entered every one of those oamps. 

At any rate, the things whloh we found out about in those 
Investigations wouldn*t have oontinued to happen. 

If I'd be able to say one sentence in oonolusion—last 
year when I was a witness at the big trial, international 
trial in Nuernberg, I had oooaslon to talk to one of our 
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auprama court Justices about the Pohl case, and In tha oouraa 
of that conversation this gantlaman told ma that had tha war 
lastad only thraa months longar Pohl would have baan put be- 
fora a court and would hava baan sentanoad to daath at laost 
thraa times. I daaplw regret, and I am sura you as offiesrs 
will ba abla to faal this with ms, that I am foroad to give 
suoh tastlmony about othars, but I hava no othar way, if Z 
want to prove to you my own honast Intention of eliminating 
these abuses, which X actually triad to eliminate. 

Why was it that you didn't resign your office after 
Himmler had first countermanded your arrest of Koohf 

A That is quits a Justified question. Tha point is 
I would hare dona tha wary greatest of favors to tha superiors, 
that is, tha inspection of concentration oamps and tha eco¬ 
nomic administration main offloe. I am sura they would hava 
given me a laurel wreath around my naok if I had resigned my 
offloe than, beoause there wasn't anything I oould possibly 
aohleve by resigning. If I had resigned all these people 
who ware doing tha dirty work would hava baan happy, and tha 
next man who would hava taken my office, ha would hava baan 
a servile sort of a oharaotar who would hava said, "All 
right, stop all these oases." That, of course, would have 
baan a way of staying out of a lot of trouble. I was unfit 
for duty anyway on aooount of my servioe-lnourred injury, 
and I could hava gotten myself pensioned and dona some 
agricultural work, but I told myself that since I had 
started this fight against these wrongdoers I might as well 
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carry it to a finish inataad of living my own Ufa, and, 
after all, instead of oapltulatlng before the others. 

Q Did you ever at any time lnspeot the prison compound 

as a wholet 

A 1 never looked at the entire camp. In order to do 
this I would have had to have an official military map to do 
that and have to study that map and then tell them take me 
this place and that place and all around the camp onoe. But, 

I don't know, I am sure you as offloers will be able to under¬ 
stand that if somebody is a general and lnspeots a very big 
camp area, then the oaap commander who is always along will 
oertalnly know.ways and means of seeing to it that the general 
wouldn't see any of the sights that the commanding offloer 
doesn't want him to see. I can say this out of definite 
personal conviction, because the last two years I have been 
able to see the whole incident from the other side as well. 

I'd like to say, for Instance, 1 can't possibly imagine that 
an American general who lnspeots our apartments over there 
now—I oan't possibly see any Polish sergeant oomlng around 
at a particular time and kicking us into the rear end. He 
wouldn't do it. That is the kind of thing that happens when 
the general isn't there. That is the same thing with these 
inspections. I'd muoh rather look at things where I know I 
will see everything I want to see. You, for instanoe, oan go 
and chase a whole company around there (indicating), right 
over there. You wouldn’t be able to see it even. 
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Q Whan you Inspected the prison oompound—looked at 
the prison oompound—did you ever see any mistreatmentT 

A I onoe saw a prisoner getting 25 on the book. 

Slnoe this was a new thing to me, I asked some questions about 
lt # and 1 was told that this was an official oamp punishment, 
and that was all there was to that matter for me. 

Did you ewer see anything about any unoffiolal 
so-called mistreatment? 

A 1 saw two things while I was in Buohenwald during 

the entire time. That was the then 33 Major Roedel. He 

knocked a prisoner's hat<off beoause he hadn't saluted him, 

and after that I told him what I thought in suoh clear words 

♦ 

that he didn't do that anymore when 1 was around. 

Q If you had known about adstreatments what would you 
hawe done? 

A It was my duty, of course, to aee that an investi¬ 
gation was made. For that, of course, it wouldhave been an 
exceptional oase—I mean when I with my own eyes saw that 
somebody had got one over the head with a olub. That would 
have been an exceptional oase, as I said. Yes, I would have 
had to go myself and tell my judge advooate that while I 
was around so and so beat so and so up, and do something 
about It. The normal situation would be for the legal 
officer to find out about this and send the report to the 
oourt by way of the commanding offloer, those court offioers 
then working on it from a legal standpoint and then present¬ 
ing me with it as oourt appointing and reviewing authority. 
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Q What do you aay to the testimony of the wit nee a 
Schilling, who aaid that you participated in offioera 1 oon- 
faranoea in Buohenwald rather frequently in 1943 and 19437 

A 1 gueae he had X-ray eyea, beoauae I never aaw any 
priaoner preaent at a oonferenoe between two SS offioera. 

After all, the illegal oamp headquartere didn’t invite me 
aa oourt appointing and reviewing authority either. 

Q Did you ever participate in any officer 1 a oon- 
ferenoea that took place in Buohenwald? 

A Never. In my opinion offioera 1 oonferenoe ia aome- 
thing when a commanding offioer of11a hia ataff of offioera 
together and dlaouaaea bueineaa mattera. I had never been 
preaent at any auoh oonferenoe in Buohenwald, and I am aura 
that if anybody did any diaouaaing in Buohenwald there were 
never more than three offioera around, including myaelf. 

Q Did you ever reoelve any order oonoernlng the ao- 
oalled "Oaae A* in oonneotlon with the Buohenwald oonoentration 
oampT 

» 

A Yea. 

Q When waa that? 

A Thia order I gueaa waa promulgated in Auguat 1944. 

It atated in aubatanoe that in the oaae of the approaoh of the 
enemy, or in the oaae of Internal diaturbanoea when there waa 
no longer any oommunloatlona between any partioular oonoen¬ 
tration oamp and Office Qroup D that it would be the Job of 
the higher S3 and polioe leader to take over the funotlon of 
Offlee Oroup D. 
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Q ^ld this case coma Into praotioe in tha oaaa of 
BuohenwaldT 

A Wall, it didn't aotually beoome praotioal, but X 
don't want to stata it that briefly, so I won't ba misunder¬ 
stood* In Buohanwald 1 reoeived an order from Himmlar to 
transmit it to Pistar* I guess wa will talk about that later* 

Q Why was it this ordar didn't baooms praotisalf 

A This ordar aas not oarrlad into praotloe in my 
opinion for tha raason because until tha tlaia that X arrived 
in Weimar, about Easter 1946, tha oommunloatlons did still 
axlst, and also in view of tha faet that nothing had to ba 
dona aa far as this 1944 ordar was concerned, whan Himmlar 
did giro this transport ordar* Oanaral, I'd Ilka to ask for 
a wary short raoass. I'd Ilka to gat a pill from tha madle.

Q What othar funotlona vara those? 

A prom tha tlma on that I couldn’t oarry out my 
regular duty and In my aaalgnad haadquartara my dutlaa vara 
ona of puraly military natura, almost. At firat it was work 
for tha commanding general of tha ninth oorpe, and after that 
for tha army In charge of that corps• This included blocking 
along rivers, from tha Werra River on east) to plok up and 
oollaot dispersed soldiers, oollaot vehioles and weapons, and 
formation of new line outfits out of dispersed personnel. 

This particularly in tha bigger garrisons in Thuringia be¬ 
ginning with Klsenaeh and including Weimar, Jena, and Ootha. 

In addition to that my tasks Included air raid protection, as 
far as that was still physloally possible. 

Q Where did you go to from Kassel? 

A Prom Kassel I went to .velmar, because from there I 
still had a fraction of communication system at my disposal, 

I first went to my normal quarters—that is this Hotel Elephant 
whioh was mentioned today—but I found out that on aocount of 
an air attaok the telephone facilities in that hotel were so 
pitiful that 1 oouldn't stay there. So firat I moved into the 
police headquarters for one night as an emergency measure, 
and since that was unsatisfactory I moved to Buohenwald the 
Saturday before Haster 1045, 

Q What situation did you find in Buohenwald? 

A In Iktohenwald I talked to the commandant about the 
camp, and briefly I found the following i The camp was 
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overcrowded. That faot I oould note personally by passing 
over columns of prisoners marching on foot from Weimar to 
Buohenwald as 1 want thara in a oar. Than in addition to this 
overcrowding of oamp* as I said I was told by Pistar that ha 
had reoeived all kinds of orders about the transporting away 
or not transporting away of prisoners• But in the vary and 
the final situation* as far as 1 oould sea it* was that the 
prisoners ware to be left in oamp and the oamp was to be 
turned ovar as a unit to the enemy. 

Q Did ha tall you anything about any orders that ha 
had for the oaaa that an avaouation was ordaradT 

A I don't know dataila. You mean teohnioal mattars* 
suoh as how prisoners ware to be sent awayf Wall* I don't 
know about that. Anyway* all I can say is that ha was pretty 
satisfied* apparently. Ha was glad to have this pesos. Ha 
said* "The last ordar is the one that oounts for a soldiar* 
and thay will all stay here.”

Q That's true* Hasn't this a matter of auoh unusual nature 
that it would have made an impression on you? 

A During this period of time I had worse impressions than this 
one* For instanoe, when the City in whioh one lives is seventy percent 
destroyed then this is worse, I think* 

Q Hell, as a soldier this didn't shook ycur oonsoienee then 
when you saw that Russian prisoners of war would be executed?

a youth that was without any Joy* I am oomlng from a common 

(Wolf - Radlraot) 
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family and fourtaan brothers and alatara from tha aama mother. 
In addition. 1 am living by myself. ’*y father, who was a 
drunkard, treated my mother and us children poorly. Often we 
had to move out of our house at nighttime and find shelter In. 
the neighboring houses. I wasn't able to become trained for 
the profession I desired, because there was not sufficient 
money. My mother eduoated me In the good Catholic faith. I 
did not find the right companion for life In my suirrlage, so 
she left me when 1 was sent to the concentration camp and got 
a divorce. My only daughter, twenty-two years old. has already 
emigrated* The crime for whloh I was sent to the concentration 
camp consisted of my fighting the Hitler regime. There ay 
skull was smashed. I was used as an experimental objeot for 
typhus experiments, do If. as the ohlef proseoutor mentioned. 

I am exoltable and nervous, you shouldn't be surprised at 
that. Today I am only half a man. The psyohlatriat has 
already testified what the after effects of the typhus In¬ 
fection were. I had attaoks until twelve years of my life, 
and until the 17th year of my life I wet my bed. For that 
reason A had to go through muoh insult and ridicule. I an now 
In the dook under oharges of having killed or participated in 
the killing of co-prisoners. Ho, gentlemen. Anybody who 
haa lived through this will have some understanding for 
defenseless co-prisoners. 


(ftolf - Kedlreot) 
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Af oapo »nd as oaap eldest I did everything it eas possible to 
aid ay co-prisoners. I tried everything that eas possible to lighten 
their lot. For that reason got into difficulties very often and I eas 
beaten very often. The evidence has brought very serious testimony in 
against ne by the oc-prisoners, Dr. Corny and two others whose names 
1 do not remember. I now state end, calling upon my oath which 1 
oonsldcr holy, this testimony is untrue. It Is only personal revenge 
and hatred whioh is the basis for this testimony because this same 

e 

testimony that Corny and the other two made against me here they used 
this very sane tostiaony with the illegal camp cossaand in Duohenwald 
and if there hadn't boen hundreds cf situation in my behalf that wont 
along to Suohenwald at that time I would have been eliminated by the 
illegal camp command without any doubt. I'd like to emphasise particu¬ 
larly that the positions whioh these gentlemen hold in the Rahmsdorf 
hospital could not at all bo compared with the position of a capo or 
camp eldest beoauss those positions were considerably better. 

After 2 c soaped I reported to the Aaierloan Town Commander in Jeits 
together with the foreign Jews and we were taken to Buohenwald and the 
ooaalssion whioh at that time existed in buohenwald and whioh had de¬ 
tailed knowledge of every outoa p of Buohenwald would oertainly have held 
ate there if there had been any accusation raised against me. Unfortunately, 
on aoocunt of the sonal distinctions and the political diffisulties it 
is impossible to put these gentlemen before any court today on acoount 
of their false, statements. If Dr. Cerny and the other gentlemen would 
have had the sane ccnoepti.cn of an oath I do they oertainly would not 
have tostlfled in such a slanderous manner against me. 

There has been one witness before this ocurt and he said tho 
following in his final words t^ihe court, ho said, "I do not have long 
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to live and I would not have gone through all this troubla if it wasn't 
* wetter of gwttlng out the truth." The teatlnony sight be slightly 
different as far as the words are consented. The aaae is Oswald Ha us 
and the aan is already dead. Gentlemen, no nan will tell the untruth 
under oath suoh a short period before his death. 

Or. Corny was the ehief dootor in Befcmsdorf for soaetiae and 
it would have been his duty to take care of his oo-prisonera. however, 
he would walk past half dead prisoners with a sailing faoe if bs did 
indeed walk past then. The east majority of thq£rlsoners who were 
Hungarian dews merely sailed his "the big lasy pig" and because I repri¬ 
manded his for his negligence towards ether prisoners, that is why he 
. owns down hers to get revenge. The gentlemen In the hospital went so far 
as not to report dead prisoners so that they eould get their rations 
for a few days* 

l 

Qentleaen of the court, every oapo and camp eldest was a 
prisoner and I fully realise that many sins were committed along those 
lines. On the ether hand, you should never forget that we were under 
the pressure of the 88 and that we carried the responsibility for eur 
fellow prisoners and had to stand up for their deeds. And if a witness 
says here that the prisoners were subject to the completely arbitrary 
action of a cape, then 1 can only say it would be the duty of the ft to 
take care of that cape. The camp ecoaander of Buehenwald. Hater, did 
that. Z know that. 

I did beat prisoners, that is true. I never did use any object 
to beat, though, and I never beat without, reason. If Dr. Oerny today was 
a German and was residing in this tone then he would certainly be an 
aoeueed before some court. I have nothing further to say*

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It 1* unquee tionably true that tha prorieione of tha Hague 
and tha Oenera Conrantiona both concerning prisoners of war 
waa nothing more than a clarification of tha onatona and usages 
that war# than In praatlaa among olrlUaad nations. So mush 
with raapaat to priaonara of war. 

Let*a look at tha ease of tha Kuaslana nho ara allagad 
to ba Polltioal Commissars. They eay that they ware not 
priaonara of war. Tha testimony bafora thla court la that they 
cma iato hoohanwald draaaad In unlforwa and had prlaonar 
mabers and under thoaa eoodltloaa and In tha abaanaa of anything 
also to tha contrary. It would appear that thay would fall 
Into tha claaa of lawful ooabatanta. Certainly tha possibility 
that thay ware partlaana la excluded by tha fact that thay did 
hare unlforwa and ware wearing wh er e . If thay ware not 
partlaana and If thay ware not priaonara of war, than thay auet 
hawa bean hoetagee and if thay ware hoetagaa, tha law, by 
cuetow and uaaga la perfectly clear aa to tha type of treatawnt 
that drlllaad nations must afford than. 

Hall again states In hia Treaties on International law 
that a certain type of conduct auet ba ehown toward hoatagee 
and I would Ilka to read to tha court at thla time an extract 
concerning tha etandard of conduct that wnat ba exercised by 
a captor of hoatageat 

"Hostages ara often seised In order to Inaura 
proapt payment of contributions and compliances with 
requests or aa a collateral security whan a Teasel la 
released on a ransom Mil) nora rarely thay are used 
to guard against molestations in a retreat and for 
other Ilka purposes* Under a uaaga whleh has long 
baco n s obligatory it la forbidden to taka their liras 
axaapt during an attempt to escape and thay must ba 
treated In all respects aa priaonara of war, except that 
escape may ba guarded against by closer confinement." 
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To foreolose any further d la oust Ion as to whether or 
not the shooting of these prisoners by Commando 99 was legal 
or illegal, I wish to oall the oourt's attention to Artlole II, 
Paragraph 1, subparagraph (b) of lew Rumber Z of the Allied 
Control Counoil* Bach of the following acts le recognised as 
a orime. 

"(b) War Crises, Atrocities or offenses against 
persons or proper t y constituting violation* of the lews 
of war or cue tows of war. Including, but not Halted to, 
■order, ill treatment or deportation to slaws labor 
or for any other purpose of civilian populations from 
occupied territory, warder or 111 treatment of prisoners 
of war or persons on the seas, killing of hostages, 
plunder of pwblle or private p rope rty, wanton destruction 
of cities, towns or villages, or devastation not Justified 
by military neoessity*" 

Row, notice that the provisions of lew W iber Z 
does not liwlt it to hostages nor to prisoners of war. It 
says "Civilian population from an oooupled territory". Bov 
that la one of 9* lews thet le applied by this court end that 
le one of the leas which deterwlnes the standard of eonduot 
by whloh these accused shall ba judged in order to determine 
their guilt or Innocence.

the next question thet wee presented by the court 
Is whethor or not It would be murder without e trial. I think 
the court le aware of the answer to that question and I don't 
think It la necessary to dwell too long upon It. I think It 
has been considered fundamental from the dawn of concepts of 
olvlllsed Justice that a man before he Is condemned is entitled 
to a hearing and the defenee witnesses In this ease have 
testified to that effect.

DR. PACKERt I should like to make my position 
dear on this point as German oounsel. I thoroughly agree 
with oounsel for the prosecution when he states that the 
Hague and Geneva conventions codified what civilised nations 
consider law, and for the United States of Amerloa, as well 
as for Germany or Holland or Belgium or Pranoe it waa a 
matter of course to oonsider these preoepts as binding. Now 
we have the exceptional faot, however, that Russia did not 
aooept these laws as binding. That in turn opens the 
peculiar question oonoerning detail 99, namely, that the 
German Government ordered Russians to be shot, and It now 
has to be decided whether German law or Russian law or 
international law or another law has to be used. 

From a German standpoint, It seems that If Germany 
had Russians executed It Is purely a Russian-German matter, 
and it is therefore a very difficult question to deoide 
whether any third party, to-wlt, the United States, has any 
authority to apply any law to such oases which is in no way 
codified oonoerning Russia or Germany. 

In my opinion you come to the oonoluslon that this 
* purely political disagreement. Of oourse, war is 
always a political disagreement, but among oivilised nations 
who have expressly aooepted these preoepts of international 
law oertain standards of law exist. You oannot come to any 
useful oonoluslon, though, if one of the participating 
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belligerents states that It does not reoopnlse these pre- 
oepts of international lav. 

For the future I oan only imagine that the United 
Nations will promulgate the nroper legal decrees for suoh an 
emergency, and it will be an institution only of the standing 
and dignity of the United Nations that will be needed to 
establish that suoh precepts of international lav will be 
law even for a state that does not of its own free will 
consider them applicable. *e, however, are dealing with a 

case that lies in the past, and if the oourt wants to make 

/ 

a decision about the justifiability or the Justice of certain 
aots, than we will have to investigate the question of how 
Germany and Russia behaved during this War. I do not be¬ 
lieve it is neoessary to open that subject in oourt here, 
but I would later like to have an express ruling from the 
oourt as to whether it does want evidence introduced on 
that point or not. 

1 opened this question onoe before in another con¬ 
centration camp case--the Flossenburg case—and dlaoussed it 
with the chief defense oounsel in that case. At that time 
it was explained to me that this waa not desired and that 
diplomatic difficulties might possibly arise. 

One thing, however, seems to be certain to me, and 
that is that you cannot fairly expect the German Government 
to apply and act in accordance with international law If 
another belligerent in opposition to it does not do so. 
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Therefore, we come to the question which I mentioned before, 
namely, how did each party in this war--by that I mean the 
German-RussIan war--behave. I will, of course, agree with 
the prosecutor again that in any civilized nation the common 
standards of human behavior should always be valid. But now 
the question Is how far oan you make any war agree with 
humanity* As 1 view it, war is always inhumane, and of 
course it is always a matter of course that in case of war¬ 
fare both parties concerned will use the same standards. 

LAw MLl'BtiRt Most of this will be properly pro¬ 
pounded in your final argument. Have you any citations of 
authority from international law? If you have.not, the court 
does not desire to hear anything further. 

DR. 'AACKKRi I shall come down to the legal basis 
of this as well, but I think the material point in this 
connection would be for the prosecution to show what Russia 
considers the law in this case. 

LAW MEVBiiR: Do you know wliat I mean when I say 
"citations of authority"? I mean references to booke of 
authors and Jurlsts*-cases on international law. If you oan 
quote those to the court, where we oan find them—the volustt, 
the page, the paragraph—we would like to hear about it. 

If not, the court does not desire to hear any further 
argument. 

DR. WACKLRj I have to go .into this very briefly 
and have to ask you to pleaie permit me to say this j In 
this connection you will not find anything in books. As a 
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■etter of fact, whatever the proseoution did oite applies only 
to nations whloh aooaptad international law* and in particular 
the Geneva and Hague conventions. That is the trouble* that . 
in this war between Germany and Russia we have a condition of 
lawlessness* so to speak, existing. Bit when we oome to this 
point I have to make use of Oerman law on behalf of the 
aooused* and if Russian law or International law should ever 
be in opposition to this, then it would be the burden of the 
proseoution to prove that* 

For German law I shall particularly oite Paragraph 47 
of the military code. According to this it is set down that 
this person who carries out an act in accordance with a 
military order shall be free from punishment unless he can be 
certain—1 must emphasise this* unless he oan be certain—that 
a crime is being committed. Now one thing is surel that 
these orders did come down from the highest Reioh authorities* 
So* in aooordanoe with Oerman law the proseoution would be 
bound to prove that these persons who oarried out an order of 
their government also knew that a crime was being committed* 

The proseoutor has asked whether there was any law in 
accordance with which any person In Germany could take the 
life or death of a person into his own hands* This law also 
does exist* I will* however* emphasise that there is argument 
about the interpretation of this law* There is, however* the 
so-called Enabling Act of 199S* in aooordanoe with which the 
Fuehrer of the German Reich was given certain authority 
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concerning this lssuanos of laws. Ths argument Is whather ths 
basic rights, so-oalled, suoh as Ilfs and similar ones, ars 
also Inoludsd undsr this Enabling Aot* It Is a faot, though, 
that ths German Government prssumsd to havs this right on 
ths vary basis of this Enabling Aot* Thors was, thorofors, 
no doubt oonoerning the legality of suoh orders for either 
the authorities who Issued the orders, to-wlt, the Releh 
Government, or any persons who might have reeslvsd suoh orders 
from the Releh Government between the years of 1955 and 1945. 
These, however, are the most difficult questions of national 
and International polltloal law, and I oannot dlsouss all of 
those* 1 must, however, dlsouss Russian lav briefly* 

It Is a faot that the Russian Government Is not having 
any trials about similar oeourrenoes that took place In the 
Russian Zone* We havs heard evldsnos hers that Detail 99 in 
particular was no mors than an Imitation of Incidents that 
took plaoe In Oranlenburg, and until now I have not heard 
anything about any suoh matter being decided In any court In 
the Russian Zone*. 

I will be through In a minute, 
we therefore now approach the difficult questions 
Where Is the delineation between l*vr and polities* Amerloa 
attempts to solve these matters through law, whereas Russia 
apparently attempts to complete the oonfliet only on the 
polltloal grounds*. 
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PROSECUTIONi May it please tha oourt, I object to 
any further argument of this nature* Tha dootor was respect¬ 
fully aakad to submit oltatlons of authority* **a haa yat to 
submit oitation of a aingla authority, and I think it la Im¬ 
proper, in view of tha faot that there are four, or three 
other German oounael and three other Amerloan oouneel over 
there, to let him take up the time of this oourt in an esbterle 
argument about the political view of the United State# and the 
political views of Huesia and the so-oalled polltloal views of 
Germany* 

PRESIDENTi The oourt has heard enough on that subject* 
DR* WAGKERt Might I mention one point very briefly* 
Since the Hague and Geneva conventions do not have any appli¬ 
cation to Detail 99, the oourt will have to deoide the question

as to who la a prisoner of war, beoause every time we are 
talking about prisoners of war on the one hand, and in contra¬ 
distinction of polltloal commissars on the other hand, we 
always subconsolously use the Geneva Convention as a basis* 
PRESIDENTS The oourt has heard enough on that 

subjeot. 

IAW MEMBERt Dr# Waoker, you understand you are not 
foreclosed from bringing these points up in your final argument* 
DR* PACKERi I would merely like for the oourt to 
rule whether it does want the evidence which I on behalf of 
the aooused am oompelled to offer, or not# I would like to 
ask permission to state that I personally do not consider It 
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desirable to bring this evldenoe In. It might wsll ba 
important, but It would be unplaasant for ms to bs forosd to 
lntroduos this evidence. 

PROSECUTION I May it plsass ths court, ths question 
of whether or not such,evidenoe would be admissible was 
determined at the time the charges were drawn and served on 
these accused. The four corners of the Charge Sheet determine 
what evidence will be adsdssible and what evidenoe will not 
be admissible. The Russian Government is not on trial before

this oourt. The oonduet of these aooused is on trial, and 
.it is measured by the standard of oonduot that is set down 
in international law, and violations of international law are 
the oonoern of all nations. If any oourt wants to try Russia, 
that is a different matter. Russia is not on trial before 
this court*

■e sontend that by the Hague Convention the civilised nations, 
the family of nations, thereupon reduced to writing what had previously 
existed as the ocarnon law of nations. 

I am now quoting from tho same Manual and citing Artiole X of tho 
Hague Convention, as followst 

* "The provisions contained in the regulations referred to in 
Artiole 1 as well as in tho prssent Convention do not apply 
except between contracting powers and then only if all the 
belligerent aro parties to the Convention.” 

In that connection I would like to call the oourt's attontion to 
tho foreword to tho Manual where the following language is oontalnsdi 
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"Saoh cf the convention* signed ut the Uague In 1907 
and get forth la this Manual oontains a provision 
that it ghall be binding upon any of the belligerents . 
in a war only if all the belligerenta in that war are 
parties to it." 

Furthermore, the foreword gaygi 

"Neither Italy nrr Bulgaria hag ratified the 190/ con¬ 
vention ag given herein.

The Geneva Convention was adopted or* the 27th of July 1929 and the 
Convention as oontained in this Field Manual deals with the subject 
"Prisoners of Har". Before I ro Into that subjsot I would like to call 
tho oourt’s attention to the old -naxim cf law whioh states that the written 
word supersedes the oral word. Sc that anything that may have been 
written by legal writers or jurors oonoerning the relations be tween 
countries and the prisoners of war was reduced to writing by the Hague 
Conventicn. 

In the preamble to the Conventicn at Geneva on 27 July 1929, the 
signatory powers thereto stated that they were desirous of developing the 
principles whioh inspired t e international oonveuticn of The Ha ue.

f ROSSCUTIObt tfay it please the oourt. oounsel for the proseou- 
tioo due* net wish to let the statuumate of the defense oouneel go un¬ 
challenged It should be pointed out that the question inquired into by 
the defense oounsel es stated by him Is not the question before this oourt. 
The question is not whether a non-signatory nation nay require oompllanee 
of a signatory nation with any convention. That is not the question. The 
. only question is whether or not the prohibition of shooting prisoners of 
war or hostages has. by oustom and usage, become a part of international 
law. That is the only question involved in this oase —whether or not 
there ia a prohibition in international law whieh .forbids the shooting 
of prisoners of war or of hostages by the oaptor nation and the defence 
oounsel. in their argument, have admitted that ie the law. Kothing has 
been said by oounsel that would iv. any way ailitate the propoaitlon that 
the shooting of prisoners of war by oaptor nations is a violation of the 
laws and usages of war as have been aooepted by oirilised nations. 

I submit if there were any law whieh would justify the shooting of 
prisoners of war in international law. that is in other words, if there 
was any prlnolple of international law which would authorise too shouting 
of prisoners of war as such. then the question of the legality of Commando 
99 would be deolded as sueh. Counsel for the defense have net raised 
the question but in fairness 1 think it should be raised so that ell 
phases of the matter may be presented to the oourt for its determination. 
That question arises la the form of whether or not this notion oenstitutee 
• reprisal action. In that eonneotion 1 would like to read to tlie oourt 
what is stated in Rail's Treatise on International Law. Eighth Edition, 

Page 497. concerning reprisal! 
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" aprisal cr thi punishment of one man for th* acta cf 
on.ther is a oasure In itself sc repugnant to justloa 
•ad when hasty or excessive lo so apt to Inoroaso pktl.-er 
tiMu abate the irregularity of war th»t belligerents are 
universally considered to Vo bound net tc raoert to 
reprisals exoopt under the pressure of absolute necessity 
a:id than not. by way of revenge tut only iu oaiee anu tc 
tlio extent by which ait eue.y ay be du tor red from a repe¬ 
tition of nla cf.enee."

^e have shown an illegal killing. Tht r« has been nc justification 
and no excuse thut would in any w.;y bo ccnsidurcd by tho cc rt as a 
matter 1 defense. Reprisal, may it please the ocurt, la a r.attor of 
olean hands. A nation oannot olai.n roprlaul notions unleos they them¬ 
selves have their han J s olean. In short, it is an old rrinoiplo if 
equity ts At is applicable tc international law as well as to the ocurt 
cf equity that he who seeks equity must coae Into equity wit - - olean hands 
and the undisputed facts arc that Ciencan^ oould never shew olean hands* 
CAf'TAI.'.’ L. 1f ‘I p i I do not wish tc belabor the oourt with 
further arpessont of a personal nature cr a jclitioal nature.

I do net wish 
tc answer the ohar£e of the proseoution that lie wh< soaks equity must coma 
into equity with clean hands. Thut would cnly stir up questions of a 
polltloal nature.

any of the text writers as simply the seae thing that has been formulated 
into a document, the Geneva Convention of 1929* the very seas doouaent 
whioh Russia, one of the civilised nations, one of the family of nations, 
has refused to adhere to and refused to sign* 

If the proeeoutlcn insists on the equitable principle we will throw 
it right baok in his face and ask him why Russia has never signed the 
Oeneva Convention and never found Itself bound to respeotthat Convention* 

We think that the language of the Convention is simple and clear* 

It binds only those nations who sign it as between themselves and it is 
not binding as betwssn a signatory and a nation whioh has refused to join 
the faaily of natione and beeone a civilised nation. 

We have nothing further*

260 meters long about a sporting event in the camp for western 
laborers * 

m ihe witness Oentll has furthermore testified that 
on Sunday, the 15th of April, you visited the Camp Thekla, 
picked out a man, and during this selection kicked him, beat 
»ilm, and especially hit him in the side with the butt of a 
sub-maohlnegun. Ahat do you have to say about that? 

A Such an incident r which Lt*. Ceruttl could very well 
remet;her when he testified here for the first time, happened 
in Camp )hekla on the 14th of April. The supply sergeent 
Ooets had requaated ma to convince myself of the fact that a 

(nendt - Rediraot) 
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large part of the men were not fit to march from the camp 
to the police headquarter#. Ou his request I went with the 
members of the factory police force, Reiohel and Plndeisen, to 
the only barraoka where men were still billeted in order to 
look over the men. -then we were approximately 40 meters away 
from the burracka we saw that in the door of the barraoks a 
group of prisoners was crowding the entrance. An 88 corporal, 
the name of whom 1 didn't know et that time, beat tne men with 
a stick. Ooets, who didn't like the whol* incident et all, 
told me these were the men who claimed that they were able to 
march to police headquarters. To the members of the work 
police who were with me I said, "This man muat be nuts, that 
he Is hitting these prlsonere. They nerdiy oan keep on their 
feet." When we approached the group Plndeleen walked over to 
the SS corporal whoae name 1 didn't know, took the stiok away 
from him and broke it in two. ihe So men turned around and 
walked towards our group and started to oomplaln and yell very 
much about it, and one of the prisoners thanked ue because we 
had prevented the beating. to this point Lt. Ceruttl con¬ 
firmed to me the feota in every respect. After my arrest on 
the 28th of fray, 1845, an American officer brought to me a 
very rugged looking fellow for identification. At that time 1 
had to deny to this'Amerloan officer that I knew e certain 
iiaumbaoh, and 1 also denied that I knew this poorly looking 
' fellow. The officer sent out the man and then he asked me 

whether on the 14th I had seen some heatings in oamp. v*«hen I 
confirmed this, then he got this man baok into the room and 
said, "Maumbaoh, admit it now, because -.endt Juat confirmed the

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fact. Then for some time Baumbaoh war in the same cell with me, 
where we were twenty altogether. »hen we were transferred 
to Ch; p Zeignhain on the 12th of June, he wasn't with us on 
this transoort. *s one prison warden who also had been a Party 
member before and who took charge of us in iieignhaln told me 
later on, Baumbach allegedly committed suicide.

At that 
tins all tho prisoners had an opportunity to raise sny charges 
aainst no. They could have done that if 1 had aver beaten 
anybody or had over for any reason reported anybody for 
punishment. That did not occur, end it la not torus* as 
Ur. Denson tried to show in his cross examination of myself, 
that the prisoners for such testimony would U sva bean punished* 
It wee, in fact* proven by s witness here that prisonera wars 
sat frae baoauae they testified against me and my husband. 

And with reference again to this article, I should 
like to state again that my position was always without any 
alura throughout my lifa. 1 always did my duty in my pro¬ 
fessional fork, and I never did anything irresponsible or wrong 
as a rift- or mother of children* 

And I should like to state a,;ain in conclusion that 
it Is not only I uywelf who Is the subjsct bars* but also my 
children* eho have suffered tremendously through this outrageous 
propegu ida ulrsady.

a. For Pros©out ioni 

1. Organisat lon t Buohenwald was a concentration oamp whore the 
hardest and most severe work was to bo performed (it 1740j,P-Ex 36A p, 2), 
established in 1937 (R 2083) , commanded by Colonel Koch until February 
1942, and thereafter commanded by accused No, 21 (R 68, 1735| P-Ex 36A 
p, l) until the oamp was liberated by American troops on 11 April 1945 
(R 85), Colonel Kooh, husband of accused No, 15, was exeoutod by 
German authorities (R 349, 350, 1659), (It is not known whether he was 
hanged beoause of illegal killings or because of misuse of funds and 
property.) The adjutant was second in .command and legal officer of the 
SS assigned to Buohenwald (R 283, 284), Under the oamp oommander and 
adjutarib were the prison compound leader, administration loader, protec¬ 
tive custody oamp leaders, labor commitment leader, labor service leader, 
roll call leaders, detail leaders and blook leaders, who were all SS 
men (R 286, 288, 289,. 292, 293, 1740, 1765| P-Exs 36A p. 4, 51A p. l). 
There were the political department, the department of the roll oall 
leaders, the department of the labor sorvioo leaders, and the depart¬ 
ment of the oamp physioian (R 289), The hoads of theso dopartments 
were S3 men (R 292), The guard battalion ms under 4 the oamp oommander 
(R 29l), The suboamps v/ere under the oamp oommander of Buohenwald 
(R 290), German concentration camps were under the operational control 
of the SS Eoonomio and Administrative Department in Oranienburg, near 
Berlin (R 283, 314). 





2. Su boamps i In January 1942 Buohenwald had only ono suboamp 
(R 1803). This number inoroased until there were between 80 and 104 
suboamps in April 1945 (R 235, 1844} P-Ex 9). The following svboamps 
are mentioned in tho reoord of trial: Boohumer Veroin, also referred to 
as Boohum (R 1453, 1455, 1463, 1624)} Dora (R 1506, 1689) (which later 
vras an independent oamp sometimes known as Nordhousen)} Gleina, also 
referred to as Roehmsdorf (l\ 157, 158); Gustloff Works in Weimar (R 709, 
711, 1665)} Leipzig Thekla (R 48, 642)j Kittelbuu Nordhauson (R 1771} 

P-Ex 67a pp. 4,8)} Ohrdruf, also referred to as S3 (R 419, 1513, 1514, 
1556, 1771} P-Ex 57A p. 10)} and Wernigerode (R 1421). 

3, Inmates : The inmates of Buohenwald and its subcamps were of 

all ago groups and soxes, and of many rationalitios, inoluding Russian, 
Polish, Czech, Hungarian, Yugoslav, Iatviun, Austrian, Greek, Dutob, 
Danish, Norwegian, German, Frenoh, British and American (R 59, 306, 306, 
311* 359, 361, 391, 435, 512, 1053, 1092, 1735, 1771} P-Exs 11, 12, , 

36A p, 12, 57a p, 2). Buohenwald and its ^suboamps, as of March 1946, 
had an inmate population of 80,436 males and 23,259 females. About 
30,000 inmates were in the main oamp noar tho ond N of 1943 (R 1771} P-Ex 
57A p, 2), On 10 April 1945, 49,000 inmates were in the main camp which 
had facilities for only 21,000 (R 1735} P-Ex 35a p, 13). 

Charles Furby, a French Major General, testified tint between 
Ootober 1942 and the liberation in April 1945, approximately 36,000 
Frenoh oitizens were detained for various periods of time in Buohenwald

Concentration Camp. These inoluded^ many prominent people of Franoe, 
suoh as Leon Blum, Minister of France} Mr. Marie, Minister of Justice 
of Franco} Reserve Division Goneral Andre Challe and his son} Professor

Balaohowsky, Direotor of the Pasteur Institute; Mr. Clin, Director of 
tho Natioml Library; Mr. Masbereau, universally known as a pathologist;

5, Reoeption t New arrivals were threatened with many punishments, 

'very often including death, for various violations of rulos, but written 
rules or instructions to inmates were never' issued (R 252). They 
learned by trial and error (R 520). 

On 22 September 1939 a transport of 464 Austrian inmates arrived 

at Buohenwald and were mistreated by having tteir beards pulled, by 

. > 

being strangled with their neckties, and by having water poured on them, 

Thoy were required to stand with arms raised for about one half hour, or 
do knee-bends and remain with kreos bent. They vrero slapped, if they 


) 

! 
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did not give the right answers to questions. They were reauirod to 
stand with their hands folded behind their nooks for long periods of 
time ( r < 237, 239) and when some oollapsed they were boaten by an SS 
8 ergo ant. The oriminal oomtnissar of the political department 
luotured them for about ten minutes, durihg whioh time he mentioned the 
death penalty about twenty tines. The prison compound loader told in¬ 
mates that the camp officials had no objection to s.uioide (R 240), 
Clothes and wooden shoes wore thrown at them without regard to sise 
(R 241). 

A transport inolading 2000 inmates fran Compiegne, France, arrived 
at Buohonmald on 19 January 1944,' Although the journoy took throo days, 
one of the oars was not oponed for about one hour after it arrived. The 
SS men yollod vulgar expressions and accusations at thorn, followed by 
"we have been waiting for you for five days , . , in Buohonwald we don't 
have ary siok - you are either healthy or you go to the orematory." 

i 

An SS guard knocked an American inmate out of a oar with a rifle butt, 
oausing him to become unconscious (R 492, 515, 516). 

i 

In January 1945 a transport of 2000 to 30C0 inmates from Ausohwits 
arrived at Buohenwald, The transport'oonsisted of open box oars full 
of bodies. The weather was 20 degroes below tero, oentigrade, and it 
wis snowing. Although at least ten inmates were dying in each oar 
(R 561, 662, 564), the train'was at Buohenwald five hours before they 
were removed (R 574). In two days 500 of these inmates died. Kany 
oould have been saved, if they had been givon medioal attention (R 563). 

About 178 oapturod Allied airmen, British and American, were 
brought to Buohenwald. Their uniforms were taken away from them and 
they were loft in a small oamp in the open without adequate oare for 
approximately six weeks (R 143). ' 

The inmates' heads wore shaved and they were given ragged clothing- 
without regard to s izo (R 503). 

All artificial limb3 wore^taken from the crippled inmates by the'SS 
in the disinfecting room. Consequently, some of them were forced to hop 








on one leg a distance of two or throe blocks to the latrine (R 502), 

In one transport the inmates arrived naked. Other transports con¬ 
tained inmates who were only partially olothed. » Their olothes had been 
taken away to reduoe their chances to escape. In a oar of dead bodies, 

t 

some of the limbs were completely severed (R 360). 

6. Ho us ing i On 10 April 1945, there wero 49,000 inmates in the 
main camp, although there were normal concentration oamp aooommodations 
for only 21,000 (R 1735; P-Ex 35A p. 13). 

In some blocks there were no beds and the inmates slept on the floor 
(R 69), 

# 

There were about 80 blooks in Buohenwald, approximately 50 of whioh 

had toilets. In addition there were some one story blocks oonstruoted 

> 

of wood. Thousands of inmates wero quartered in buildings whioh were 
formerly horse stables. Toilets wero not installed therein (R 107), 

I , f 

Sometimes inmates were Quartered in the open, in tents (R 108). 

In block 17 in August 1944 the single bods were in throe tiers, one 
over the other. Two inmates shared the single beds (R 138, 139), 

In the main camp, inmates were fortunate if they had one blanket for 
two men. In the fall of 1944 in the small oamp, five inmates sometimes 
shared one blanket (R 226), 

t 

The small oamp was a tent camp, behind the barracks of the main oamp, 
constructed in 1943. later barracks without windows were built by the 
inmates (R 260, 261). The barracks wero oonstruoted to house approximate¬ 
ly 450 inmates in each, but later 1800 to 1900 inmates wero plaood / in eaoh , 
of these barracks (R 261), Unbelievable filth oxisted booause there was 
only one oentral open latrine (R 262), The 15,000 to 20,000 inmates in 
the small oamp had only one washroom (R 497), 

Suboamp Roehmsdorf was filthy. It consisted of a number of barracks 

made of slabs of oonorete with oonorete floors (R 163), 

» 

7, Food t In 1939, the morning moal consisted of one half liter 
or more of so-oalled blaok ooffee, one half kilogram of broad, a piece of 
margarine, and a pieoe of salami, made mostly from bread and flour with 
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vory little meat. The noon meal consisted of soup and coffee or tea. 

The evening meal consisted mainly of soup and sometimes a 3ort of salad. 

The food beoame steadily worse (R 70, 71). Inmatos reoeived the allot- 

/ 

ted meals ovory day, unless they were put on punishment starvation. 

Some blocks of inmates did not get any food for some days beoause they 
were being punished (R 72, 73), In 1941 the value of the labor of con¬ 
centration camp inmates beoame raoro important to the German government. 
Consequently, an improvement in the food rations was ordered. The 
aotual amounts of food reoeived by the inmatos wore loss than ordered 
beoause SS men, inmates in the kitchen, and blook eldests Dilfered from 

i 

the rations (R 267). In Buohenwald in November 1943, the average in¬ 
mate's daily ration contained approximately 1200 oalories. In 1944 it 
contained between 800 and 1000 oalories. During the first three months 
of 1945 the daily ration never contained more than 800 calories (R 655). 

In view of the type of work performed by the inmatos, a daily ration con¬ 
taining 2400 oalories would have been neoessary to sustain human life 
(R 556). 

Ordinarily, only condemned meat was sent to Buohenwald for the 
inmates (R 1175)# The sausage meat was of the lowest quality and was 
sometimes rotten. ' The sausage contained about 50 peroent meat. The 
vegetables were usually of very low quality, partly frozen and deoayed 
(R 1178). In the winter of 1939-1940 Polish inmates in the "rose garden" 
received only one half liter of soup and 150 grams of bread daily (fc 1179). 
In 1940 Jewish and Polish inmates reoeived less food than the other in¬ 
mates. In the winter of 1940-1941, Russian inmates reoeived only 300 
grams of turnips and 150 grams of bread daily (R 1179). From February 
to April 1945, the average daily ration of'■inmates in suboarap Leipzig 
Thekla contained 600 to 800 oalories (R 642), 

At the time of the liberation in April 1945, there remained in the 

/ 

food magazino of the main camp approximately 150 tons of potatoes, 30 to 

> 

40 tons of rye grits, 30 tons of margarine, and 3000 loaves of bread 
weighing 1600 grams eaoh. The last two ovaouation transports, which left 
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Buohenwald on 10 April 1945, did not rooeive any travel rations (R 1181), 

8, Clothing t In 1939, eaoh inmate mas issued a pair of linen 

trousers, a ooat and a oap for sunmer, and a gray imitation wool suit 

\ * , 

was issued for winker, Commenoing about 1941 this olothing was issued 
only to those inmates who worked on outdotails. The other inmates roooiv- 
ed old used olothing of all descriptions (k 69). Leather shoes were 
issued in 1939, In 1941 the shoes issued’were partly leather and partly 
linen with wooden soles. Later, the only shoes issued were linen 
with wood soles. Near the end, the only shoes issued were entirely 
wooden. Immediately prior to the liberation, inmate olothing was dirty, 
worn out and not repairable (k 70). When Buohenwald was liberated, a 
large supply of olothing and shoos was found in the storerooms (R 224, 

225). 

9. Suppression of Religious Worship ; Inmates were not permitted 
to hold religious servioes in Buohenwald (it 755), although many priosts 
were imprisoned there (k 80), 

10, Modioal Treatment ! In 1939 and 1940 siok inmates were required 

to answer roll oall, evon though they had fever. If they wore not able 

to walk, they were carried to roll oall. The roll call leader often 

beat them, olaiming that they were not siok. The majority were driven 

baok to work and the reminder wore taken to the hospital. Liter the 

% 

medioal conditions improved, mainly beoauso of the efforts of inmate 
male nurses and inmate doctors (R 75). Jewish inmates were not ad¬ 
mitted to the hospital for various periods of time (li 1699). Working 

i 

inmates had priority on admission to tho hospital (R 901, 902). 

Modioal oare was lacking and it was almost impossible to get into tho 
hospital (k 506). Inmate dootors were not allowed to treat othor 
inmates in the hospital until 1942 or 1943 (R 73, 902), SS dootors 
were in ohajge of the hospital (R 73), Prior to the time that the 
inmate dootors worked in the hospital, untroinod inmates oorformod 
operations on othor innutos (k 74, 75). 

It was a matter of general knowlodgo among the inmates of tho oamp 
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that tho oamp physioian frequently called healthy inmates to the oamp 

l 

hospital and performed surgical operations on them. These inmates were 
usually killed by injections shortly thereafter. Ono of theso viotims, 
a Dutoh inmate, survived by being reported dead and then removed in the 
absonoe of the oamp physician (K 358, 359)« 

If an inmate patient did nQt have oigarettos, food or other gifts 
for the chief doctor of the small oamp, acoused No. 13, ho would not 

I 

treat him. Aooused No. 13 sold medicine suoplied for inmates on the 
black market (R 546, 557). Y/hen'asked by inmates why ho refused to treat 
them, he answored. You are here in a concentration oamp and not in a 

i 

sanatorium. You are just like your comrades hore to die like a dog and 
not to be cured” (R 614). Frenoh innate doctors in the small oamp were 

l 

not permitted to treat the sick. They were threatened with punishment, 

l 

if they treated the inmates (R 439). 

0 

In the hospital at suboamp Roehmsdorf there were four levels of bods 
made of boards nailed together, oaoh bed designed for one man. Some¬ 
times eaoh bed contained three patients without blankets. Most of the 
inmate patients wore too sick to get out of bed. They suffered from 

I 

dysentery and tho wiste triokled from one bed to another (h 163). 

% 

In November 1944 conditions in the hospital at suboamp Gleina were 
appalling. Medioal supplies were scaroe beoause the noncommissioned 
offioer in oharge of those supplies sold or bartered them to the oivilian 
population. Although at one time over 1200 inmates were siok, there 

* 

was only one thermometer in the hospital (k 168, 159), 

About four horse stables wero used for the sick as a part of the 
hospital at suboamp Ohraruf. The siok inmates lay on a stono floor 
without mattresses or blankets. They rooeived only half the normal in¬ 
mate ration. Some were too siok to walk to the toilet to relieve them- * 

i 

solves, resulting-in a horrible stenoh. Some wero virtually human 

skeletons, with skins covered with suppurated wounds (lv 1557, 1558). 
t 

Towards the ond of tho war, do lousing was impossible beoause the 
ohemioal factories wore destroyed. Tho main oamp controlled medical 




supervision in the subcamps. The worst dootors were sent to the subcamps. 
The main camp was always supplied with modioal supplies first. Only 
dootors who had fhilod in front line assignments wore transferred to oon- 
oentration camps (ft 1771} P-Ex 57A p. 5), 

11. Medical Experiments : In the first half of 1942 all modioal 

i 

experiments were performed in blocks 44 and 49, but later they wore per¬ 
formed in block 46 exclusively (ft 82, 83, 1129, 1130, 1732} P-Ex 37A 
P. 4). 

Dr. Ding-Sohuler was in charge of the "guinea pig" blook 46, includ¬ 
ing the experimental work on inmates (R 147). There woro 40C to 600 ex¬ 
periments with typhus resulting in.the death of about 100, inmatas (it 1742} 

P-Ex 37A p. 4). Records of 30 inmates indicated that 18 of them died 

✓ 

after being used for typhus experiments in 1944 (h 1227), Approximately 
30 of the inmates of \look 46 died during the period 15 September to 9 
November 1944 (R 155, 156), 

There was evidenoe that after the Dill of 1943, only Gerran habitual 

criminals were made available to experimental block 46 by tho Roiohs 

Criminal Polioe. However, before that time, inmates of all categories 

wore assigned to this blook. Contrary to orders, inmates other than 

§ 

German habitual criminals were repeatedly Assigned to blook 46 after tho 
fall of 1943 (R 325, 1131, 1132, 1141, 1142, 1647). Volunteers wore 

i 

oalled for at first. They were promised better food and release from 
w>rk. However, the types and nature of the experiments were not dis- 

i 

closed. After a few weeks, it was learnod that dangerous injections 

1 

wore given to those inmates in the experimental blocks (ft 276). From 
the. beginning of 1942, inmates were selected, at tho requost of tho oamp 
physioian, by the oamp administration (ft 277). At the beginning of 
1944, the SS oamp leader refused to accept this responsibility. 
Consequently, the Reiohs Criminal Polioe selected men for those exper¬ 
iments from Buohonwald and other concentration camps (ft 280, 28l). 

Yellow fever experiments wore also performed on inmates in blooks 44 and 
46 (R 1129, 1130), 





p l 




On one occasion an esoapod Polish inmate when reoaqtured, was 
executed and deoapitated. His head was shrunken and later displayed 
as one of the main attractions for visitors to the pathological deoart- 
ment (R 382j P-Ex 14), There was no evidenoe that heads wore shrunken 
after June 1942 (k 382), It was general knowledge that surgical opera¬ 
tions wore performed on healthy inmates who were afterwards killed by 
injections (R 358, 359). 

12. Human Skins : In the pathologioa l department, oamo personnel 

worked on tattoed human skins. By December .1943 they had a large collect¬ 
ion of theso skins. This work continued until April 1945 (R 76). 

Tattooed skins of human boings wore taken from the dissecting room to this 
oollootion. The skins were oleanod, dried and 3trotohed on frames in the 
pathological department (R 112). They were shown in the oourse of 
inspections and exhibitions. Many habitual criminal inmates at Buohon- 
wald had obscene pioturos tattooed on their skins (R 113). This type of 
tattoo seemed to arouse the most interest among the personnel who worked 
with the skin oollootion (R 126). 

Between June 1942 and April 1945, an order existed requiring that the 
skin frcm all bodies, with colorful or otherwise interesting tattoos 
was to be stripped off and prepared in the pathological department. It 
was oommonly rumored that inmates were scmetimes killdd for the sole pur¬ 
pose of seouring their tattooed skins. There was evidenoe that after 
June 1942, no inmates were killed merely in order to secure their tattooed, 
skin (R 373, 374). Some cf the human skins were cured by the pathol¬ 
ogical department and wore sent to the SS Academy in Berlin or to other 
SS institutions. Others wer& kept for exhibition in the pathological 
department (h 379; P-Exs 13A, 13C). Dr. Wagoner, SS, preparod a thesis 
concerning tattooed skins (R 394, 396), 

Inmates in ohnrgo of the'dissecting room determined whether the 
tattooed skin was suffioiently oolorful or interesting, when the bodies 
were brought to the pathologioal department (R 411, 412). One week after 
a oertain healthy inmate arrived, his tattooed skin was in the pathologioal 
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department (R 1715). This inmate was oalled to the hospital from the bath 
by Dr. Mueller. Two days later as he was standing at the gate he said he 
had to leave. A short time thereafter, the same witness saw the inmate^ 
tattooed skin in the pathologioal department (R 1716). Still later he 
saw a lamp shade made from the tattooed skin from his arm (R 1721), ' 

There were two lamp shades in the lounge of the^home of Camp 

Commander Kooh, whioh were said to hare been made out of human skin. 

There was a human skull between two lamps. The son of tho oamp oommandbr 

played with this skull (R 1234), A witness testified that aooused No.. 15, 

# 

wife of the oamD oommander, had a photo album, a brief oase, and a oair of 

gloves made from tattooed human skin (R 1362, 1363, 1385). The same 

witness testified that in the summer of 1940 a Frenoh or Belgian inmate, 
who was known throughout oamp for his tattoos, was working without his 
Shirty He had sane very excellent tattoos from the head to the toes, 

inoluding a oolored cobra winding all the way up his left arm (R 1363) 

and an exceptionally cleanly tattooed sail boat with four masts on his 
ohest. Aooused No. 15 saw him and took down his number. This inmate 
was oalled to the gate at evening formation. He was not seen again, but 
about six months later a skin with the same sail boat was seen in the 
pathologioal department. In the summer of 1941 the same skin was seen on 

/ l 

a photo album belonging to aooused No. 15 (R 1364, 1365, 1389, 1390, 1393). 

There was a rumor in the oamp that tattooed inmates seen by aooused 
No. 15 were oalled to the hospital from work details, killed.and stripped 
of their skins (R 375). 

13. Killings and Mistreatment : Many forms of killing were used at 

i 

Buohenwald inoluding shooting, hanging, injection, strangulation, beating, 
kioking, unnecessary surgical operation, starvation, medioal experiment, 
laok of medioal attention, and exhaustion from overwork (R 74, 75, 140, 

160, 161, 203, 206, 211, 212, 215, 301, 303, 359, 375, 667, 786, 970, 973, 
974, 981, 982, 1C27-1029, 1108, 1112, 1113, 1124, 1128, 1227, 1238, 1320, 
1321, 1326, 1362, 1418, 1425, 1426, 1429, 1446, 1454, 1455, 1465, 1466- 
1468, 1476, 1562, 1564, 1592, 1593, 1596, 1597, 1599, 1625, 1648, 1649, 
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1697, 1703-1706, 1742, 1743, 1766, 1757, 1758, 1759, 1770} P-'Exa 37A 
p, 4, 38A pp. 5, Sf 11, 41A p. 1, 42A p. 3, 43A p. 3, 44A pp, 1, 2, 

45A pp. 2, 4, 5, 56A pp. 6-8, 11, 12, 24-26). 

Inmates were beaten with fists, stioks, olubs, dog whips, riding 
crops, rubber hoses, ox tail whips, leather belts, rifle butts, shovels, 
spade handles, and rooks. Also they were bitten by dogs (R 77, 78, 111,

• Mistreatment of inmates of all nationalities was an every day ooourr- 
. enoe, when Colonel Kooh was in command (R 1759; P-Ex 45A p. 2). Until 

I 

Kooh was relieved in February 1942, absolute despotism existed in the 
oamp (R 68, 263). Inmates were punished by standing on roll call squares 
for hours and sometimes for days. Boatings were often administered on 
the nude body of inmates by. specially seleoted SS men. When inmates 
fainted during the prooedure, oold water was poured over them. Often 
the viotims bled from the beatings. A dootor was usually present, but 
seldom interrupted the beatings which often took the form of the fhmous 
n 25 w lashes on the nude body of the inmate while he was bent over a 
table (R 77, 1238, 1763; P-Ex 48A p. 2), Inmates were punished by being 
tied to trees by their hands and left hanging *for one half to two hours, 

i 

SS men oalled this the tt singing forest” beoause the viotims moaned in 
pain (R 110, 265, 484-466,' 1184, 1185, 1194, 1763; P-Ex 48A p. 2). As 


punishment, inmates were sent to extremely hard work details, mainly 
the stone auarry. Weak and under nourished inmates were forced to per¬ 
form this labor at double time, resulting in many deaths (R 77, 243, 
772-775). Inmates in the speoial punishment company were treated worse 
than the others and were required to do harder labor for longer hours 
(R 266, 1046). Tha term of servioo in this oomoany was often not speoi- 


n

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fled (R 1763; P-Ex 48A. p, 2). 

If an inmate passed over, or accidentally fell/ioross, a specified 
boundary line, he was shot and reported as having attempted to esoape. 

A witness heard that SS mon, who shot inmates attempting to escape, 

t 

reoeived a reward and a furlough. A witness was told by other inmates 
that many SS men took caps off inmates and threw them across the bound¬ 
ary lino and, if unsuspecting inmates ran across the boundary line to 
retrieve their caps, they were shot to death*(R 77, 78, 1759; P-Ex 45A 
p, 2). Inmates were also driven through the guard ohain and shot for 
"attempting esoape" (R 775, 1770; P-Ex 56A pp. 24-26). 

On 10 September 1944, 16 Allied prisoners of war were called to the 
main gate of the camp and not seen again. The Polish underground 
intelligence 3orvioe in the oamp reportod on 13 September 1944 that these 
16 prisoners of war had been strangled to death on the night of 11-12 
September 1944 (R 140) . About the end of September 1944, 12 Allied 
prisoners of war were serfc for by the camp officials and were never soen 
again (R 143), About 178 British and American airmen wore oonfined in 
a small oamp in the open^without blankets for about six weeks (R 143, 
145). Aocused No. 21, as well as the seoond in oommand, visitpd them 
on several oooasions and oa.lled them terror fliers. The airmen were 
told that they were to be punished and probably would not got out alive 
(R 146). 

In the fall of 1939, 2000 to 3000 Polish inmates arrived and wore 
plaoed in tents in a small barbed wire enclosure known as the "garden of 
roses" (R 356, 357, 787). About 100 members of the maauis, alleged 
snipers (R 787), were in the "garden of roses" at tho same time, tut 
were separated from and reoeived less food, less alothing, and worse 
treatment than the Polish inmates. In less than a fortnight all tut 
one of the 100 died, Eaoh of the maquis reoeived only ono tenth of a 
three pound loaf of broad and one pint of very thin soup daily. Every 
seoond day they eaoh received 25 lashes with a whip (R 356, 357, 787, 
788). Of the group of Polish inmates , 300 dieji in one month. The 
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"garden of roses" was later abandoned beoause of the danger to the entire 
oamo, including the SS men, fran the epidemics prevalent there (R 357). • 

After August 1944, a club guard was formed which consisted of 
specially selected men who had no duty, except to walk through the camp 
with clubs in their hands and beat the inmates in eaoh detail, who in 
their ODinion worked too slowly (R 1368, 1407). 

It was forbidden to spit in the street. Whenever the adjutant dis¬ 
covered spittle, he made the nearest inmate liok it up (R 1356, 1357). 

From 9 November 1944 to 10 April 1945, approximately 1000 bodies 
(presumably dead) were oarried out of the hospital at suboamp ftoehrasdorf 
(R 156-160). 

On 9 February 1945 at the Gustloff Works in Weimar, inmates were 
looked in barracks during an air raid. After the first bombs fell many 
inmates escaped from the barracks and entered tho underground shelters 
(R 5612-5615). Some of the shelter's were hit by bombs oausing some 
inmates to be killed and others to be wounded. Acoused No. 19 kicked 
some of the wounded inmates (R 5617, 5620), 

14. Exterminations i 

a. Executions* Purported executions wore carried out by shoot- 
ing^ at the rifle range in the German Armament Works (D.A.W), by shooting 
by detail' 99 at the horse stables, and by hanging at the crematory. 

All executions, oxoept those in the horse stables, were said to be 
exclusively in oharge of the adjutant and the aoting first sergeant. 

The executions in the horse stables were in charge of the prison com¬ 
pound leader’(R 1735; P-Ex 35A p. 18). 

* 

One witness stated -chat some executions wore in oonformity with 
sentences pronounced by courts. No trials orooeded tho executions 
pursuant to orders from Berlin (R 1745; P-Ex 4GA p. 14). aocused Nos, 

1 and 21 knew that inmates were being exeouted without trial (R 1745f 
P-Ex 40A pp* 14, 15). There was a "court commissioner" in the Reiohs 
Seourity Head Office who summarily imposed penalties upon inmates without ' 
color of judioial proceedings. Looting and burglary at night were 
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\ 

punished by death (R 1735; P-Ex 35A p. 15). 

In September 1941, and on several other oooasions at other times, 
inmates wearing foreign military uniforms were seen going into the Gorman 
Armaraorib Works (D.A.W.). After a few minutes shots wero heard and short¬ 
ly thereafter dead bodies were seen being oarried into the orematory 
(R 1188, 1661, 1662). One witness counted about 180 Russian and Polish 
inmates who were apparently killed in this manner (R 1190, 1193). After 

1943 exeoutions were not oarried out by shooting at the Gorman Armament 

♦ 

Works (D.A.W.), but by hanging at the orematory or by shooting at the 
horse stables (R 301, 1766j P-Ex 52A p, 8). In the years 1942-1943, aco- 
used No. 12 served on an exeoution detail ten times at the Gorman Armament 
Works. The victims wore inmate clothing (R 1744; P-Ex 39 p. l). 
aocusod No, 20 was present at the exeoution of 20 Russian prisoners of war 
at the German Armament Works in 1943 (R 1766; P-Ex 52A p, l). 

The detail that exeouted inmates in the horse stables was known as 
"detail 99 n (R 1240^ 1250, 1278), Russian prisoners of war were frequent 
ly shot in these horse stables. They were first brought to a large ante¬ 
room where' they were direoted, to undress under the guise that they wero to 
reoeive a modioal examination. The SS men, who were engaged in this work 
wore white doctor's robes and medical instruments wero placed on a table 
to give the impression of a modioal examination. The victims were then 
led into a small room where there was a height scale. There was a slit 

X 

in the wall behind the soale. When the victim stepped up to the soale 
with his baok to.the wall, he was shot in the head through this slit in . 
the wall. After the floor was oleaned with water to remove the blood 
stains, the next viotim was brought into the exeoution ohamber. In an 
adjoining room a loud speaker was going full blast to drown the noise of 

* i 

the shots. Aooused No. 26, SS major and prison oompound leader, wis^ 

present at about 300 exeoutions after 1942 (R 1278, 1281-1287, 1303,1307 

/ 

1763; P-Ex 48A p. 2). Between 3000 and,4000 inmates were shot in the 
horse stables (R 1743; P-Ex 38 a p. 2). No orematory cards or death 
oertifioates were made for the Russian prisoners of war, who were shot 
by derail 99 (R 1743 % P-Ex 38A p. 13). 
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The extermination of Russian prisoners of war in the horse stables by 
detail 99 began in 1942 and continued until the fall of 1944 (R 301). 

There were 15 to 20 iron hooks on tho vail in the crematory. 

Wien an inmate was to be hanged, his hands were tied behind his back and 
the noose was placed around his neck and over the hook. He was then 
dropped 20 to 30 centimeters and remained there until the camp dootor pro¬ 
nounced him dead (R 1765) P-Ex 401 p. 2), Some inmates were hanged on 
the gallows in the yard and some in the oellar of,the orematory. There 
vas no trap arrangement in the oellar. Consequently, inmates remained 

hanging for about 35 to 40 minutes before they died. On one occasion in 

♦ 

1943, aooused No, 21 was present at the hanging of four Polish officer 
inmates (R 1743) P-Ex 38A pp. 8, 9). Aocused No. 12 admitted that he 
hanged about 250 inmates (R 1743) P-Ex 38A p. ll). 

A confidential order was Issued by the headouarters at ©ranienburg to 

f 

the administration department to distribute five cigarettes, one wine 
glass of schnapps, and nine grams of sausage to those SS men who partic¬ 
ipated in executions (R 1759) P-Ex 45A p, 4), This order was followed 
-(R 1190, 1191, 1203, 1204, 1759, 1770) P-Exs 45A p. 5, 56 a p. 14). 

From February 1943 to January 1946, many inmates were sent to tho 
oamp prison for "special treatment". They wore chained and either taken 
to the orematory and hanged (R 1770) P-Ex 56A pp. 3-5, 10) or to the 
rifle range and shot. About 30 were taken to the rifle range and about 
350 went to the orematory (R 1770j P-Ex 56A p, 20), 

b. Injections* The killing of inmates at Buohenwald by inject¬ 
ion of poison started in the summer of 1941 (R 415, 836, 1742) P-Ex 37A 
p. 2). A witness heard that when the hospital was crowded many tuber¬ 
cular inmates were killed by injeotions. He also heard that injeotions 
were given as a form of seoret punishment resulting in tho death of many 
inmates (R 82, 83). In early 1941, six Dutoh inmates died a few minutes 
after being injeoted with evipan (R 1320-1322, 1326). In 1941, injections 
were given to seven healthy Polish and Jewish inmates oausing their 
immediate death (R 1702, 1704, 1705). 
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In the winter of 1944-1945, blook 61 was ohanged from living quart¬ 
ers to a so-oalled medioal blook, where Polish, Russian, Yugoslav, Frenoh, 

I 

Dutoh, Albanian, Greek, Hungarian and Italian inmates were given infect¬ 
ions with what was thought to bo lysol. As a result, 30 to 60 of the 
inmates died each day during the period fran December 1944 to March 1945 
(R 1498-1500). It was in this blook that s iok inmates were infected with 
potassium oyanide. Many of the viotimr were Frenoh, Belgian, Polish and 
Russian, nationals (R 566, 567, 584, 585, 609), 

Inmates in blook 61 were also infected in the baok of the neck with 
phenol causing immediate death (R 1767; P-Ex 54A p, 14), An inmate male 
nurse decided who of the newly arrived inmates were to be infected. 
Patients having dysentery, typhoid or typhus were infected (R 1767; P-Ex 
541 pp. 15, 16), In reality, blook 61 was an "extermination blook" 

(R 609). 

o. Outgoing transports: "Invalid transports" or "heaven trans¬ 
ports* were composed of inmates, who oould no longer do any useful work 
because of their physical condition. It was oomron knowledge among the 

0 

inmates at Buohenwald that these weak Inmates were transported to other 

oanps for the purpose of extermination (R 327, 1689), 

Invalid transports to Ausohwits or Mauthausen were direoted by the 

headquarters at Oranienburg. The inmates for these transports were sel- 

eoted by the camp physioian from the invalid blook. Invalid transports 

* 

also went to Belsen and Dachau Concentration Camps, The invalids were of 
all nationalities (R 1741| P-Ex 36A pp, 1-3), 

la about 1940, an invalid transport consisting of 500 to 600 in¬ 
mates was sent to Belsen. These inmates were chosen by the camp physio¬ 
ian because they were too sick to work (R 1761 j P-Ex 47A p, l). 

Transports from Buohenwald to other places for the purpose of gassing 
the inmates started in July 1941, The first three or four groups consist¬ 
ed of 90 to 120 inmates and later larger transports of this kind were 
sent to Ausohwits (R- 267), Groups of inmates olassifiod as lunatics, 
mental inferiors, or physically unfit, were sent to gas chambers or wore 
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killed by other methods beginning about July 1941. These extermim- % 

tion transports were referred to as *14F13*. The transports to tho 

Bernborg Sanatorium were fbr purposes of extermination (R 268, 369). 

In Ootober 1942 an Invalid transport of 600 inmates loft Buohonwald 

for Ausohwits (R 829). Other invalid transports left from suboamp 

\ 

Ohrdruf to Belsen Concentration Camp (R 1667)'* 

16. Death Rates t During the latter part of the war, aporoximately 
6000 inmates died in Buohenwald monthly (R 84). The death rate in the 
small oamp was estimatedNto be three to four times higher than in the 
balanoe of the main oamp (R 261). It was estimated by a labor alloca¬ 
tion ohief that from Ootober 1940 to November 1942, 600 to 800 inmates 
died each month at Buohenwald. Undernourishment was one of the principal 
oauses (R 1761 j P-Ex 47a p. l). Out of about 1700 young, healthy Danish 
polioe officers, three and one half peroeht died within four months in 
tho last half of 1944 (R 368, 369). About 36,000 dead bodies passed 
through the pathologioal department from 1942 to April 1945. A large 
portion of them were bodies of French, Russian, Polish and Cseoh inmates 

i 

\ 

(R 366). 

/ 

From December 1943 to UAroh 1944, about fivo peroent of the inmates 
of suboamp Dora died eaoh month. There was some evidence indicating 
tl»t ordinarily all bodies were sent to the pathologioal department of the 
main oamp to determine the cause of death. Each third day 50 to 60 dead 

t 

bodies arrived at the pathologioal department. During the same period of 
time, the death rate of outdetail ’'Laura* was about ten peroent (R 370), 
From January to April 1945, at least 1600 died out of 13,000 inmatos 
at suboamp Ohrdruf, excluding the transports from Ohrdruf to extermina¬ 
tion camps and excluding inmates who died on the evaouation march from 
Ohrdruf to Buohenwald in April 1945. On this raaroh only 9,300 out of 
12,000 prisoners arrived at Buohenwald alive (R 371). 

16* Evaouation Marohesi A total of 28,000 inmates left Buohenwald

o Tk evacuation marches betwen 7 and 10 April 1945# there remained in 

i 

Buohenwald, when it was liberated on 11 April 1945, 21,000 inmates out of 
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whioh 12,000 were Invalids and unable to maroh (R 1745, 1924, 1926) P-Ex 
4QA p. 18), Many of the inmates on the evacuation marohes were shot 
to death by the SS guards and many died from exhaustion or starvation 

. i 

(R 1456-1460, 1471-1483, 1756, 1757, 1767) P-Exs 42A p. 3, 43A d. 3, 

53A pp, 6—8)• 

Approximately 2000 innutes were evaouated from suboamp Roehmsdorf 
on 10 April 1945 (R 158), The sick were put in open truoVs side by 
side. Most of them were suffering from dysentery and enormous oar- \ 
bunoles . Their bodies were oovered with lioe (R 168), 

Approximately 1000 inmates were evaouated from suboamp Lelpsig 
Thelcla on 13 April 1945. When this suboamp was liberated on 18 April 
194 5, v there remained 310 oritioally ill inmates out of ntfiioh only 35 to 

40 survived. The other 270 to 275 were either shot or burned to death 

\ 

by the SS when the oamp was burned on 18 April 1946 (R 645-648. 649, 654, 
666, 669-674, 682, 691, 692) P-Exs 18, 20). 

Suboamp Ohrdruf was evaouated on 2 April 1945, The S3 men oiroul* 
ated through the suboamp and shot-the inmates who attempted to hide (R 1562). 

Subcamp Boohuroer Verein was evaouated on 13-14 March 1946, Between 
90 and 100 inmates were placed in each railway oar. In the oar oooupled 

i 

by a witness, 30 of his fellow inmates were dead by the time the oar x 

arrived at Buohenwald five days later (R 1468). 

B. For Defense t 

i 

1. Genera 1 Condit ions t In many respects Buohenwald was like 
a big labor offioe. From it inmates were sent to various suboamps to 
work (R 4544). This allooation of inmates to industrial oonoerns, SS 
organisations, and governmental agencies, was made by the Chief of the 
S3 Eoonomio and Administrative Department in Berlin (R 4640). 

After January 1942 when aooused No. 21 took command, conditions at 
Buohenwald improved materially. It was his idea to give the inmates 
better treatment so that he oould get more work from than (R 2921). 

The frequenoy of oorporal punishment of inmates decreased to one tenth 
of what it was before (R 2774), The beating of Inmates was forbidden 
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and what still occurred ms done secretly and without the knowledge of 
accused No« 21 (R 2776, 2922). No more inmates were sent to their 

.deaths through the ohain of guards and the few illegal killings that 
still took place were done without his knowledge (R 2785, 2786, 2877). 

i « 

Inmates in solitary confinement were given books, chairs, mattresses, 
and a second blanket (R 3071). The time required for roll call was 
decreased. Longer reoesses were given and the outdetails reoeived a 
warm noon meal (R 2775). While acoused No* 21 ms camp oomhnnder, no 
distinction ms made between Christians and Jews. Jews^reoeived the 
additional rations for heavy workers, although this ms expressly for¬ 
bidden by the Minister of Food and Agriculture (R 2138). ! 

There were a few Russian prisoners of war in Buohenmld, They 
were housed in a segregated oamp labeled "prisoner of'war oamp* and wore 
old uniforms (R 2184), A transport of American and Canadian prisoners 
of war ms sent to Buohenmld by mistake. Due to overcrowding of the 

x 

oamp, they had to sleep under the open sky. Within a week they were 
placed in buildings and, after an investigation, sent to a prisoner of 
nr oamp at Oberursel (R 1940, 1941, 4267-4269). 

No clergymen were allowed in Buohenmld by orders from higher head¬ 
quarters and, consequently, there were no religious services (R 2139). 

Cultura 1 agencies and facilities at Buohenmld included a library of 
16,000 to 20,000 volumes , a movie theater where inmates could see 
movies at least onoe a week, and radio loud speakers in eaoh living 

room (R 1901). There ms a oanteen offering tobaooo and beer (R 1903, 

> 

1904). At suboamp Wernigerode there ms a radio loud speaker in each 

\ 

room where inmates were quartered. The inmates could play games in 

the camp stadium on Sunday mornings and they oould attend a movie every » 

two or three weeks (R 2487, 6083), 

I 

2 , Suboamps » Suboamp Dora ms created in the fall or winter of 
1943. It beoame an independent concentration oamp on 1 October 1944 
(R 4653, 4972, 4978), 

Ohrdruf, also known as S-3, was established in the fall of 1944 

\ 
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direotly under the supervision of the headauarters at Oranienburg 
(R 4650). It vra.s a large detail constructing an underground head¬ 
quarters for Hitler in central Germany (R 4551). ' Inmates were used as 

t 

transportation workers, for carrying materials and in building roads. 

Very few inmates worked in the tunnels (R 4552), The inmates wore in 
very poor physioal condition, most of them having arrived at Ohrdruf 
after a march of 500 kilometers from the east (R 4555), There was 
great pressure to finish the project by a certain date (R 4568), Buohon- 
wald did not take over Ohrdruf as a suboamp until 15 January 1945. After 
that date additional rations were supplied for heavy workers (R 4665, 

4652), 

3, Housing* The oapaoity of Buchenwald was 24,000 to 25,000 
inmates. In 1942 and 1943 it held 15,000 to 18,000 inmates. On 5 
April 1945 it contained 46,000 inmates (R 1860). Between 1943 and 1945, 
SCO,000 to 600,000 inmates passed through Buohenwald, This included 
many inmates evaouated from eastern concentration camps (R 2064), 

In 1940 the auartering conditions for the inmates were very good, 

Every inmate had a bed and bed sheets (R 4730). In 1943 the living 
conditions in inmate quarters were still entirely satisfactory consider¬ 
ing wartime conditions. The quarters were very dean and the barracks 

were heated, Eaoh Inmate had his own bed. This was before the over- 

* 

orowding by transports frcm the east (R 2797, 2883), The •horse stable* 
barraoks in the small oamp wore newly built and had wooden floors (R 1861). 

Prominent Proneh inmates were housed separately in a house or a hotel and 

✓ 

given separate rations (R 1939), 

Quarters for inmates at suboamp Wernigerode were good, with central 
heating in all barraoks (R 2445), The inmates at subcamp Boohumer 
Verein were quartered in heated stone barracks (R 2451, 2453, 5089), 

After three barraoks at that suboamp were destroyed by an air raid, two 
inmates slept in one bed as a temporary measure (R 5099), At suboamp 
Ohrdruf a part of the inmates were quartered in tents heated by hot air 
(R 3576). The guards were ouartored in the same type of tents (R 3585), 
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4, Food i The amount of food iesued to the Inmates was determined 

by the Reiohs Food Ministry (R 3513), The minimum food issued inmates 
• * 

daily during the period from May 1944 to April 1945 was one liter of soup, 
500 grams of bread, 25 grams of fht, and, twice a week, meat products. 
Sometimes there was also vegetable salad (R 3520 , 3527), The ! food was 
issued from the kitohen in 50 liter kettles to eaoh block for distribut- 
ion to the inmates (R 3520), 

Until the middle of February 1945, all inmatos at Buohemfald and 
suboamps, regardless of whether they worked or not, received the ration 
for heavy workers with an average daily content of 2580 oalorios (R 3515, 
3517, 3980, 3983), This was in violation of regulations and was 
finally discontinued on orders from higher headquarters (R 3517, 398l). 

i 

Thereafter the normal ration for nonworkers was 1800 oalorios daily 
(R 3986), Those who worked and hospital patients received more (R 3985), 
Additional food was obtained from the garden (R 3987), Inmates could 

purohase food in the oanteen at Buohenwald, including suoh items as vog- 

I 

stable salad, mussel meat, potatoes ,• f*ish, and soups. As muoh as 1000 

liters of souo were prepared daily. The food was sold at 10 percent over 

oost (R 3531). Thus, a litor of soup oost 15 to 26 pfennigs (R 3532). 

* 

One to throe carloads of beer a week was available to inmates (R 3536). 

Inmates auarterod in the small oamp reooived as muoh food as those 
in the balanoe of the main oamp but not the additional ration for heavy 
* workers (R 2147), 

At suboamp‘Boohumer Verein, rations for inmatos included one litor 
of soup before going to work in the morning and a liter of vegetable\soup 
at noon (R 2453), The soup was mado from oabbage and spimoh but never 
from grass (R 2454, 5088), After an air attack in November 1944, the 

rations of both SS personnel and inmates were out to a minimum (R 2455, 
2459). About the middle of December 1944 after the inmates started 
production work in the faotoiy, they wore given the additional rations for 
heavy workers (R 2454, 5123). The food at suboamp Boo humor Verein was 
sufficient for the work required (R 5121,' 5122). At suboamp Gustloff 
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Works, Weimar, the inmates received a liter of soup in the morning, at 
noon a liter of stew, sometimes containing meat, noodles and potxtoos, and 
in tho evening, ooffee or tea, 500 grams of bread, and cheese, margarine, or 
lunohoon meat. They also reoeived beer and tobaooo (R 2590, 2592, 2594), 
Food at 8ubcamp Wernigerode was sufficient in quantity and of good auality 
(R 2446), 

5, Clothing t In 1942 each inmate had his own bed, wardrobe, bedding, 
spoon, fork,and towel. Bed linen wn's taken away in 1943 and turned over 

t 

to hospitals (R 3968), The ouant ity of other equipment decreased duo to 
increased inmate strength and laok of replacements (R 3969), Beginning 
in October or November 1944, it was impossible booause of wartime condit¬ 
ions to obtain additional supplies of beds, blankets, and other materials 
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(R 3972), The personal belongings and olothing of inmates were stored 

for them (R 3974), After the end of 1943 booause of the short supply of 

olothing, inmates wero permitted to wear their civilian olothing (R 2880, 

3976), In an air raid on 24 August 1944, over 80,000 pairs of new 

woolen sooks and other winter olothing for 100,000 inmates wore destroyed 

* 

at Buohenwald (R 3977), 

An SS motor training and replacement unit occupied a caserne at 
Buohenwald. When the unit departed on 16 Maroh 1946, it left behind in 
the caserne equipment such as beds, blankets, olothing, etc. However, 
this equipment was the property of the Waffen 33 and could not be used 
for the supply of inmates in Buohenwald (R 3945, 3948, 3963, 3973), 

6, M edioa1 Treatment * Incoming transports were examined for con¬ 

tagious diseases and Quarantined in ^he small camp fbr four weeks 
(R 1860, 2031). Inmates were also examined by physioians to determine 
those oapable of doing work or of going on transports covering labor 
requosts, Eaoh inmate so examined was asked, through an interpreter, 
whether ho was siok. If an inmate complained of being sick, he was 
examined by inmate doctors and, if they found him to bo siok, he was 
hospitalized (R 2029, 2030, 2631). In some instances when inmates were 
examined for fitness for transports oovering' labor reauosts, 60 to 70 
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peroont were turned book as unfit (R 2631). The most oormon ailments 

were physioal weakness, phlegmones, and tuberculosis (R 2030). Most of 

» 

the operations in the inmate hospital were of a diffioult nature because 
of the advanced state of the diseases and the poor physioal condition of 
the patients (R 3491, 3783). Thus, a disease which under normal condit¬ 
ions would not be fatal resulted in death under the conditions at Buohen- 
wald. Booause sane inmates had never done any work before ooming to 
Buohenwald, they oollapsed under the strain of physioal work (R 3916). 
Drugs, surgioal instruments, eto., at the inmate hospital in Buohenwald 
were ample. Drugs and medioine were sold by the ohief doctor of the 
small oamp, aooused too. 13. 'These wore purohased by him from private 

oonoams outside Buohenwald and wore sold at oost, plus 10 oeroent to oover 

* 

the handling* They were sold to inmates who oould pay and administered 

4 

free of charge to those who oould not pay (R 2322, 4274, 4353, 4386). The 
ohief dootor of the small oamp accepted gifts, but did not demand them for 
his servioes (R 2322, 4274), 

A group of inmates at suboamp Ohrdruf, who had been determined to bo 

t 

unfit for work, were ouartered in horso stables and slept on straw, but 
this was only while they were awaiting transportation back to Buohenwald 
(R 45 75). 

7 1 Medioal Experiments ! The experimental station at Buohenwald 

was direotly under the oommand of the Reiohs Physioian of the 33 in 

Berlin. The oamp oomr.nndor at Buohenwald had no oontrol over it (R 1886, 

» 

2788). Most of the ^experiments in blook 46 were for tho purpose of find¬ 
ing a protective vaooination for typhus (R 3109), Only German habitual 
oriminal inmates were used for the typhus experiments (R 3115), Non- 
Gormans wore not used. In this oonneotion it oould be assuned that 

• 

eastern nationals had experienced typhus in their youth and wore immune 
and, in any event, it was Impossible to get a proper oase history on them 
(R 3115, 3116). Many other non-Germans wore siok from typhus upon 
arrival. This was true of many of the French, who came on a transport 
from Cologne in 1944, They were treated in blook 46 but were not used 
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for experiments (R 3116, 3121), In addition to the typhus experiments 
in blook 46, there was an experiment with phosphorus incendiary bombs 
performed on four German habitual criminal inmates (R 3111), The only 
experiment's on non-Germans were a poison oxoorimont with atropin or 

t 

porvidin and luminal, and an experiment with abdominal typhoid (R 3111, 
3115). Inmates in blook 46 received extra rations in addition to the 
regular rations issued working inmates and most of them ga inpd weight 
there (R 3124), A witness, who was one of'a group of 160 Gorman in¬ 
mates subjected to the typhus experiment in 1942, gained weight while 
in blook 46. Only two of the group died (R 3466, 3458), 

8, Killings and Mistreatment : The camp’commander issued orders 
in the spring of 1942 directing that mistreatment of inmates oease imme- 

t , 

diately (R 1802, 2098), Thereafter he punished SS men and capos when he 

saw them mistreating inmates (R 2100), 

I 

The duties of the guard battalion at Buchenwald were purely military. 
Members of the guard were not permitted inside the prison oonpound and 
had nothing to do with the inmates (R 4870 , 4901), Guards were instruct¬ 
ed that it was not their oonoern whether inmates worked or not (R 3191, 
3201). Each member of the guard had to sign a regulation, whioh reoited 
that it.was an offense to talk with, beat, or mistreat an Inmate (R 4639), 
When an inmate aoproaohod the ohain of guards, the guard was recuired to 
challenge him throe times by oalling "halt’ 1 . If an inmate passed the 
guard ohain after being thus challenged, the guard oould use his weapon 
(R 4840, 4869 )* Whenover an escaping inmate was shot, the incident 
ms thoroughly investigated by tho legal offioer of Buohenwald (R 1892, 
4841, 4900). Guards who shot esoaping inmates werp not given furloughs 

/ v 

(R 4875). 

/ 

Inmates wero beaten by camp personnel for infractions of the oattp 
rules and regulations. This was a favor to the inmates because, if the 
infraction had beon reported, the punishment report would have remained 
in tho inmates' personnel files causing their release to bo delayed 
CR 3384, 4136, 4137, 5148). 
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A so-called illegal oamp administration existed at Buohonwald oon^- 

i 

sisting of a number of inmates who attempted to olaoe inmates of their 

own group and ohoipe in key positions in the inmate solf administration* 

There were several suoh groups which fought eaoh other and members of the 

groups did not hesitate to kill (R 2789). More than 200,inmates were 

killed by the illegal oamp administration (R 2792). The hospital was 

the headquarters of the oommunist inmates. The SS doctor in oharge 

was under their influence and they virtually ran the hospital (R 2791), 

§ 

During an air ra|.d on suboamp Oustloff Works, Weimar, in February 
1945, about 230 to 280 inmates and from seven to ten SS men were killed. 
There wore only about 1800 inmates in the entire oamp (R 2571, 2572, 

2598, 2699).' 

\ 

Inmates on the gardening detail were scmetimes oarried back to oamp 

beoause they were convalescents froh the hospital and suffered relapses, 

but not beoause they were beaten (R 2823), 

* 

9, Punishment : When a punishment report was turned in, it went 
first to the protective oustody oanp leader fop investigation, then to 
the oamp oommander for decision as to the type of punishment, and finally 
to Berlin for issuance of an order to exeoute tho punishment (R 4126-4127) 
If corporal punishment were imposed, a physician was recuired to deter¬ 
mine whether the inmate was healthy enough to endure tho punishment 
(R 4127). There was* a strict prohibition against administering corporal 
punishment to western nationals (R 1938). Hanging of inmates on trees 
as a general typo of punismnent at Buohenwald was forbidden some time 
before the war and was not used during the war years (R 2822). 

Inmates who violated oamp regulations or committed sabotage, were not 

f * 

reported, but rather were given unauthorised boatings and punishment by 

members of the oamp administration. Had they been reported, the punisht- 

ment Would have been more severe and would have been entered on the 
\ , 

personnel record of the inmate ^R 3336, 3337, 3384, 5148), 

At suboamp Wernigerodo inmates were punished for stealing fran their 
comrades and for individual aots of sabotage (R 2445). Punishment oon- 

i 
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slated of, first, a mrnlng, and thereafter three to five blows with a < 
stick (R 2446), 

10, Executions » Those exeouted at Buohenwald wore brought from 
the outside, from civil life, to Buohenwald to be exeouted for orimiral 
acts they had committed. They were not inmates of the oonoentration 
camp (R 4477). All executions at Buohenwald ^rero based op sentences, 
whioh had been imposed by the Reiohs Security Head Offioe (R 1911). 

Such sentences were always imposed upon named individuals and stated the 
reason for the sentences (R 1907), The sentences were read to the 

victims before they were executed and were for such crimes as murder, rape, 

/ 

and serious acts of sabotage' in the armament industry (R 4478), The 

I 

number hanged at Buohenwald did not reaoh IOC. It inoluded Germans, 
foreigners and S3 personnel (R 2104). 

Eastern nationals were executed at Buohenwald under a law of the 
German Reich in the form of a deoreo issued about the middle of 1942 and 
entitled "Deoree about the punishment of Poles and Jews". Under that 
deoree the oases were investigated by the polloe and witnesses were heard 
both for and against the aooused. Following the hearings tho files wore 
sent through Gestapo channels to the Reiohs Seourity Hoad Offioe in 
Berlin, There a council of several persons reviewed them and made sugg¬ 
estions as to punishment. These reooramendations were submitted for the 
approval of SS Major General Mueller. In the opinion of a defense 
witness, who was a doctor of law and formerly a judge in a German state 
oourt, a written execution order based on this deoree oonoorning Poles 

and Jews was legal under German law (R 2778-2783), 

/ 

Among the men exeouted at the.German armament Works were members of 

% 

tho SS and Dolioe foroe and, in a few instanoes, members of the postal 

x 

department (R 4130). Sentences were read to the victims (R 4131). 

No inmates were exeouted at the orem?tory. The men executed there 
were sentenced and brought there by the secret state police and were not 
inmates of Buohenwald (R 4132, 4133). Tho sentences were road to tho 
condemned before the exooutions and a doctor was present (R 4133). 
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Russian politioal organisers and oommissars were exeouted by detail 
99 in the horse stables (R 1913, 1914, 4478), They were not inmates of 
Buohenwald (R 2143, 4481), Accused No, 21 asserted that they oamo to 
Buohenwald through police ohannels from prisoner of war oamps, but were 
not prisoners of war, inasmuch as they had no prisoner of war tag number 
and only a number from the prison oamp from which they oame (R 2128, 2141, 
448-1), Reports of the executions were made direotly to the Reiohs 
Seourity Hoad Offioo. As the victims had never been admittod as inmates 
to Buohenwald, no death certificates wore exeouted. The bodies were 
cremated (R 2143), These victims were politioal commissars who wore 
exeouted by detail 99 as reprisals for orimes committed against the 

German Wehrmacht by the Russians (R 2146, 2181, 4503), The execution 

\ 

orders entitlod "special treatment" always oame from the Reiohs Seourity. 
Hoad Office, They stated that under authority of the decree of the 
Reiohsfuhrer, 1 Ootober 1941, the Russian oommissars and politioal 
commissioners, whose names were listed, were to be executed (R 4479, 4481), 
The last execution by detail 99 took plaoe in December 1943 (R 4494), 

There.me a general regulation applicable throughout Germany authoris¬ 
ing the issuanoe of whiskey, oigarettes, and sausage to execution 
details (R 4498), 

11, In.leotions i In an effort to prevent a tuberculosis epidemic 
in Buohenwald, about 30 or 40 inmates with open tuberculosis were isol¬ 
ated and given daily oaloium and vitamin C injections (R 3793-3795), 

As was the paotioo in other Gorman hospitals, na'roosis was produced 
« 

by in5ection of evipa'n sodium rather than ty inhalation of ether (R 3775, 
3776), 

12, Outgoing Transports : Some inmates went on labor replacement 

transports voluntarily beoause they wished to be with comrades or beoause 

% 

they believed living conditions would be better in the suboamps (R 2294, 
2636), It was not kn^ym to the oamp commander that the inmates who wore 
unfit for work and who were sent on transports to Ausohwits and Lublin 
Concentration Camps would be killed (R 1879), A transport oalled 14F13, 

a so-oalled euthanasia transport, left Buohenwald in February 1943, It 
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oonsistod exclusively of mentally ill Oerman inmates (R 2159, 2160), 

13, Death Rates i The mortality rate at Buohenwald before it became 
overorowded mis lower than such cities as Weimar, The death rato was 

not due to poor quarters or food, but to the flaot that most inmates 

« < 

arrived at the oamp,in.very poor physical condition (R 2086, 2163, 2185), 
Siok inmtes at suboamps were returned to Buohenwald and replaced by 
healthy ones (R 2186)* 

Many' Inmates were killed by Allied air raids. Thus, at s.iitoamp 
Gustloff Works 307 inmates were killed in one raid (R 3335, 3345). At 
subcamp Boohumer Verein 60 inmates were killed in air raids (R 5091, 
5097-A). 

14, Bvaouation Transports and Marches t As suboamps of Buohenwald

were threatened by <j.pproaohing Allied armies in early 1945, the inmates 

m 

were evacuated to Buohenwald (R 3210 , 3665 , 5100), 1 

' Suboamp Boohumer Verein ms evaouated in Maroh 1945, About 1300 
inmates were transported in 26 dosed railway oars (R 5005 , 5100), The 
transport lasted throo days and food sufficient for that period ms taken 
along (R 5006, 5102), Two to five inmates died on the transport (R 3938 
6006, 5102), 

On the evacuation from suboamp Ohrdruf to Buohenwald the siok in- 

% 

mates were transported in trucks (R 4581, 4582), Inmate doctors accom¬ 
panied the transport (R 4626), » ^ 

On the 5th or 6th of April 1945,Himmler personally ordered Buohen- 

\ 

mid evaouated down to a bare minimum (R 1919, 1920 , 6308 , 5309), At 
* 

that time the oamp, swollen by transports from suboamps, held 46,000 
inmates (R I860), Beginning on t he 7th of April 1945, approximately 
28,000 inmates were evaouated in a series of eight to ton transports 
(R 1921-1924), In a letter to the oamp oommandor the inmates reouested 
evacuation by rail (R 1930, 2171), At that time thero was no great des¬ 
truction by Allied bombing of railroads to the east of Buohenwald (R 2176 
5361), The leaders of oaoh evaouation transport were ipstruoted by the 
oanp oommander to treat the inmates as prisoners of mr and to turn siok 





> '"I 

inmates over to Party or police organizations along the way (R 1924), 

An evacuation transport oonnunded by accused No, 18 was schoduled 
to go to Flossenburg Concentration Camp, an estimated 24 hours of travel 
(R 3208). On 7 April 1945, 4480 inmates were marohed nine kilometers 
to Weimar and loaded on 69 railway oars (R 3208, 3211), The rations 
taken along oonsistod of one kilogram of potatoes, 500 grams of bread, 

25 grams of margarine, and 50 gmms of meat products for eaoh inmate 
(R 3212), While en route the destination was changed from Flossenburg 
Concentration Camp to Daohau Concentration Camp because of the destruct¬ 
ion by bombing of the rails to tho former place (R 3213), Thereafter, 
the transport was delayed by damage to the rail system (R 3226), The 
transport loader made numerous attempts to obtain food from army ration 
dumps and oivilian souroes along tho road, but was only partially success¬ 
ful beoause oities were damaged by bombs and crowded with refugees (R 3214- 
3227). The transport leader had no control over the route of the train, 
which was in the hands of the Roichs Railroad Company (R 3215). By tho 
25th of April, when tho train was divided into three seotions, between 
400 and 450 inmates had escaped, fifteen had been shot while attempting to 
escape, and 400 to 480 had died a natural death (R 3222-3224), An 
attempt, not entirely successful, was made to burn some of the bodies 
which, due to the heat, had already decomposed. One section of tho 
transport arrived at Daohau Concentration Camp on 26 April 1945 (R 3222), 
Another seotion was said to have been strafed by Allied fliers (R 3221, 
3250), The third section was never heard from (R 3221), 

V, QUESTIONS OF LAW : 

A, Jurisdiction: 

1, Common Design as Separate Substantive Crime . While the 
question was not raised during the course of the trial, tho defense con¬ 
tends in its Petition for Review, pages 2-6, that the Court ms without 
jurisdiction, inasmuch as the charge and particulars allege a common 
design to oommit oertain described unlawful acts as a separate substantive 
crime. Tribunal III, Nurriberg, Germary, in an order, July 1947, concerning 
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a defense motion attaoking Count I of the indiotment in Case No, 3, the 
United States of nmerioa v. Josef Altstoetter, et al., stated in pertin¬ 
ent part as follows: 

"Count I of the indiotment in this case charges that the 
defendants, aoting pursuant to a oommon design, unlawfully 
wilfully and knowingly did conspire and agree together to oommit 
war orimes and orimes against humanity as defined in Control 
Counsel law No, 10, Article 2, It is charged that the alleged 
orime was committed between January 1933 and April, 1945, 

"It is the ruling of this Tribunal, that neither the Charter 
of the International Military Tribunal nor Control Counsel law No, 

10 has defined oonspiraoy to oommit a war orlmo or orime against 
humanity as a separate substantive orime* therefore, this Tribunal 
has no jurisdiction to try any defendant upon a oharge of oonspiraoy 
considered as a separate substantive offense,* 

Without conceding that the jurisdiction of Military Government Courts 
is limited to the trial of those war orimes oases contemplated by Control 
Counoil Law No, 10, it is clear that this order has no application to the 
instant oase beoause the oharge and partioulars thereunder do not allege 
a oommon design to oommit a war orime as a "separate substantive orime." 
They allege that the accused "acting in pursuance of a oommon design 
to oommit the acts hereinafter alleged, did, wrongfully and unlawfully, 
enoourage, aid, abet, and participate in the operation of Concentration 
Camp Buohenwald * * * whioh operation inoludod the wrongful and unlawful 
subjection of * * * ^certain persons^ * * * to killings, beatings, 
tortures * * eto. Thus, the partioulars in this oase charge as an 
offense, the execution of a oommon design to oommit described unlawful 
acts. They do not allege a oommon design as a "separate substantive 
orime". 

The extent of the ruling relied upon by the defense is amplified by 
the next to the last paragraph of the order whioh orovidos: 

"Count I of the indiotment, in addition to the separate 
oharge of oonspiraoy, also alleges unlawful participation in 
the formulation and execution of plans to oommit war orimes 
and crimes against humanity whioh aotually involved the commission 
of suoh orimes. We, therefore, oannot properly strike the whole 
of Count I from the indiotment, but, insofar as Count I oharges 
the commission of the alleged orime of oonspiraoy as a separate 
substantive offense, distinot from any war orime or orime against 
humanity, the tribunal will disregard that oharge." 

The contention of the defonso is without merit. 
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2. Universality of Jurisdiction Over War Crimea . A special 
plea was entered on behalf of the aooused in effeot attacking the juris¬ 
diction of the Court (l) as to aots in violation of the law of war 
committed against the nationals of any oountry at any plaoe Drior to the 
entry of the United States into the war, and (2) as to aots in violation 
of the law of war oommitted outside the US Zone of Occupation and sub¬ 
sequent to the entry of the United States into the war, exoept as to suoh 
aots oomnitted against c it icons of the United States (R 4, 5; Potition for 
Review, page 7). 

A validly constituted oourt of an independent state derives its 
power from the state, a state is independent of all other states in the 
exeroise of its judlolal power, exoept where restricted by the law of 
nations (S. S. Lotus, France v, Turkey, 2 Hudson World Court Reports 23), 
Concerning punishment for a crime of the type involved in the instant case, 
it has been stated that the sovereign power of a state extends "to the 
punishnent of piraoy and other offenses against the oomnon law of nations, 
by whomsoever and wheresoever committed” (Whoaton's "international Law”, 
Sixth Edition, Volume I, page 269), Recognition of this sovereign power 
is contained in the provision of the Constitution of the United States 
which confers upon Congress power "to define and punish offenses against 
the law of nations," (Winthrop, "Military Laws and Precedents", Seoond 
Edition, Reprint 1920, page 831), 

Any violation of the law of nations encroaches upon and injures the 
Interests of all sovereign states. Whether the power to punish for suoh 
orimes will be exeroised in a particular case is a matter resting within 
the discretion of a state. However, it is axiomatio that a state, 
adhering to the law of war whioh forms a part of the law of nations, is 
interested in the preservation and the enforcement thereof. This is 
true, irrespective of when or where the crime was oommitted, the bolliger- 
enoy status of the punishing power, or the nationality of the victims. 
("Universality of Jurisdiction over War Crimes", by Cowles, California 
Law Review, Volume XXXIII, June 1945, No. 2, pages 177-218} "law Reports 
of Trials of War Criminals", by United Nations War Crimes Commission, 1947, 
hereinafter referred to as "law Reports" , Volume I, cages 41, 42, 43, 103} 
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United States v, Klein, et al., Hadamar Murder Faotory Case, opinion 
DJAVIC , February 1946} United States v. Weiss, et al., Daohau Conoontnt ion 
Camp Case, opinion DJA1W3, Maroh 1946; United States v, Booker, ot al., 
Flossenburg Concentration Camp Case, opinion DJA1NC, May 1947} United States 
v. Brust, opinion DJAYC, September 1947; and United States v. Otto, opinion 
DJAWJ, July 1947.) a British oourt sitting in Singapore tried Tomono 
Shimio of the Japanese army and sentenoed him to death by hanging for 
illegally killing American prisoners of war at Saigon, Frenoh Indo-China 
(law Reports, Volume II, page 128), 

In suDport of its special plea attacking the jurisdiction of the 
Court the defense relied upon Sootion 5-300,3, Title 5, "Legal and Penal 
Administration" of "Military Government Regulations", published by Office 
of Military Government for Germary (US), 21 Maroh 1947, hereinafter referred 
to as "Title 5", which provides in part as follows} 

"Military Government Courts have jurisdiction over all offonsos 
committed in the U.S. Zone against tho legislation emoted by 
Military Government, the existing German law, and the laws and 
usages of war, • • •" 

Bart 3 of said Title 5 deals specifically with Military Government Courts 
and Seotion D thereof deals with the trial of war criminals, Seot ion 
5-390 appearing in said Seotion D provides in pertinent part as follows* 

"Jurisdiction, Cases involving offenses committed prior to 
9 May 1945 against the laws and usages of war or tho law of the 
Oooupied territory or any part thereof, commonly known as 'War 
Crimes'. » • shall be tried before specially appointed Military 
Goverrment Courts, exoept where otherwise directed by the Theater 
Commander." 

In support of its special plea the defense also relied upon paragraph 
4 of a directive by Headquarters, United States Forces, European Theatei* 
relating solely to the trial of war crimes oases by specially appointed 
Military Goverrment Courts, being letter, file AG 000,5 JAG-AGO, subjeott 
"Trial of lifer Crimes Cases", 14 Ootober 1946, which directive is set forth 
at length in Seotion 120 of the "Manual for Trial of Vfer Crimes and Rel¬ 
ated Cases", 15 July 1946, as amended, hereinafter referred to as "Trial 
Manual"» That paragraph 4 provides: 











"Hereafter Military Government Courts for the trial of wur 
crimes oases involving Amerioan nationals as viotims and mass 
atrocities oommitted in the Amerioan Zone of Occupation will be 
appointed by, and all further actions in oonneotion with suoh 
oases will be taken by this headquarters. The Drinoiples herein¬ 
after set forth will be adhered to in the appointing of suoh oourts 
and in the taking of suoh aotions." 

An examination of paragraph 12 of the same dirootive reveals that it con¬ 
templates the development of trial of mass atrooity subsequent proceedings 
oases involving additional participants in the Mauthausen Concentration 
Camp mass atrocity. That oam-p and most of its suboamps wore looatod 
outside tho US Zones of Occupation la Germany and Austria. 

In determining the merit of the special plea by the defense not only 
must Sections 5-300.5 and 5-390 be read together, but both of those 
Seotions must be read together with paragraphs 4 and 12 of the scqoial 
directive dealing with the trial of oases of the type herein involved by 
specially appointed Military Government Courts, It is obvious that no 
limitation is imposed as to tim6 or place of commission or nationality of 
victims in the trial of war orimes oases by Military Government Courts 
specially appointed for the trial of war orimes oases, 

\ 

The speoial plea by the defense attacking the Jurisdiction of the 
Court was properly overruled (R 15), 

3, Accused No, 13 . A question not raised during the course of 
the trial merits disoussion, vis., did the Court have Jurisdiction of the 
person of tho accused No. 13. He testified that he was bom in a port¬ 
ion of what is now Poland, whioh was then under Austrian rule; that he 
became a naturalised citizen of the United States in 1910j and that he 
has resided outside of the United States continuously sinoe 1915 (R 24, 
4194-4201). The aooused, therefore, lost his United States citizen¬ 
ship under the provisions of tho Nationality not of 1940, Seotions 404, 
406; 64 Stat. 1170; 8 U.S.C.A. 804, 80g. The aooused did not olaim 
United States oitizenship and was apparently a stateless person. 

It is dear that the Court had Jurisdiction of the person of tho 
aooused and of the subjoot matter, 

B. Legal Sufficiency of Charge and Rartioulars t 
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Tha dofonse moved fbr a bill of particulars seeking (l) the number, 
ideritity and present thereabouts of Amorioans, who as surrendered and un¬ 
armed prisoners of war were subjected to killings, boatings, tortures, oto., 
during the period 1 September 1939 to 9 Dooeober 1941, in Buohonwald and 
the "inclusive dates" during whioh they, naming them,‘were thus subjected, 
and (2) like information as to the same olass of inmates who were thus sub¬ 
jected during the period 9 Deoomber 1941 to 11 April 1946, "oloarly stat¬ 
ing in detail the places or place at whioh the inclusive dates during 
whioh the alleged American victim or victims, naming them, were subjected* 
to killings, beatings, tortures, oto., (R 38, 39j Petition for Review, page 
8), The motion ms properly overruled (R 40), 

The Supreme Court of the United States in the case of In re Yamnshita, 
66 Supreme Court Reporter 340, statedi 

"Obviously oharges of violations of tho law of mr triable 
before a military tribunal need not be stated with the precision 
of a oommon law indiotment, Cf, Collins v, MoDonald • » • 258 U. S.- 
420, 42 S.Ct. 328, 66 L, Ed. 692." 

There is no material difference between tho allegations of the charge and 
particulars in this case and those in the Mauthausen Concentration Camp 
Case (United States v, Altfuldisoh, et al., opinion DJAVC, February 1947) 
and the Daohau and Flosseriburg Concentration Camp oases, supra. Similar 
attaoks upon the oharges and particulars in tho Mauthausen and Flosseriburg 
oases were overruled. There oan be no doubt that tho oharge and partic¬ 
ulars conform to the requirements of definitonoss prescribed by the proced¬ 
ure for Military Government Courts and sufficiently apprised the acoused 
as to the particulars of tho crime alleged (Section 5-323, Title 5), 

The defense also challenged the propriety of the oharge and partio- 

\ 

ulars because of the words "and divers other porsons" and moved that the 
trial take place only against those accused specifically named in tho 
particulars (R 36). The phrase in auostion certainly did not result in 
unnamed individuals being pluoed on trial for participation in the execut¬ 
ion of the oommon dosign. While this is not a oonspiraoy, in Anglo- 
Amerioan municipal oririml law practice concerning a true oonspiraoy, the 
evidence is permitted to take a wide range and all facts or oiroumstanoes, 
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whioh taken together show a oommon plan or purpose, are admissible 
(Underhill’s "Criminal Evidence*, Fourth Edition, pages 1406-1409). 

The phrase in question merely serves the purpose of speoifioally alert¬ 
ing the aooused that it wag not they alone who participated in the 
exeoution of the oommon design. Irrespective of the phrase in Question, 
as indicated by the avfchority immediately hereinbefore oited, evidenoe 
as to aots of others participating in the exeoution of the oommon design 
would have been admissible. The motion was properly overruled (R 37), 

As to group responsibility and liability of individuals comprising 
the group for the aots of the group as a whole for ill-treatment of 
concentration camp inmates, the British oourt in the Bolsen Concentration 
Camp Case admitted evidenoe as to cruelty and ill-treatment in the camp, 
irrespective of whether it pointed direotly to aooused then on trial, on 
the principle of vicarious liability, each of the aooused being respons¬ 
ible in varying degrees according to the position held. In its notes 
on the trial, the United Rations Vfcr Crimes Commission commented favor¬ 
ably upon the aotion of the oourt, pointing out that the regulation under 
whioh the oourt admitted the evidenoe resembled a rule of English 
municipal oriminal law whereby, after proof of a oonspiraoy between a 
number of persons, any aot or statement by any of them *in furtherance 
of the oqnmon design* is admissible against them all. It stated that 
the reason for the rule *is that eaoh of the parties to a oonspiraoy has, 
by entering into it, adopted all his confederates as agents to assist him 
in oarrying it out* (Law Reports, Volume II, pages 138-141). 

C. Judlolal Notice ? 

It was not oloarly established by evidenoe that the victims, who 
wore nationals of countries wholly or partially occupied by Germany, 
wore doported for labor or other purposes to Germany. However , the 
Court could take judioial notioe of the faot that, as a mr measure, 
hundreds of thousands of Russian, French, Polish, eto., nationals had 
been oompulsorily deported from oooupied territory to Gormaiy fbr wcrk. 
The illegal killing of these deportod Allied nationals was a war crime 
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(Law Reports, Volume I, page 53). It is obvious that the oourts in 
tte Daohau, Mauthausen and Flossenburg Conoentration Camp oases, and 
in the Hadamar Murder Faotory Case, supra, took judioial notice of this 
mass deportation. 

D. Motion for Findings of Not Guilty : 

At the olose of the proseoution's oase, the defense moved that find¬ 
ings of not guilty be nude as to all the aooused for the reason that the 
proseoution had flailed to establish a prima faoie oase (R 1773, 1774} 
Petition for Review, page 23), It is not error for a war crimes tribunal 
to overrule a motion fbr findings of not guilty made at the olose of the 
oase fbr the proseoution, if it believes that there is suffioient evid¬ 
ence to support the charge and that the aooused should be required to 
answer it (Seotion 5-327.2, Title 5, supra). In view of the evidenoe 
submitted by the proseoution, the Court did not err in reouiring the 
defense to answer. The motion ms properly overruled (R 1778), A 
similar praetioe is followed in oourts-martial (Paragraph 71, d, "Manual 
for Courts-Martial, U.S. Army", 1928). 

E, Superior Orders : 

As indicated in Seotion VI, post, aooused Nos. 16, 21 and 29 sought 
to justify their actions by offering evidenoe to show they wore aoting 
in oomplianoe with superior orders. By its Petition for Review, pages 
14-17, the defense appears to olaim that most, if not all, of the aooused 
aoted in oomplianoe with superior orders, Complianoe with superior 
orders does not oonstitute a defense to the charge of having committed 
a war crime (Trial of Henry Wire, 40th Congress, 2nd Sess., House of 
Representatives, Ex, Doo. No, 23, page 812; Volume II, Sixth Editipn, 
Oppenheim, "International Law", paragraph 253, page 453; Llandovery 
Castle Case, 16 Amerioan Journal of International Law, page 708; 

United States v. Thomas, opinion DJAW , Deoember 1945; Hadamar Murder 
Faotory Case, supraj and French Renublio v . Wagner, et al.. Court of Appeals 
Franoe, July 1946). This rule is followed in Anglo-American Jurisprud¬ 
ence (Mitchell v. Harmony, 13 How. 115, and "Manual for Courts-Martial, 
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U.S. Army*,1920). 

Compliance with superior orders may, under oertain o iroumstanoos , be 
considered in mitigation of punishment* However, an aooused who seeks 
relief on such grounds assumes the burden of establishing (a) that he 
reoeived an order from a superior directing that he oommit the wrongful 
aot; (b) that he did not know or, as a reasonably prudent oerson, would 
not have known that the act which he was direoted to perform was illegal 
or contrary to universally aooepted standards of human oonduct} and (o) 
that he acted, at least to some extent, under immediate compulsion* 

l 

Having satisfactorily established these elements, the amount to which his 

sentence should be mitigated depends upon the character and extent of the 

immediate compulsion undor whioh he acted. (See London Agreement of 8 

August 1945, Concerning Prosecution and Punishment of Major Wir Criminals 

of the European Axis} JM 27-10, Vfar Department, U.S. Army, "Rules of 

Land Warfare", paragraph 345.1, Change No. 1, 15 November 1944; Opoenhoim, 

"International Law", paragraph 253, and the Llandovery Castle Case oited 
« 

therein} "Manual for Courts-Martial, U.S. Army",1928} "Report to the 
President of United States", 7 June 1945, by Mr. Justioe Jaokson, U.S. 
Chief Counsel for the Prosecution of Axis Criminality} Extract from 
Ooebbels' "The Air Terror of Our Enemies", found in footnote, rage 53, 
"Military Oooupation and the Rules of the Law", by Ernst Fraenkel} 

United States v. Bury, et al., opinion DJA79C, September 1945} United 
States v. Thomas, supra} United States v. Beok, et al., opinion D JA'flC, 
Deoomber 1946} Flossenburg Concentration Camp Case, supra} and United 
States v. Stroop, et al., Superior Orders Case, opinion DJAWJ, September 
1947.) 

The evidence, if any, offered on behalf of each aooused in mitiga¬ 
tion of punishment beoause of an element of superior orders is discussed 
in Seotion VI, post* 

F. Executions t 

The defense through two witnesses offered evidence apparently for the 
purpose of establishing that the executions in general, but not in partic¬ 
ular, had a oolor of legality. At most the evidence indicates that the 
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executions, other than those in the horse stables by "detail 99", were in 
compliance with orders from SS Major General Mueller, Chief of the Gestapo 
in Himmler's ReiohsSeourity Head Offioe. These orders were in accordance 
with a deoree issued in 1942 relative to punishment of Poles and Jews, 
whioh plaoed the power of punishment in the Gestapo. (it appears that 
these witnesses probably had in mind the "Night and Fog Deoree" issued 
by Hitler, 7 Deoember 1941, disoussed by the "international Military 
Tribunal, Nuremberg", pages 232, 233.3 The execution orders were issued 
after reoeipt of files and reports from looal Gestapo agents. The 
evidenoe indicates the deoree may have been applied to all "eastorn labor¬ 
ers" (R 2778-2785). The sooretive, ceremonious executions by "detail 99" 
were allegedly in ooroplianoe with orders from the same agency, and were 
based on an undefined theory of reprisals! and reports of compliance were 
made to the ReiohsSeourity Head Offioe, as in other oases (R 2901, 4478- 
4483). 

The defense in its Petition for Review, pages 18-21, after oiting 
the same evidenoe asserts that these killings were legal. Concerning 
the executions by "detail 99", it asserts that the Hague Convention No. 

IV, 18 Ootober 1907, is not applicable by reason of Artiole 2 thereof. 

Said Artiole 2 provides as follows! 

"The provisions contained in the Regulations referred to in 
Artiole I, as well as in the present Convention, do not apply 
exoept between Contracting Powers, and then only if all the 
belligerents are parties to the Convention." 

Irrespective of the words of limitation contained in that artiole, 

Germary ms burdened with like principles in oonduoting its war * 

for the reason that the Convention merely gives formal expression to the 

practices and usages followed by civilized nations at war flnternatlonal 

Military Tribunal, Nuremberg", Volume I, pages 253, 254), In any event, 

in view of the fSot that it is the position of the defense that roost, if 

not all, of the inmates killed by "detail 99" were Russian prisoners of 

war, the more pertinent convention is the Geneva (Prisoners of War) 

Convention of 27 July 1929 whioh oontains no provision requiring that all 

the belligerents be parties to the Convention to make it of binding foroe 
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(TM 27-251, Vfer Department, U.S. Arny, "Treaties Governing land Warfare", 

7 January 1944; "International Military Tribunal, Nuremberg", Volume I, 
page 232)» 

The law of war is addressed not only to oombatants and public author¬ 
ities of a state but to anybody regardless of status or nationality who 
assists or participates in violation thereof (law Reports, Volume I, page 
103). 

While under international law a person who has been found guilty of 
acting as a spy or of having oommitted a war crime may be legally exeou- 
ted, the exeoution must be preoeded by a proper trial and sentence by a 
legally constituted oourt. Moreover, the Geneva Convention speoifioally 
prohibits measures of reprisal against prisoners of war (Volume II, 
Oppenheim's "International law," Sixth Edition, pages 331, 456, 457; 
Article 30, Annax to Hague Convention No. IV of 18 Ootober 1907 and 
Article 2 of the Geneva (Prisoners of War) Convention of 27 July 1929, 
both set forth in TM 27-251, Whr Department, U. S. Arny, "Treaties Gov¬ 
erning land Vferfhre", 7 January 1944; Volume 2, Wheaton's "International 
law", Seventh Edition, pages 220, 240; and Law Reports, Volume I, page 3l). 
The United Nations War Crimes Commission in commenting upon the British 

9 

Almelo Case stated as follows* 

"The rule of law on whioh the decision of the Military Court 
is based is, therefore, the rule that it is a war crime to kill a 
oaptured member of the opposing armed foroes or a civilian 
inhabitant of oooupied territory, suspeot of espionage or war 
treawon, unless their guilt has been established by a oourt of law." 
(Law Reports, Volume I, page 44.) 

It is Irrelevant that the executions may have been legitimate in 

the eyes of German jurists and that no violation of domestio law 

resulted (Law Reports, Volume I, page 54), Similarly, it is stated in 

"International Military Tribunal, Nuremberg", Volume I, page 223* 

"On the other hand the very essence of the Charter is that 
individuals have international duties whioh transoend the national 
obligations of obedienoe imposed by the individual state. He who 
violates the laws of war oannot obtain immunity while aoting in 
pursuanoe of the authority of the state if the state in authoris¬ 
ing aotion moves outside its oompetenoe under international law." 

Regardless of the preceding considerations, the defense failed to 
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meet its burden of going forward with the evidence to establish that the 
killings were justifiable. While not applicable as suoh to var crimes 
trials, the rule as to affirmative defenses in homioide oases in 
American muniolpal criminal law has been stated as followst 

"Generally, in criminal oases as in oivil oases the burden 
of proving affirmative defenses rests upon the defendant at all 
times. Accordingly, after the state has made out its case by 
evidence, in a proseoution for homioide, the aooused must assume 
the burden of establishing oiroumstanoes of justification, exouse, 
or mitigation. The proseoution being entitled to the benefit of 
the presumption of an intent to take life, where a person has 
been killed by the infliotion of a wound or by some other means 
calculated to produoe death, the aooused must assume the burden 
of proving that there was no intent to take life or that the 
killing was justifiable or excusable, or, at least, of raising 
a reasonable doubt in his favor. In order for the aooused to 
overcome the inferenoe or presumption of malioe arising from 
proof of the intentional use of a deadly weapon in committing a 
homioide, he must prove oiroumstanoes of extenuation or exouse, 
unless suoh foots appear in the evidence produoed by the 
proseoution* It is generally agreed that the aooused is not 
under any obligation to lntroduoe evidenoe to show mitigation, 
justification, or exouse if the proof on the part of the prosecu¬ 
tion shows it." 

(26 American Jurisprudence 352) .

numerous and were oommon ooourrenoes. It is quite improbable that any 
of those who were in the oanp a few days oould have believed that any of 
the beatings or killings were legitimate.

G. Conduct of Trial * 

1* Exolusion of Witnesses . As the trial opened the defense 
sought a direotion by the Court that all proseoutlon witnesses leave the 
oourtrocm* The prosecution responded that there was no proseoutlon wit¬ 
ness in the oourtroom who would testify prior to the afternoon session of 
that day* The Court denied the request (R 2} Petition for Review, page 
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10), The proceedings during the forenoon session were limited solely to 
purely preliminary procedural steps. No evidence was introduced (R 1-35), 
Following the brief opening statement of the prosecution in the afternoon 


session, the defense again requested that prosecution witnesses, if any, 
be direoted to leave tho oourtroom, which request was granted by the 
Court (R 43), In oourts-martial, the permitting of witnesses to be in 
court before they have completed their testimony or during opening 
statements is not prohibited, but subjeot to the discretion of the oourt, 
is strongly discoursed (Paragraph 121a, "Manual for Courts-Martial, U.S. 
Army", 1928). In the absenoe of statutory enactments, a similar rule is 
followed by municipal criminal law courts (Wharton's "Criminal Evidence", 
Eleventh Edition, page 2129). The Royal Warrant, 14 June 1945, concerning 
British war orimes trials contained no speoifio provision in this oonneot- 
ion. However, after objection by defense counsel in the Baleen Concentra¬ 
tion Camp Case, proseoution witnesses wore not permitted to remain in 
oourt after they had given evidence (law Reports, Volume II, pages 145, 146), 
Section 501, page 408, Trial Manual, oxovides that witnesses should be 
permitted in the oourtroom only during the oourse of their interrogation. 

The obvious objective of this role is to orevent witnesses from being aided 
in their testimony or influenced by other evidence presented in the case. 
While it would have been better had the Court exoluded all witnesses from 
tho courtroom, even during the preliminary steps, the Court's action met 
the general objectives of the anplioable rule and no injustice resulted to 
the aooused, 

2, Assignment of Identification Numbers to Aooused , The defense 
objeoted during the trial to the praotioe followed in American war orimos 
trials of requiring aooused to wear assigned numbers while in the dook 
(R 85, 86j Petition fbr Review, page 13), Apparently, it was the position 
of the defense that the oardboard shields bearing the numbers assigned to 
the respective aooused should be reversed so as not to be visible to a 
witness until aftor he had identified a particular aooused by pointing to 
him. Thus, the possibility of witnesses identifying aooused by relying 
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primarily on Information as to the number assigned to a particular accused 
obtained prior to entering the oourtroom would be eliminated. The 
defense has not pointed to ary instanoe whero a witness in faot so utilized 
information as to assigned numbers. The assignment of numbers is a 
pmotioal expedient in oases involving a large number of accused. The 
Court did not abuse its discretion. It appears that the praotioe of 
assigning numbers to aooused is also followed in British war crimes trials 
(Law Reports, Volume II, page 146). The real answer in avoiding spies 
in the oourtroom would be to exolude the whole of the general publio. 

3. Photographs During Trial . The defense, without stating its 
reasons therefbr, requested that press photographers be not permitted to 
photograph accused while wearing assigned numbers (R 52j Petition for 
Review, page 10). Ostensibly, it was the position of the defense that 
the dissemination of suoh photographs would serve as an aid to unscrupulous 
witnesses, this permitting them to pretend to be able to identify certain 
aooused, when they would otherwise have been unable to do so. The photo¬ 
graphing of accused in municipal oriminal law trials by press photographers 
and the publication of the piotures in newspapers togother with their 
names and other data is but an inoident of publio trials, is susoeptible to 
the same abuse, if any, and is oommon practice. The Court did not err in 
denying the request (R 52). 

4. Impeachment of Witnesses . In its Petition for Review, pages 

10-1£, the defense attaoks the credibility of three witnesses and in 

general oontends that it was deprived of proper opportunity to attack their 

/4814 

credibility (R 1266, 1399, 1401, 2766, 4878, 4806, 48^4, 4885, 5381, 5382). 
It does not appear that the Court abused its discretion in this oonnection. 

5. Absenoe of Accused. Illness . The defense made the following 
statement for the record* 

"From time to time during the oourse of the trial oertain of 
the aooused have been absent. The reason for the absenoe of these 
aooused is that they were siok in the hospital. During their absenoe 
they have been represented by an attorney of the United States Foroes 
and by individual German counsel, so that their interests during their 
absenoe have been adequately represented* (R 1778). 
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Although not utilized to date, the applioable prooeduro permits of a trial 
in absontia (Seotion 5-327.7, Title 5). Martin Bormann was actually tried 
in absentia as indioatod at pages 340, 341, Volume I, "International 
Military Tribunal, Nuremberg". It does not appear that any of the aooused 
who wore absent from portions of the trial because of illnoss were materi¬ 
ally hindered in defending the oharge against them. British rules also 
permit of proceeding with war orimes trials during the temporary absenoe 
of an aooused (Law Reports, Volume II, page 147). 

6. Inaooessibility of Witnesses . 

a. Location. Prior to resting the defense introduced an 
exhibit containing a list of prospective witnesses requested by the defense, 
setting forth as to eaoh the reason they had not appeared (R 5445, 5446t 
D-Ex 35). By its Petition fbr Review, page 9, it appears that the defense 
intends to oomplain that aooused were deprived of their fifth formal 
right, i.e., to present material witnesses on their behalf "or to have them 
summoned by the Court at your request, if practicable" (Seotion 501, page 
404, Trial Manual). There is no showing by the defense as to what it 
expeoted to prove by these witnesses. In any event, an examination of 
the exhibit reveals that it was not within the power of the Court to 
require these witnesses to appear at the trial, most of them residing in 
areas in Europe beyond the control of United States authorities, one having 
died, one having not been apprehended, eto. 

b. Intimidation. At an early stage in the presentation of the 
evidenoe for the defense, it contended that there was pressure fran some 
unofficial souroes to induoe witnesses not to testify in favor of the 
aooused (R 198B, 1989, 1994, 2023-2025). The Court entertained the sugg¬ 
estion of the defense that the Court request an investigation by the proper 
agencies (R 2025). The report of t he investigation, whioh was made a part 
of the reoord, fhils to reveal any such aotivity in the US Zor.e of 
Oooupation, but does indicate that possibly some questionable oonduot was 
being indulged in by members of a oortain political party in the British 
Zone of Oooupation resulting in the withholding of welfh.ro benefits from 
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individuals who appeared as defense witnesses. The report contains a oopy 
of a letter by an official of land Bavaria to German authorities in tho 
British Zone of Ocoupation oalling the matter to their attention and 
suggesting that action be taken to assure that prospective defense witnesses 
were not influenced direotly or indireotly. It does not appear that the 
defense ms materially hindered in presenting its oase (R 5680, 5681; P-Ex 
113). 

7. Dossier. The defense oonfcends by its Petition for Review, 
pages 27 and 28, that the proseoution failed to support all the data oon- 
tained in its dossier (R 5431; D-Ex 32) by evidence adduced during the 
trial; and that the dossier contained inflamatory and exaggerated material 
calculated to influence improperly the Court, as well as witnesses who by 
chance saw it prior to trial. The applicable procedure required that the 
Chief Proseoutor "assure that thb oourt reoelves a dossier of the oase 
against the aoeused tt containing a summary of the evidence in support of the 
prosecution's oase (Paragraph b, Seotion 230, Trial Mania, l). The pertinent 
provisions are not susceptible to tho construction that the prosecution must, 
at its peril, frilly support all data therein by evidence adduoed. 

8. Procedure Generally . The aooused were represented by compet¬ 
ent Amerioan and Gorman oounsel. One member of the Court ms a legally 
trained officer. Sufficient interpreters mre provided at all times. 

Full right of oross-examination ms extended throughout the trial. All 
of the aooused were given an opportunity to testify in their own behalf 
and all but five chose to do so. Both the findings and the sentenoe as to 
each aooused were approved by a two thirds vote of the members present. 

An effort has been made in this Seotion to disouss all questions of 
substantial importance raised by the defense. The trial ms oonduoted 
with fhirness to all aooused. 

VI* EVIDENCE AND RECOMMENDATIONS ! 

There is set forth in this Seotion a summary of the pertinent evid¬ 
ence both for and against each aooused in numerical sequenoe according to 
the numbers assigned to them by the Court. Near the end of enoh summary 
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of evidenoe all Petitions for Review and Petitions for Clemency, if any, 
which have been received up to and including 15 Novomber 1947, aro des¬ 
cribed as to date, the acoused on whose behalf they are filed, and the 
name of the person filing the same, together with such discussion, if any, 
as the petitions are believed to warrant. 

Unless otherwise indicated, an item referred to as a ’’Statement" is in 
the form of extrajudicial sworn testimony, 

1, JOSIaS PRINCE ZU WALDBCK 

Nationality* German

Evidence* Following 1944 there existed an order that in event of a 
state of emergency, concentration camps would no longer come under the 
authority of the headquarters at Oranienburg, but under that of the 
Higher SS and Polioe Leaders of the areas in whioh the oamps were looated. 
The aooused, as one of such officers, moved his headquarters from Kassel 
(R 1656) to the ground floor of the administration building in Buohonwald 
in early spring cf 1945 (R 1735, 1745, 1769j P-Exs 35A p, 8, 4QA p, 16, 

55A p, 5), 

In his Statement, the acoused admitted that he visited Buohenwald 
about fifteen times after 1939 in oonnootion with legal oases (R 1745| 

P-Ex 40A p, 4), and frequently in 1943 and 1944 in oonneotion with oases 
of corruption whioh ooourred during the regime of Camp Commander Kooh, 

From the findings of a speoial oourt the aooused learned of unlawful 
killings of inmates but did not learn of the killing of Russian prisoners 
of war in the horse stables (R 1745} P-Ex 40A pp, 8, 9), The acoused 
also admitted in his Statement that executions on orders from Berlin 
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were not. purerant to sentenoea imposed by oourta (R 1745} P-Ex 4QA p. 14). 
Aoousod No. 21 and this aoouaod knew that the inmates to be exeouted on 
orders from Berlin had not had the benefit of a trial and they disoussod 
that fact in 1944 (R 1745} P-Ex 4QA pp« 14, 15) • In his Statemert, the 
aooused further admitted that in April 1945 he saw three or four dead 
bodies lying on the road between Buohenwald and Weimar and thought.the 
deaths had resulted from over-oxertion (R 1745} P-Ex 4QA pp. 19, 20). 

In his Statemeit, aooused No. 21 stated that he assumed that an emergenoy 
had been proolaimod in Uaroh 1946, inasmuoh as this aooused was present 
and gave directions as to the operation of Buo henna Id and passed on to the 
oamp oommander the order of the Roiohsfuhrer SS that Buohennald was to bo 
evacuated in the beginning of April 1945. The order expressly stated 
that the oamp oommander would beoome the subordinate of this aooused. 

This aooused was in oharge of the ovaouation of Buohenwald (R 1755} P-Ex 
36A. pp. 4,8), 

The aooused testified that, as Higher S3 and Police Leader, in 
November 1939 he beoame judge advocate appointing and reviewing authority 
(R 5285). He had no power of command over Buohenwald and no jurisdiction 
over the Inmates there (R 5286, 6289), In all, the aooused visited 
Buohenwald about thirty times and on these visits werib Inside the actual 
protective custody oamp seven to eight times. The visits oonoerned 
our rent oourt matters and disoussions with the oamp physician about 
questions of public hygiene arising out of the war (R 5290, 6292). The 
aooused was not told of the medioal experiments carried out by the oamp 
physioian (R 5293, 5294). The aooused started the investigation of Camp 
Commander Kooh when he heard that something was wrong financially at 
Buohenwald. The aooused personally persuaded Himmler to let the oase 
prooeod. Included in the oase against Kooh were reports that Kooh had 
caused inmates to be mistreated (R 5296, 6296). The investigation was 
not initiated by aoousod purely out of personal hostility to Kooh (R 6297). 

"Case A” was an order that, when there was no longer oommunioation 
between a oonoerttration oamp and the headauarters at Orunionburg, the Higher 
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S3 and Polloe Leader of the district was to take over the funotion of the 
headquarters (R 5303), This order was not oarried into operation at 
Buohenwald, inasmuoh as oanrounications functioned until the.end (R 5304), 
Because of the approaoh of Amerioan forces, the aooused left his head- 
quarters in Kassel and moved first to Weimar and then to Buohennald on 31 
Maroh 1945 (R 5305), The Gauleiter and Reiohs Defense Commissar of 
Thuringia insisted that Buohenw&ld be liquidated. When the aooused refused, 
the Gauleiter threatened to take the question to the army high command 
(R 5307), On about 6 April 1945, the aooused reoeived a telephone call 
from Himmler in whioh the latter told him to "transmit my order to PISTER 
to evacuate Buohenwald down to a bare minimum." The acoused then trans¬ 
mitted the order to Camp Commander PISTES, aooused No, 21, who had learned 
of it earlier from Weimar (R 5308, 6309, 5310), The aooused did not 
supervise or oontrol the evaouation, but he assisted the oamp commander in 
every way possible (R 5359), The aooused saw two or throe of the trans¬ 
ports leave (R 5311), He saw no beatings (R 5312), He saw about 10 

dead inmates on the Buohenwald Weimar road (R 5314), The aooused also 

testified that aooording to offioial information from the railroad manage¬ 
ment at the time the evaouation transports departed, the rails used wore 
not disrupted (R 5361), 

Four defense witnesses, one a former Higher SS and Polioe Leader, 
two former S3 and polioe oourt judges, and the fourth a Gorman lawyer, 
testified as to the extent of the power and authority of the aooused as 
Higher SS and Polioe Leader, Aooording to the witnesses, the aooused had 
no power of oomnund over any troops, polioe organisations, the S3 or the 
seoret state polioe, exoept in case of a publio emergency (R 2891, 2913, 

5189 , 5190 , 5218), He was looated outside the channel of oomnund (R 5190). 
He had no authority over the inmates of concentration oamps (R 5194, 5236), 
but all oases of unnatural deaths of inmates were reported to him to deter¬ 
mine whether any offenses had been oommittod by SS guards (R 5194, 5236). 

It was his duty to order an investigation when he thought an offense had 
been committed (R 5208, 5244), Three defense witnesses testified that the 
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accused mis the driving force behind the investigation of Koch (R 2193, 
2916, 5221, 5240). A proseoution witness wad told that the aoousod 
ordered the prosecution of former Camp Commander Kooh and that he gave the 
order for the execution of Kooh just before the Amerioan troops arrived 
(R 1658, 1659), The aooused asserted in his Statement that some of tho 
inmates were exeouted pursuant to orders imposed by courts (R 1745j P-Ex 
40A p, 14). 

Sufficiency of Evidence t The Court was warranted from tho evidence as 
to the extent and nature of his participation, especially that as to his 
taking oharge of the oamp during the last days and the evaouation thereof, 
in its findings of guilty. The sentenoe is not excessive. 

Sentence i Life impriseminent. 

Petitions ! A Petition for Review was filed by defense counsel, Major 
Carl 'flhitney, 3 October 1947. A Petition for Clemency was filed by 
Colonels Gilbert E. Aokerman, Harry R. Pierce and William W. Robinson, 
members of the Court, 22 September 1947, recommending a reduction of the 
sentence from life imprisonment to five years' imprisonment. Clemenoy 
was reoemmended beoause it was not believed that the aooused had any 
jurisdiction or authority over Buohenwald until tho time of the evaouation, 
excepting oourt jurisdiction over SS personnel, and that as to the latter, 
his efforts to proseoute former Camp Commander Kooh were for the general 
betterment of the oamp. At the time of the evaouation of Buohenwald, the 
aooused passed on the evaouation orders, but there was nothing criminal per 
se in that. The aooused was not responsible for the results that aotually 
developed. A Petition for Clomenoy was filed by accused's wife, Altberg 
Furstin su Yfaldeok-iyrraont, 2 September 1947,

Evldenoe t The aooused and one witness testified that as administra¬ 
tion leader the aooused was responsible for procurement and initial distrib¬ 
ution of food and olothing for the inmates, equipment for Inmate auarters 
and administration of inmate propertyj and that he was responsible for 
proouroment of food, olothing, equipment for quarters and quarters for the 
troops at the main and suboamps (R 290 , 3965)* A seoond witness testif¬ 
ied that from 1942 to April 1945, the aooused was in oharge of the admin¬ 
istration of the oamp and espeoially in oharge of food. In 1942 the food 
situation was still normal (R 881). Food was distributed aooording to 
tables whloh oame from Berlin (R 882), Aooording to inmates who worked 
for the aooused, he distributed to inmates all the fbod he reoeived (R 884), 
A third witness, a formor inmate, testified that he was struok on the head 
with a stlok by an unknown man, later, his fellow inmates told him it was 
the aooused who had struok him (R 1153, 1154), A fourth witness testified 
that the aooused beat two inmates with his riding orop (R 1236), A fifth 
witness testified that the aooused beat inmates with a dog whip because 
they were not oarrying enough briok (R 1356), A sixth witness testified 
that the aooused was in the horse stables in June 1942 with aooused No. 21, 
while prisoners of war wore being exeouted (R 1286, 1293), 

The aooused testified that as administration leader for Buohemald his 
duty was to obtain food and equipment for the inmates and for the oamp 
guard troops (R 3965), He had nothing to do with orders to the guards, 
inmate labor allocations, nor any oontrol over the manner in whioh the in¬ 
mates were treated (R 3966), Upon taking over his duties at Buohenwald, 
the aooused stopped the feeding of inmate rations to dnlmals in the zoo 
and made certain that the Russian prisoners of war reoeivod the full 
inmate ration (R 3968), The ration for the inmates was presorlbed by 
the Ministry of Agriculture and Food in the same manner as for the civilian 
population (R 3979), Requisitions were based upon strength. By making 
a statement under oath that all inmates were heavy workers and that there 
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were no Jewish inmates in oamp, the aooused procured the heavy •workers ration 
for all inmates regardless of whether ttey were working or not. This ration 
had an average daily content of 2560 calories (R 3980), This falsifica¬ 
tion became known in February 1945 and the aooused was ordered to follow 
regulations (R 3980 , 3983). Thereafter, rations for inmates were 
approximately the same as for civilians (R 3966)* The aooused bought 
additional foodstuffs, rationed and unrationed, and secured food from the 
oanp garden (R 3986 , 3987). During the last four weeks of the operation 
of the oanp nearly all the camp bakeries stopped working because of air 
attacks (R 3988)* 

The aooused further testified that in 1942 eaoh prisoner had his own 
bed, bed linen, wardrobe, towel, and eating utensils (R 3968), later, 
equipment became more soaroe due to increased inmate strength and lack of 
replacements for equipment (R 3969), Beginning in October 1944, it was 
imp»ssible to obtain and distribute additional beds, blankets or other 
equipment (R 3972), The entire operation of the aooused relating to 
olothlng and food was oheoked by the Reiohs Aooounting Office (R 3992). 
Reoords were kept and it was impossible not to use all allocated food for 
the feeding of Inmates (R 3993, 3994). The aooused never oarried a 

riding orop or dog whip (R 4001, 4044). He did not beat an inmate labor¬ 

er (R 4002), nor beat two Russian inmates in the face with a whip (R 4044), 
The aooused also testified that he had nothing to do with detail 99 (R 4003). 

Aooused No, 21 testified that this aooused had nothing to do with 
detail 99 and was never at the horse stables with him (R 1941), . A defonso 
witness testified that, oontrary to orders, the aooused as administrative 
officer obtained heavy laborer rations for all inmates, including Jewish 
and non-working inmates (R 3515-3517), 

Sufficiency of Evidence i The Court was warranted from the evidenoe 
concerning the extent and nature of his participation, particularly that 
relating to his responsible position as administration loader for about 
three years and that relating to some individual aots of cruelty, in its 
findings of guilty. It is not shown that the death of ary inmate resulted 
direotty from his aots or from acts by others at HLs direction. The 
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sentence is excessive 




Sentenoe i Death by hanging. 

Pot itiona : A Petition for Review was filed by defense oounsel, Major 
Carl Whitney, 3 October 1947. A Petition for Clemency was filed by 
Ludwig Bamewald, 29 August 1947, 

Recommendation : Approval of findings and sentence, but that the 

sentence be commuted to imprisonment for life. 

3. AUGUST BENDER 

Nationality: Gorman 

Age; 38 

Connection with Buohenwald: 

a) Period: Second half 1944 - 11 April 1945 (R 849) 

b) Status: SS Major (R 873) 

o) Position: An assistant camp physician (R 2681) 

Eyldenoe : One witness testified that the acoused examined inmates 

to be sent out on work details or transports (R 849); that these examina- 
tions were oallod medical examinations, but involved the mere showing of 
naked bodies; that in most instances the inmates, who were assigned to wdrk 
details, were in very bad physioal condition (R 850); and that the acoused 
often took the names of inmates off work detail or transport lists in 
order to have the inmates examined by a specialist (R 87l). . A second 
witness testified that, when the aooused moved among orowds of inmates, 
he mistreated them by pushing, punching and kicking them (R 1166); and 
that inmates wore sent on transports regardless of their physioal con¬ 
dition (R 1164). 

Aooused No. 29, who served as first sergeant in the inmate hospital 
during the aoousod's tour, said in his Statement that this aooused signed 
inmate death certificates listing the oauses of death, although he nover 
examined the bodies of the dead inmates to ascertain the oauses, exoept 
when inmates died from unnatural oauses. An inmate olerk filled in data 
on certificates signed by the accused (R 1767; P-Ex 54A pp, 7, 14). 

A prosecution witness testified that the aooused was considered by 
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the inmates as one SS physioian who did not ham the inmates (R 414). 
Another proseoution witness testified that the aooused was ethioal as a 
doctor and that he did not discriminate as to race or nationality in his 
treatment of inmates (R 626). One of these and two other proseoution 
witnesses testified that the aooused helped inmates in several instanoes 
by taking them off transports or stopping transports beoause the inmates 
were physically unfit or badly equipped (R 414, 601, 602, 873). 

Throe defense witnesses, inmates who worked with the aooused in the 
inmate hospital throughout the aooused's tour, testified that the aoouBod 
did not strike or mistreat inmates (R 2292, 2632, 2685). Two of these 
witnesses anl a fourth witness, one of whom was an inmate dootor and 
another who was a worker in the inmate hospital, testified that the aooused 
was never seen making his way through waiting inmates by kicking or 
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hitting them with his fists (R 2034, 2292, 2632). The aooused was never 
observed discriminating between nationals during examinations (R 2296). 
After an air raid, the aooused aided viotims without distinguishing between 
S3 guards and inmates (R 2028). A fifth witness testified that the 
aooused saved his life and that the reputation of the aooused at Buohenwald 
was good (R 3096). 

Suffioienoy of Evidenoe : The Court was warranted from the evidence 
as to the extent and nature of his participation, particularly that relat¬ 
ing to the rank and position held ty the aooused for a substantial period 
of time, in its findings of guilty. However, there is no satisfactory 
proof of personal aots of violence or violence at his direotion, nor is 
there proof that his assigned tasks were inherently hamful to inmates . 

The sentence is excessive. 

Sentence : 10 years, commencing 6 May 1945. 

Petitions : A Petition for Review was filed by defense counsel. Major 
Carl Whitney, 3 Ootober 1947. 

Rooommendatlon i Approval of the findings and sentence . but that the 
sentence be reduoed to imprisonment for throe years, oommonoing 6 May 
1945.

Bvidenoe i One witness testified that it ms hi8 duty to remove dead 
bodies from the oanp prison; that the aooused ms in charge of the oamp 
prison on alternate days from September 1939 to February 1943; that the 
aooused was seoond in oharge thereof; and that when dead bodies were re¬ 
moved from the prison most of them had blood and foam issuing from their 
mouths and their fhoes were bloodshot and swollen (R 206, 214). Between 
50 and 100 dead bodies were carried from the oamp prison during an undis¬ 
closed period (R 214-2 ]6), A seoond witness, appearing for the defense 
and who testified during a German investigation in 1943 that about 3000 
to 4000 inmates of the prison "disappeared” during the preceding four 
years, testified that he knew of about 800 deaths there‘during that period 
(R 3078-3081), A third witness testified that the aooused was in oharge 
of the oamp prison; and that on one oooasion an inmate ms taken to the 
oamp prison and three days later his death report ms reoeived in the 
witness' blook (R 786), 

A fourth witness testified that on several oooasions he saw the 
aooused, who ms in oharge of the oamp prison, taking inmates and ropes 
from the oamp prison to the mods and saw the aooused return the inmates 
to the prison in unexhausted condition (R 1184, 1185), The witness 
saw inmates hanging by their wrists from trees in the woods with the 
aooused nearby. The witness ms in the oamp prison about Easter 1942 
for nine days without mter or food (R 1194, 1195), Several t imes food 
and mter were placed before him and he ms asked whether he wanted to 
make a confession. When he said "No”, he ms beaten ty the aooused 




Several tines the witness observed 


with a whip (R 1185, 1186, 1199), 
the aooused take inmates fran the prison to the orematory and saw him 
return without the inmates (R 1186), A fifth witness testified that in 
September 1939 he saw the aooused give a Jewish inmate the "26 lashes’ 1 , 
while he was bent over a speoial table. The witness heard from Jewish 
inmates that the vlotlm died as a result of the beating (R 1238), In 
June 1940 the aooused gave the witness 26 lashes with a stiok as partial 
punishment for drinking wine (R 1233, 1256). A sixth witness stated 
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that the aooused hanged two groups of Polish, Russian and German inmates 
to trees by their wrists (R 484, 485). 

A defense witness testified that the aooused was on duty during the 
time an inmate was kept chained to his bunk in oell 13 (R 3029-3031)} also 
during the time a Polish inmate with a badly out fhoe was kept three days 
with hLs hands ohained behind his baok and without food (R 3034). 

Another defense witness, who was in the oamp prison from the fall of 1939 
to February 1943, testified that the aooused was on duty while five 
Polish inmates were ohained to their bunks so that they oould not sit or 
lie. They were left in that position until they starved to death (R 3078), 

The aooused testified that he oooasionally slapped an inmate, but 
denied that he ever beat an innate sufficiently to oause him to bleed or 
need medioal attention (R 3438). The aooused administered oorporal 
punishment to inmates on 12 to 16 oooasions by beating them on the 
buttooks with a willow stiok 60 to 70 oentimeters long. These beatings 
were in oomplianoe with written orders from the Inspeotor General in 
Berlin and pursuant to direot orders from the oamp oommander (R 3439, 

3440). The aooused also testified that he saw inmates hanged by their 
wrists in the woods, bub this was in 1938 and the summer of 1939 (R 3448, 
3453). 

Two defense witnesses testified that, in 1943 during the German 
Investigation of killings in the oamp prison, the oo-worker of the aooused 
in the oamp prison oonfessed his guilt in oonneotion with the killings 
and stated that the aooused did not partioip&te in the orimes (R 2814, 
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2936), Two otter defense innate witnesses, both of whom had been con¬ 
fined in the oamp prison, one for 14 months and the other from 1939 to 
1943, testified that the aocused and his oo-worker had duty on alternate 
days and that they were enemies (R 3002, 3003, 3055). They furthor 
testified that killings were committed by the oo-worker of the aooused 
when the aooused was not present (R 3006, 3057); and that aooused boat 
inmates only when they misbehaved, in whioh oases they preferred the 
beatings to being reported (R 3056 , 3077). These witnesses did not know 
nor did they hear from other inmates that the aooused ever hanged inmatos 
by ropes (R 3007 , 3066), No inmates died in the oamp prison on days 
when the accused was on duty (R 2816, 2938, 3062, 3079). The aooused 
aided the inmates in the oamp prison by getting them medioine from the 
hospital and additional blankets (R 3008). The aooused and all other 
SS personnel of Buohenwald were afraid of the oo-worker of the aooused 
(R 3013). 

Sufflolonoy of Evidenoe : Viewing the evidence in its most favor¬ 
able light for the aooused, he was seoond in oharge of the oamp prison 
and in foot responsible for the operation thereof on alternate days. 

It is olear that at least hundreds of those oonfined therein died as a 
result of various abuses and mistreatment and, while there is no satis¬ 
factory proof that the aooused personally killed any of them, it is 
satisfactorily established that he was responsible for many of the 
deaths. The Court was warranted from the evidenoe concerning the oxter* 
and nature of his partioipation, especially that relating to the operation 
of the oamp prison for more than three years, in its findings of guilty* 
.The sentenoe is not excessive.

5. ARTHUR DIETZSCH 


Nat locality: German

o) Position: Chief male nurse in experimental blook 46 

from 1943 to 1946 (R 3109) 

Evidence : Three witnesses testified that in accordance with lnstruo 

tions frcm the SS physioian in charge, the aooused injeoted Jewish, Polish 
Dutch and German inmates in blook 46 with typhus (R 155, 566, 1130-1132), 
One of these witnesses also testified that the tasks assigned to the 
aooused included supply for as well as aiding as a principal assistant in 
oarrying out the medical experiments on human beings in this blook. 

The experiments related to typhus and yellow fever (R 1130), 

A fourth witness testified that, in the fell of 1943, he was ordered 
to report to the inmate hospital. Several Jewish, Russian, Fronoh and 
German inmates wore also there, although none had reported siok. The 
aooused took them to blook 46, They did not know why they were taken 
there. On the third day the witness and three others were injected by 
the accused. The witness beoame ill with typhus on the thirteenth day. 
There were 65 to 70 inmates in blook 46, inoluding Russians, Prenoh and 
Jews. The aooused severely mistreated the inmates. The witness saw 
eight to ten of these inmates die before he beoame oritioally ill. All 
injeotions were given by the aooused. Of the 65 to 70 patients in blook 
46 the witness never saw ary of them again in oamp, except for one French 
inmate. Probably they died later (R 1647-1649), 

In his Statement, the aooused admitted that there were 400 to 600 
experiments with typhus. About 100 inmates died from these, experiments 
(R 1742; P-Ex 37A p. 4), 

A former inmate, a British wing oommander, and three other proseou- 
tion witnesses testified that the aooused helped, at the risk of his own 
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lift), to substitute three live Allied inmates, inoluding this wing 
commander, fbr three dead inmates, thereby assisting in the esoapo of 
the Allied inmates (R 172, 195, 274, 275, 533-356, 581, 1143), The 
wing oommandor also testified that the aooused smuggled letters out for 
inmates (R 173), Two of the above witnosses also testified that one 
Dutoh inmate was saved from a transport by the aooused (R 336, 1143), 

Three witnesses testified that the aooused was on the list of inmates 
to be oxeouted by the SS on 6 April 1945, but he avoided being executed 
by hiding until the liberation of the oamp (R 581, 1146, 1231). A 
defenso witness testified that, while he was experimented upon in blook 
46 from January to June 1942, the aooused gave him good treatment and did 
not beat him or any one else (R 3456), 

The aooused testified that in 1941 ho spent six weeks in the oamp 
prison for antifascist aotivities (R 3100, 3101), Upon his release in 
January 1942, he was to be sent on a transport. In ordor to avoid that 
fate, he obtained a job in the now experimental station in blook 46 
(R 3104, 3105, 3108), In the spring or sunmer of 1943, he beoamo ohief 
male nurse there. As suoh, his duties oonsisted of inooulat ions, examina¬ 
tions, and treatment of the siok (R 3109), He was present at all 
experiments after 1943 (R 3111), His prinoipal duty was to nurse the ' 

inmates exDerimented upon book to hoalth (R 3112), He had nothing to 

\ 

do with selecting the infeoting matorial or the inmates for the experi¬ 
ments (R 3114), The aooused did his best to nurse the inmates baok to 
health . He saved those he oould. Also ho avoided experimenting upon 
between 100 and 150 inmates whose names were furnished by the inmate 
illegal oamp administration (R 3123, 3132), The aooused also testified 
that he worked with the inmate illegal oamp administration and that ho 
gathered information from foreign news broadoasts for it (R 3125), He 
admitted by his testimory that he punished inmates in blook 46 by with¬ 
holding their food (R 3147), but only rarely, when reprimands would no 
longer suffioe (R 5626). 

Sufflolenov of Bvldenoe t The Court was warranted from the evidence 
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oonoerning the extent and nature of his part ioipation in its findings of 
guilty* The sentenoe is not exoessive*

Evidence i One witness testified that the aooused was known among 
the inmates as the M horror of Buohenwald w and there was general talk 
among the inmates that he performed surgioal operations on healthy inmates 
who were afterwards killed by injeotions (R 358, 359)* 

A seoond witness, who was a body oarrier in the hospital from 1939 
to the end of 1941, testified that, at tho beginning of the year 1941, he 
saw the aooused injeot a Dutch inmate with evipan in operating room No, 2 
and after a few minutes the innate was dead. The witness carried out 
his body and the bodies of about six other Dutoh inmates on the same day 
' (R 1320, 1321, 1323, 1325). 

A third witness, a male nurse in the inmate hospital, testified that 
in 1941 he personally saw tho accused give injeotions to several Polish 
and Jewish inmates and that they died almost immediately (R 1704), One 
morning this witness observed ths giving of suoh injeotions to seven 
inmates, who were not seriously ill, and helped oarry out their bodies 
after they died (R 1705, 1710). Tho aooused enjoyed using the operating 
knife and he made very large outs in comparison with other surgeons 
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(R 1702), The aooused pioked up all oamp inmates who were suffering 
fran hernia and ordered them to the hospital where he told than *you 
oannot expeot any light work or any oonvalesoent period if you will not 
permit yourself to bo operated upon for hernia*. He operated on an 
unwilling old Polish inmate who died 12 to 14 days later (R 1703). 

A fourth witness, who worked as a physician's olerk in the patholog- 
ioal department from 1939 to 1944, testified that the aooused went through- 
various details in oamp and pioked out inmates for reporting to the 
hospital. The witness personally observed the aooused making selections 
in the sook mending detail. They usually died within a short time there¬ 
after. When the aooused was on furlough only two or three dead bodies 
oame into the pathologloal department eaoh day Instead of the usual 20 to 
30 bodies (R 1690, 1697). Aooording to the inmates, the aooused issued 
verbal orders that for various periods of time up to six weeks Jewish 
inmates oould not be treated in the hospital (R 1697, 1699), 

The aooused testified that he was sent to Buohonwald in February 
1941 and served first as troop dootor (R 3766). From the middle of June 
1941 until he left Buohenwald, about the middle of August 1941, he treated 
inmates at the inmate hospital (R 3758, 3767, 3910). The aooused was the 
only dootor who performed operations at the inmato hospital at that time 
(R 3771). He was told that, if he did not Derform the operations, "we 
will have to let those bums rot* (R 3769). The aooused oould have with¬ 
drawn, but was fbreed by his oonsoienoe and professional ethios as a 
physioian to continue (R 3781). Many inmates died during operations due 
to their being nearly dead when brought to the operating table (R 3783). 

A disease whioh undor normal conditions would not be fatal resulted in 
death under the conditions at Buohenmld (R 3916). The aooused gave many 
injeotions to inmates at Buohenwald but never for the purpose of killing 
them (R 3793). He did not order ary mass operations for hernia (R 3786), 
The aoousod operated on a 69 year old Polish inmate. The operation wj 
a suooess bub later the inmato suddenly died, possibly at the hands of the 
inmate illegal oamp administration. The aooused did not kill him 
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(R 3786*3788). He did not las us a regulation prohibiting tho troatmerxt 
of Jewish Inmates and he had no authority to do so (R 3772). Haro os is 
mis produced as in other Gorman hospitals, by injeotion of evipan sodium 
(R 3775. 3776). Tho aooused did not wander around the oamp looking for 
viotims (R 3803)• He was never present at offiolal conferences at 
Buohenwald and never present at an execution (R 3807, 5633). The accused 
did not experiment on the Inmates (R 3919). The aooused gave an Isolated 
group of about 40 inmates, suffering from ooen tuberculosis, oalolum and 
vitamin C Injections daily (R 3795). later, he heard that these inmates 
were, on orders fran Berlin, to reoeive ’'special treatment”, namely, to be 
eliminated by medical means* The aooused objeoted, refused to take part, 
and wrote a report to Berlin about it* The aooused also testified that 
later he heard that theBe inmates had been killed (R 3798).* 

Four defense witnesses, former inmates, testified that the aooused 
ms not known among the inmates as tho "terror of Buohenwald” (R 2985, 
3138, 3459, 3494)* One of theso witnesses, a male nurse in the surgloal 
department of the innate hospital with the aooused, never saw the aooused 
inject a prisoner for tho purpose of killing him (R 3494), 

Suffiolenoy of Bvldenoe t The Court was warranted from the evidence 
oonoorning the extent and nature of his participation, especially that as 
to his activities as second oamp physioian for about six months during 
whioh time he killed several inmates by injootion, in its findings of 
guilty. The sentence is not exoessive, 

Sentenoe t Death by hanging. 

Pot it ions » A Petition for Review was illed by defense oounsel, 

Major Carl Whitney, 3 October 1947, A Petition for Clemenoy was filed 
by Colonels Harry R. Pioroe and William W. Robinson, members of the Court, 
22 September 1947, recommending a oommutation of the sentenoe to 10 years' 
imprisonment.

Evidence ; The aooused admitted in his testimony that he had charge 
of all medioal services at suboamp Ohrdruf from 1 January 1945 until the 
liberation (R 4549, 4581), A witness testified that of 13,000 inmates 
at svboamp Ohrdruf in January 1945 at least 1500 died before liberation, 
excluding those who died during the evaouation (R 371)• 

A seoond witness testified that at suboamp Ohrdruf three or four 
horse stables used as barraoks formed a part of the hospital under the 
direot supervision of the accused. In these horse stable barracks form¬ 
ing a part of the hospital alone up to fifteen inmates died daily. In 
addition Inmates died in other barraoks (R 1557), The sick inmates lay 
on the stone floors in the barraoks used as a part of the hospital, with¬ 
out mattresses or blankets. They received only half of the normal in¬ 
mate ration. They relieved themselves on the spot and the stench was 
horrible. They were like human skeletons and their skins were oovered 
with untreated suppurated wounds. In February and M&roh 1946, tiro 
transports left suboamp Ohrdruf fbr Belsen Concentration Camp. The 
aooused stated at the time that the inmates wore being sent "for convalesc¬ 
ence", These inmates were in extremely poor physioal condition. 
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Although it was winter, they ware paoked into open truoks (R 1558, 1567), 
The accused did not try to get medical supplies, food, or proper bedding 
for them (R 1561). The witness further testified that several thousand 
inmates died at suboamp Ohrdruf while the accused ms there (R 1563, 1582, 
1583). 

The aooused slapped the witness in the fhoe two or three times when the 

witness endeavored to "save the life of one prisoner* (R 1559), The 

aooused's medical orderly beat a Greek inmate in the presenoe of the 

aocused by striking him 20 times on the buttocks with a wire filled rubber 

hose (R 1560), On another oooasion a medioal orderly, in the presenoe of 

the aooused, drove sick inmates out of the waiting room at the dispensary 

by beating them with a stick. Some of them were bleeding as a result of 

prior ailments or as a result of the beatings (R 1561). At the time the 

suboamp was evaouated, the aocused and other SS perscnnol shot inmates too 

sick to walk and those who tried to hide in order to avoid being evaouated. 

However, the witness merely saw the acousod enter a barrack with a pistol 

A 

in hand and heard shots and soreams, but did not see any aotual shootings 
by him (R 1562, 1563), 

A third witness corroborated the testimony of the seoond witness as 
to the conditions in and the deaths whioh ooourred in the hospital at 
Ohrdruf, as well as the aooused’s failure to attempt to remedy the situa¬ 
tion (R 1524, 1526), 

The aooused testified that he was stationed at Buohenwald for seven 
and ono half weeks for orientation and then sent to suboamp Ohrdruf where 
ho was required to provide medioal oare for 10,000 inmates in addition 
to troops and oivilian workers (R 4547, 4551). He immediately undertook 
a medioal re-examination of all inmates and found 3000 of them unfit for 
work. He oausod 2000 of the unfit inmates to be returned to Buohenwald 
(R 4558-4560). He set up a medioal administrative offioe and had complete 
medioal reoords made on all inmates (R 4561, 4562). The aooused inspect¬ 
ed the food of the inmates and objeoted when he found the vegetable soup 
very thin (R 4565). At his instigation all inmate doctors and sale 
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nurses were taken off work details and given medical duties* (ft 4558), 

All information as to mistreatment of inmates ooming to the attention 
of hospital personnel ms reported to him and he passed the same on to 
his superiors (R 4571, 4572), He strictly forbade the beating or rough 

handling of inmates (R 4673), In the north camp some inmates, unfit 

for work, wore quartered in horse stables and slept on straw while 
amiting transport back to Buohenwald, Inasmuch as they did not work, 
they reoeived only the normal ration (R 4575, 4576), Aooused also 
testified that when he arrived at suboamp Ohrdruf in &nuary 1945, there 
were 10 to 15 deaths daily, but in February and Uaroh this was reduced 
to five deaths daily (R 4649, 4577, 4578), 

A defense witness testified that the aooused forwarded about 500 
death oertifloates loft by his predecessor (R 2689), The aooused succ¬ 
eeded in obtaining considerable quantities of drugs and medioal supplies 
from the arny for suboamp Ohrdruf (R 1952, 3577)* 

Sufficiency of Evidence « The Court was warranted from the evidence 

% 

oonoerning the extent and nature of his participation in its findings 
of guilty. However, the sentenoe of imprisonment for life is not warrant¬ 
ed because the evidence does not satisfactorily establish that deaths or 
widespread abuse and lll*treatment were traoeable dlreotly to the accused.

Pet it ions i A Petition for Review was filed 1y defense oounsel, Major 
Carl Whitney, 3 Ootober 1947, A Petition fbr Clemenoy was filed by

Evidence ! The accused testified that he tbs specially assigned to 
his Job as labor allocation leader at Buohenwald by the S3 Eoonomie and 
Administrative Department in Berlin (R 4726)* As labor allocation leader 
the aooused was required to compile oomplete labor statistics on all 
inmates in the main and suboamps, make all labor allocations and supervise 
the labor servioe leaders, whose duty it tbs to oause the work details to 
fall out and to inspect their work (R 4727, 4728). One witness testified 
that the aooused seleoted the 600 inmates, who were transported from 
Buohenwald to Ausohwitz Concentration Camp in Ootober 1942 (R 829), 

A seoend witness testified that the aooused made up the list of names for 
the * invalid transports* for the purpose of eliminating inmates who were 
unable to work (R 1689, 1690). A third witness testified that in the fb 11 
of 1941, a Polish inmate was lying in the formation square. The aooused 
kiokBd him in the side and said, "You lazy swine, get up". Then he 

jumped on the inmate's ohest with both feet (R 1183). The witness never 
saw the viotim after that (R 1184), A fourth witnoss testified that in 
Ootober or November 1943 the aooused beat inmates with a riding orop 
because their aotions displeased him (R 1237, 1268), 

The aooused testified that as labor allocation leader, from Ootober 
1940 to November 1942, he prooessed the requisitions and took oare of the 
bookkeeping oonoerning their daily work (R 4725, 4727, 4746). When 
orders oame to detail inmates to a suboamp or to compose a transport to 
another concent ration oamp, the aooused caused them to be seleoted on the 
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basis of thoir skills* Those soleotod were examined for fitness for 
the transports by the oamp physician and the transport lists included 
only those found to be fit (R 4733, 4734). Only Inmates who were or 
could be allocated for work were oovored by labor statistics card files 
(R 4738). The aooused had nothing to do with making up an invalid trans¬ 
port to Belsen Concentration Camp in 1941, or a transport exclusively of 
Jewish inmates to Ausohwits Concentration Camp in 1942 (R 4737, 4738, 
4739), The aooused removed from the latter transport the skilled labor¬ 
ers needed in Buohenmld (R 4739). The aooused was required to assure 
that inmates were allocated to the work intended, but not to determine 
whether they were doing the prescribed amount of work (R 4742), The 
acouscd asserted that ho did not kick an inmate and Junp up and down on 
his ohest in the fall of 1941 (R 4745). He also donied that he boat 
inmates during the fall of 1943,. at which time he had already left Buohen¬ 
mld (R 4746, 4747). 

Two defense witnesses and aooused No. 26 testified that this aooused. 
as labor allocation leader, had nothing to do with forming a transport 
exclusively of invalids or Jews, there being no application for labor in 
suoh oases (R 4150, 4151, 4643, 4644, 4701), Aooused Nos, 24 and 26, 
who were at the gate eaoh morning (apparently the formation square was 
visible from that point) testified that they did not soe the aooused 
kick and jump on an inmate in the flail of 1941 (R 4145, 4146, 5157). 

Suffioienoy of Evidence ! The Court was warranted from the evidenoe 
oonoerning the extent and nature of his participation, particularly that 
rolating to his oooupying a very important managerial position whioh 
vitally involved the daily lives of the inmates for two years, in its 
findings of guilty. However, it is not believed the death sentence is 
warranted.

1943; camp oommander of suboamp Werniger- 
ode, March 1943 - June 1944; oamp oommander 
of suboamp Boohumer Verein, June 1944 - 
Maroh 1945 (R 5067, 5068), 

Evidence * The accused was oamp oommander of suboamp Wernigerode 
and later of suboamp Boohumer Verein from Maroh 1943 to June 1944 and 
from June 1944 to Maroh 1945, respectively (R 6067, 5068, 5106, 5107), 

One witness testified that in August 1948 there were 600 to 700 inmates 
in suboamp Wernigerode (R 1421), Included among them wore Yugoslavs, 
Russians, Poles, French and Cseohs, The food they received oonsisted 
of poor quality soup and bread. They wore required to stand roll call 
from 0600 to 0600 hours. They worked 11 to 12 hours a day in an airplane 
faotory (R 1422), Their physioal oondition was very poor, Eaoh week 
transports of five to eighteen inmates who had oollapsed were sent to 
Buohemvald, The witness never saw these men again (R 1422, 1423), 

During the fall of 1943 the aooused kicked inmates with his nailed boots

and hit them with his riding orop when the columns wore not kept straight 
(R 1421, 1423)4 The witness saw the aooused beat prisoners on many 
oooasions (R 1424). The witness ms in tho front row about 12 feet 
from the gallows when throo Polish and three Russian inmatos were hanged 
as a rosult of a mentally dofeotive Polish inmate reporting that they 
intended to osoapo and liberate the oamp in September 1943 (R 1425)* 

The witness saw the aooused standing about eight feet from the gallows 
(R 1425)* The aooused admitted that these hangings took plaoe (R 6079- 
5081), The aooused testified that all the prisoners in the suboamp 
were required to stand at attention in front of tho gallows for one hour 
(R 5080), 

A seoond witness testified that at suboamp Boohumer Verein the 
aooused beat an Inmate to death beoauso he was not working hard enough 
(R 1454), He also shot three Russian inmates for stealing food (R 1465)., 
Tho witness, an Inmate at Boohumer Verein from June 1944 to Maroh 1946, 
also testified that there were not enough beds fbr the inmates. For 
breakfast they reoeived a half liter of blaok water instead of ooffoei 
„ for lunoh, one liter of soup made from grassf for supper, 100 grams of 
bread and 10 grams of sausage (R 1465), 

A third witness testified that the aooused ms oamp commander of 
suboamp Boohumer Verein, which was at the outset a construction detail 
(R 1463). Aocording to the aooused, after the suboamp ms established 
the approximately 1600 inmates worked in a munitions fhotory (R 5086, 

5090, 5C91, 5124). The inmates worked twelve hours a day and reoeived 
only a liter of soup and 260 grams of bread daily. About Maroh 1946 
they reoeived one half liter of soup and 150 grams of broad daily. 

There were Ctooh, Russian, Polish, Hungarian, Rumanian, Jewish and 
German inmates (R 1464), In November 1944, tho witness saw the aooused 
shoot four Russian inmates who may have been looting during an air raid 
(R 1466, 1466), In October 1944, the witness saw the aooused hit a 
Russian innate six times across the baok of the head with a rubber hose 
resulting in his death (R 1466, 1467), Boohumer Verein ms evacuated 
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about 14 Maroh 1945* About 100 Inmates wore placed in each oar where 
they remained about five days* They reoelved one liter of soup before 
they left, but no food for the Journey, In the oar in whloh this witness 
rode, 30 Inmates, including Czeoh and Frenoh, were dead when the car 
arrived at Buohenwald (R 1468), 

A fourth witness testified that inmates of suboamp Boohumer Veroin 
wore beaten and kicked in the presenoe of the aooused* Many Inmates died 
as a result of these beatings and klokings* Working conditions compared 
with the worst extermination oamp of the east. Inmates worked 12 to 14 
hours a day. The oamp doctor, a Czeoh inmate, said he had instructions 
from the aooused to perform gasoline injeotions on the inmates (R 5450, 
5451, 5453, 5458). 

The aooused testified that he was in change of all the inmates at 

suboamp Wernigerodo} that he was responsible for the proper use of the 

inmates, their food and quarters, and for their continued productivity 

(R 5070). The inmates lived in four large wooden barracks which oould 

be heated from the faotory (U 5069). Following difficulty with the plant 

foremen because they tried to get more work out of the inmates than oould 

be expooted, the aooused established a table of maximtxn production 
« 

(R 5070 , 5071). Although the aooused did not have the right to do so, 
he oaused oorporal punishment up to five or six blows to bo administered 
rathor than to report infractions of rules to higher authority (R 5071, 
6072). The aooused did not kiok marohing details or otherwise mistreat 
them (R 5072). He had no riding orop at auboamp Wernigerodo (R 5073). 

The six inmates oxeouted at this suboamp were sentenced to death by the 
Relohs Seourity Head Offloo (Himmler's). The aooused had nothing to do 
with the executions (R 5079-5081), The aooused further testified that 
there wis a loudspeaker system in oamp over whioh inmates oould hear 
music} motion pioturos wore shown once a week} and the inmates oould play 
soocer on Sundays (R 5083), The aooused testified that his assignment 
at suboamp Boohumer Veroin after June 1944 was similar to his former 
assignment at Wernigerodo and that at one time he had 1600 Inmates therein 
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(R 5086), While the suboanp v»8 being constructed, the inmates received 
only normal rations as they were not doing production work. The aocusod 
secured additional food from the faotory warehouse* Cabbage and spimoh, 
but not grass, were used for soup (R 6088)* After the inmates started 
working in the faotory, the additional ration for heavy workers was 
approved (R 5123). The food was sufficient for the work required of the 
inmates (R 5122)* The aooused did not shoot several Russian inmates who 
were looting the warehouse during tho air raid on suboatnp Boohumer Veroin 
in November 1944 (R 8094. 5097, 5098). Three barracks were destroyed 
in this air raid and it was neoessary, as a temporary measure, to put two 
inmates in one bed (R 5098, 5099)* In evacuating suboatnp Boohumer Vorein, 
1300 inmates were placed in 26 covered railway oars (R 5100), The 
aooused also testified that rations for three days were taken along and 
there was a water container in each oar. Only two Inmates died on the 
entire transport (R 5102). 

Pour defense witnesses testified that they never saw the aooused 
oarry a stick, olub, or other objeot which oould be used for beating* 

They never saw him beat inmates at suboatnp Boohumer Verein (R 2454, 2460, 
2726, 3935, 3934, 5001). These and one additional witness had never 
heard that the aooused shot four Russian inmates for looting during an 
air raid (R 2457, 2723, 2727, 3935, 5003), Two of these witnesses 

f 

testified that tho inmates on the evaouatlon transport were fed eaoh 
day (R 2729, 5006). 

Sufficiency of Evidence » It is olear that the aooused was oamp 
oommander of suboamps for two years) that during his administration at 
suboamp Wemigerode six inmates were publioly hanged in his presence) 
and that in his oapaoity as suboamp oommander he permitted and person¬ 
ally subjected inmates to severe mistreatment. The Court was warranted

Evidence ! The aooused admitted that he was camp adjutant from 
September 1939 to January 1940 (R 3398). One witness testified that the 
aooused, as adjutant to Camp Commander Koch, was the personal representa- 
tive of the oamp oomnander and responsible for the work of the two or three 
protective custody oamp leaders. The latter on alternate days were in 
effeot officers of the day and had oha rge of all inmates in the oamp. 

The roll call leaders worked for the protective oustody oamp leaders 
(R 283, 284, 286, 287). The witness stated that the aooused was greatly 
feared by the inmates) that on one oooasion Inmates near the witness were 
kioked and beaten with a stiok by the aooused) and that the aooused 
frequently mistreated inmates at roll oall by striking them with his 
fists, beating them with a stiok or whip, and by kioking them (R 296). 

A seoond witness testified that the aooused was always present when 
any official beatings took plaoe (R 1239). In April 1940, the aooused 
struok an inmate in the baok of the head with his fist, knocking the 
viot 1m against a wall, causing him to bleed (R 1239). The victim was 
taken to the hospital (R 1240), A third witness testified that the 
aooused made inmates kneel and then kioked them in the sorotum (R 1356). 

To spit on the street was striotly forbidden by the oamp oommander. 

When the aooused saw spittle on the street, he made the nearest innate 
liok it up (R 1356, 1357), In the first half of 1940, the aooused had 
two blook leaders bend down a biroh tree and made a Jewish innate hold 
on to it. Then the blook leaders released the tree and the inmate 
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ms catapulted into the stone quarry (R 1367, 1373), The third witness 
testified that about one month after Germaiy oooupied Franoe and 
Belgium (1940) the aooused severely beat a Belgian inmate and a Dutch 
Innate with a leather whip about 1.20 meters long whloh he always 
carried (R 1713-1715), Aooused No, 22 stated in his Statement that he 
served as a rifleman on an execution detail at the Gennan Armament Works 
in the first half of 1941, The aooused was present and designated the 
individual that aooused No, 22 was to shoot (R 6586) P-Ex 107A p, 6), 

The aooused testified that in January 1940 he was transferred to 
Berlin (R 3409), In 1943 he returned as an inmate to Buohenwald (R 3399). 
As adjutant he was in ohargo of personnel matters for members of the 
staff (R 3399), and had nothing to do with the proteotive custody oamp 
or the Inmates (R 3402), He was also legal offioer and investigated 
suioides and shootings of inmates (R 3405, 3407). While he was 
adjutant there were no executions nor ary detail 99 (R 3404), In 
April 1940, when he was alleged to have pushed an inmate's faoe against 
the wall and in 1941 when he was alleged to have hit a Belgian and a 
Dutoh inmate with a whip, he was no longer in Buohenwald (R 3414). 

The aooused did not make inmates kneel down and then kiok them in the 
aorotim, nor make them liok the spittle on the ground (R 3413), Ho 
did not oause an inmate to be oatapulted from a biroh tree into the 
stone quarry (R 3414), Tho aooused also testified that when he ms 
adjutant he did not beat inmates, although he did so when he worked in 
the inmate oompound in 1937 (R 3423), 

Two defense witnesses, one the former innate orderly of tho aooused, 
testified that they had never seen the aooused beat or mistreat inmates 
during the time he was adjutarfc (R 1999, 2011, 3163), 

Suffloionoy of Bvldonoe i The Court might well have ocnoluded that 
the aooused ms not transferred to Berlin in &nuary 1940) and that he 
oontinued as adjutant at Buohonmld until sometime during 1941* Although 
it is not shown that any speoifio deaths resulted directly from the acts 
of the aooused or from tho aots of others at his direction, in view of 
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tho responsibilities assumed and performed by the aoousod in his important 
position as adjutant, coupled with a continuous oourse of violonoe, it is 
oloar that ho was responsible for immeasurable mistreatment and suffering* 
The Court was warranted from the evidenoe concerning the extent and 
nature of his participation in its findings of guilty* However* tho 
evidenoe as to the slgnifioanoo of his position and the evidenoe merely 
tending to assign responsibility to him for illegal killings does not 
satisfactorily establish that the death penalty is warranted. The sent¬ 
ence is oxoessivo*

Bvidenoe * In his Statement* iho aooused admitted that ho was in 
oharge of the camp prison from February 1943 to January 1946 (R 1770* 

P-Ex 50V. p. l). There were 26 oells in the camp prison, Bach cell 
was 2.80 meters by 1.80 meters. Sometimes there ware two, three* or 
oven four inmates in each oell* The oells were built for only one 
innate oaoh. Inmates were sent there by the political department for 
"speoial treatment* on order of tho oamp commander (R 1770* P-Ex 56A pp, 

2* 3), Those sont in for "speoial treatment" were ohiined by the 
aooused a short timo before the execution detail wis formed. Then they 
were taken to the basement of the crematory and hanged. The aooused 
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mg present at 5C to 70 oxeoutions at the oromatory. On most oooasions 
tun to five lnnates were exoouted, but on one or two oooasions thoro woro 
fifty inmates hanged. After August 1943 the aooused was present at all 
oxeoutions with tho exception of a few t lmos when he was not on duty 
(R 1770j P-Ex 56A pp. 6, 7). 

The aooused also stated in his Statement that ho prepared a total 
of 350 to 40C inmates, inoluding the two large groups of Russians, fbr 
•spooiol treatment*. Ho transferred than either to tho orematoiy-or 
to the rifle rango. About 30 went to the rifle range and about 350 
went to the orematoxy (K 1770f P-Ex 56A p. 20). Tho aooused attended 
all the executions on the rifle range. Most of the viotims executed 
there were Russian inmates. Two were women spies (R 1770 j P-Ex 56A 
p. 11). Although boating was forbidden, the aooused beat inmates in 
the oomp prison, onoe with his hands and onoe with a rubber olub (R 1770) 
P-Ex 56A p. 16)* The aooused reoeivod tho extra ration of oigarettes, 
liquor and sausage after eaoh exooution (R 177C) P-Ex 56A p. 14). 

Aooused No. 25 stated in his Statement that this aooused aided in 
soveml oxeoutions by preparing the viotims thorofor and leading them 
to the plaoe of oxeouticn. This aooused fired shots on two oooasions 
(R 1766) P-Ex 52A pp. 8, 1C). In his Statement, the aoousod admitted 
that he fired meroy shots on two or throe oooasions (R 177Cj P-Ex 66A 
p. 13). Aooused No. 12 stated in his Statement that this aooused gave 
meroy shots at oxeoutions on three oooasions in 1943 (R 1744) P-Ex 
39A pp. 3, 4). 

Aooused No, 13, who spent 23 days as a prisonor in tho oanp prison, 

t 

testified that this aooused treated him and othor prisoners very dooent- 
ly and that he saw no beatings (R 43C8), 

Suffioienoy of Bvidenoe t The Court was warranted from the 
evidence oonoerning the oxtont and nature of his participation, partic¬ 
ularly that relating to his position as actainistrator of tho oamp prison 
and his participation in illegal killings, in its findings of guilty*

Evldonoo * One witness testified that he saw the aoousod and other 
oamp personnel go to the German Armament; Works on several oooasions 
following September 1941, They took inmates with them. After a few 
minutes shots wore heard and a little later inmates wore seen oartying 
dead bodies to the orematory. The witness did not personally view the 
shootings (R 1188, 1202), In one of his Statements, the aooused admitted 
that he served as a rifleman ten times in the years 1942 and 1943 on an 
oxeoutlon detail at the target range of the German Armamerib Works, The 
viotims were mostly Polos wearing innate olothing, Thoy were brought 
by the Gestapo, The exeoution orders always contained the phraso 
"On order of tho Reiohsfuhrer" and stated the infractions to bo train 
robbery or house breaking during a blaokout. The exeoution orders con¬ 
tained nothing concerning trials. Altogether there were 15 to 2C 
viotims at these ten executions (R 1744y P-Ex 39A pp, 1, 2), 

The aoousod admitted in another Statement that ho was in ohargo of 
the oreraatoxy at Buohenwald from Maroh 1943 to May 1944, Cno of his 
tasks in that position was to aot as tho official exeoutioner for 
Buohenwald, However, he did not speoifioally state that he had res pons- 
ibility for executions at the horse stables by detail 99, In the years 
1941 and 1942, between 3000 and 4000 inmates were shot in the horse 
stables. While the aooused was in oharge of the orematory there wore 
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about 500 exeouted at the horse stables (R 1743) P-Ex 38A pp. 1, 2), 

When an innate was hanged the aooused put the loop around the innate's 
neok and adjusted the other end of the rope on a hook (R 1743j P-Ex 
38/1 p. 8), The aooused hanged about 250 inmates (R 1743) P-Ex 38A p, ll). 
Among the inmates who were cremated were Poles, Russians, Dutch and 
French* On about ten oooasions a body without a head oame to the oremat- 
ory from the pathologioal department, looated next to the orematory,with 
an accompanying letter stating, "The head of the body (so and so) will be 
kept fbr scientific purposes* w The gold was extracted from the teeth in 
the pathologioal department (R 1743; P-Ex 38ft. pp* 11, 12)* The aooused 
also exeouted six inmates by hanging at suboamp Wernigerode in August 
1943, i.e*, three Polish and three Russian inmates. The aooused put the 
loop around the neoks of the six inmates (R 1425, 1426, 1743) P-Ex 38A 
pp, 3, 5). 

The aooused's version of these six hangings is corroborated by a 
witness who was standing about 12 feet from the gallows (R 1425-1426)* 

All of the eight inmates who worked in the orematory received cartons con¬ 
taining food, coffee and foreign oigarettos two or throo times a month 
(R 1743) P-Ex 38A. pp, 6, 7), The first witness reforred to above testi¬ 
fied that the aooused received the extra ration of oigarettes and liquor 
distributed to members of execution details (R 1190, 1191, 1203, 1204), 
Suffioienoy of Evidence s The Court was warranted from the evidence 
as to the extent and nature of his participation, particularly that 
concerning his being in oharge of the orematory and maty executions, in 
its findings of guilty. The sentence is not excessive,

Evidence : One witness testified that the aooused held the position 

of ohief dootor of the small oamp and dootor in the small oamp hospital 
in November 1943 (R 556). The small oamp was located immediately behind 
the main oamp. It was originally a tent oamp. later the inmates built 

wooden structures without windows (R 260, 26l). The aooused slapped and 

beat Inmates of various nationalities inoluding Frenoh> Belgian, Luxem¬ 
bourg, Polish, Russian axil Czech (R 558, 613). During his stay in 
Buohenwald, the aooused represented himself to be a psychiatrist (R 558). 

A second witness testified that the other innate dootors oonoluded 
that the aooused was a dootor, but there was some question about his 
qualifications as suoh (R 899). His psyohlatrio reports were well 
written, using the oustomaxy professional terminology (R 898), The 
aooused was oonsulting psychiatrist at Buohenwald. He examined at 
least 60 Polish inmates to determine whether they were mentally qualif¬ 
ied to be Germanized. He approved all of them thereby saving their 
lives beoause insane irunates were promptly elimixxated (R 897). The 
aooused always reoognized a surgioal oase and sent it to the hospital in 
time (R 916). He lived in a room in the small oamp hospital (R 906, 
907). The aooused was favored by the SS (R 906). He was an SS agent 
in Pranoe prior to ooming to Buohenwald (R 527, 556, 898). If inmates 
did not have oigarettes , food or other gifts for the aooused, he would 
not treat them. The Danish Red Cross sexi paroels containing medicine, 
meat, eggs and butter to Copenhagen polioemen, who were inmates in the 
small oamp. The aooused induoed them to pay for his sorvioes with the 
oontents of these paroels (R 559, 898, 910). 

A third witness testifiod that the aooused wore a red triangle 
without an "A”, although he maintained that he onoe lived in America and 
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had his first naturalisation papers. The aooused was a privileged innuto 
and -was permitted to have good olothes (R 511), A fourth witness testi¬ 
fied that whon asked by inmates why he refused to treat certain inmates, 
the aooused answered, "You are here in a concentration oamp and not a 
sanatorium. You are just like your oomrades, here to die like a dog and 
not be oured” (R 614), A fifth witness testified that the aooused 
savagely beat inmates with his fists and kioked them (R 70S), A sixth 
witness testified that in May 1944 the aooused pullod a siok Frenoh in¬ 
mate from a third tier bunk to the floor fraoturing his skull on the side 
of the bed and oausing blood to run down his shirt. The aooused then 
said, "You Frenchmen oan all croak." The victim did not regain oonaoious- 
ness and the aooused did not give him medioal aid. The next evening 
this inmate died (R 1625-1627). 

The seoond prosecution witness, former ohief inmate physician in the 
main oamp, testified that he never saw or heard of the aooused beating in¬ 
mates of the small oamp (R 905), A seventh prosooution witness, an 
inmate from June 1943 t^ April 1945, never saw or heard of mistreatment 
of inmates by the aooused, although he saw him almost daily (R 1493, 1503, 
1504), 

The aooused testified that he was born in a part of Poland whioh was 
at that time under Austrian rule. He studied modioino and received his 
degree as a doctor of medioine. He established a residenoe in the 
United States in 1905, and in 1910 he was naturalised as an Amorioan 
citizen (R 4194, 4195, 4199). He left the United States in 1915 and 
never returned for permanent residenoe (R 4200). (It olearly appears 
from his testimony that he was never in the United States after 1933.) 

Upon preliminary questioning by the Court, the aooused stated, "I was an 
Amerioan oitizen but since I have been more than five years away from 
thoro, I suppose I have lost my citizenship” (R 24). In 1941 he was 
arrested in Paris, Franoo, by a German oounter intelligence organization. 

In 1943 he was sent to Buohenwald as an inmate (R 4201, 4204). In 

I # 

Buohenwald he ms assigned as a dootor in the small oamp (R 4214). In 
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October 1944 he ■ms transferred to tho hospital in the main camp where 
he treated children, helped in the dispensary and did scientific 
researoh. Thereafter he had no connection with the small oamp (R 4228), 

The aooused further testified that in December 1944 the aooused was 
hold in the oanp prison for about three weeks on a oharge of having 
smuggled letters out of the camp (R 4230), Tho aoousod treated tho 
chief doctor of Buohenwald as a patient and had some influenoo over him. 
He used this influence to obtain the appointment of inmate dootors for 
eaoh block and not for the purpose of harming othor inmates (R 4238, 

4239, 4245, 4387), The aooused treated as patients and was on familiar 
terms with the SS personnel at Buohenwald (R 4240, 4241, 4244), Tho ill¬ 
egal camp administration at Buohenwald was in the hands of inmates who 
wore Gorman oanmunists, and, as the aooused was not diplomatic, ho was 
in oonfliot with them constantly (R 4261- 4263), The supply in the 
oamp being insufficient, the aoousod oaused drugs to be purchased outside 
of comp. He administered theso drugs gratuitously to those who had no 
money. He sold them at oost, plus ten poroent, to thoso who had money 
(R 4226, 4274, 4386), The accused made false reports about the sanity 
of Polish inmatos to save them from being gassed at extermination camps 
(R 4271), The accused also testified that he did not pull a siok 
French innate from a third tier bunk resulting in a fracture of his skull 
and death (R 4288-4290), 

Six defonse witnesses, all fbrmer inmates, some of whom were 
inmates of tho small oamp, testifiod that they never saw or heard that tho 
aocusod boat or killed inmates (R 2297, 2323, 2649, 2697, 2995, 4790), 

One* of them added that the aooused sometimes shook tho inmates a little 
and spoke rudely to them (R 4790), The accused treated one of these 
witnesses during off duty hours and did not ask payment for his services 
or for the drugs (R 2318, 2321). The accused was disliked and dis¬ 
trusted by tho inmates beoause of his relationship with tho SS dootors 
(R 2647, 2651, 4791, 4794), One of thoso witnesses, a French dootor 
who was an inmate in Bnohonwald from January 1944 to April 1946 and a 
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dootor in the small oamp hospital, never heard of the inoident in Ifay 
1944 when the aooused was alleged to have dragged an inmate from his 
bunk resulting in his skull being fraoturod, The witness testified 
that he would probably not havo heard about suoh an inoident beoauso he 
was not permitted to go to the barraoks (R 4791), 

Suffloienoy of Bvldenoo i It is olear that the aoousod, although 

\ 

an inmate, oo-operated with the S3 personnel managing the oamp and partio- 
ipated in the oornmon design. It is also olear that he beat and other¬ 
wise mistreated inmates. However, it is not satisfactorily established 
that illegal killings resulted from his aots or the aots of others at 
his direction. The Court was warranted from the evidenoe oonoerning 
the extent and nature of the accused's participation in its findings of 
guilty. However, it'is not believed that the extent and nature of 
his participation warrants imprisonment for life. For disoussion of 
the jurisdiction by the Court of the person of the aooused, see Section 
V, A, 3, supra. The sentenoe is exoessivo.

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Evidenoe » Ono witness testified that the aooused vias the stone 
quariy detail leader (R 1595). In the beginning of 1941 the accused 
beat a Polish inmate to death with a spade handle in the stone quarry 
(R 1596, 1597). The aooused held the witness’ head between his knoes 
while a oapo gqve him 13 blows with a thiok oane or olub (R 1697). 

Beatings by the aooused in the stone quarry very often oausod the viotims 
to bleed and loso oonsoiousness (R 1597). A second witness testified that, 
in the stone quarry in May or April 1941. the aooused took rooks whioh 
were too small for requirements away from Dutoh inmates and threw the 
rooks at them (R 969, 970, 1031 )• 

Three additional witnesses testified that as punishment inmates were 
sent to the severe labor stcno quarry detail. Weak and undernourished 
inmates were foroed to perform this labor at double time. Many inmates 
died from abuses there (R 77, 243, 772-775)* Tm> defense witnesses 
testified that there were killings and beatings in the stone quarry 
while the aooused was detail leader there (R 2989, 4860), One of them 
said that sometimes the aooused was in the quarry while beatings were 
administered (R 4863 )4 

In his Statement, the aooused admitted that ho knew that his subord¬ 
inate ohief oapo as well as other oapos beat inmates with stioks 70 
oortimeters long and about one finger thiok. The aooused was stone 
quarry detail leader from the first of February 1941 to January 1942. 

After the inmates were beaten they were required to oontinue working 
regardless of their oondition. The ohief oapo lost Us temper easily 
and was very muoh feared by the inmates. Tno inmates worked 10 to 12 
hours eaoh day carrying stones, pushing lorries, and loosening and 
breaking stones. The whole situation in the ouarry was ono of horror 
because the inmates were required to perform labor beyond the capabili¬ 
ties of human beings. The stone quarry detail was oomprised of 400 to 
500 inmates who worked from 0600 hours until 1800 hours. The aooused 
never turned in a written report against any of the inmates (R 1760; 

P-Ex 46A pp. 1 , 2 ). 
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The aooused testified that the stone ouarry detail oonsisted of 
inmates from the punishment oompary (R 2425). When the aooused took 
over the detail he found that two oapos were mistreating the inmates. 

He stopped the beatings. Ho increased the number of inmates working 
on eaoh oar from 16 to 30 (R 2426), The aooused admitted that he might 
have slapped some of the inmates beoause of infractions of the rules 
(R 2431), However, he denied that he over beat an inmate to death or 
into unoonsoiousnessj that he threw rooks at inmates} or that he ever 
held the head of an inmate between his legs while a oapo beat him (R 2426, 
2433), The aooused admitted that the oapos in the quarry were respons¬ 
ible to him (R 2441), ' 

Two defense witnesses, formerly inmates on the stone quarry detail, 
testified that they never saw the aooused beat or kill anyone and never 
heard that he did so (R 2983 , 2984 , 4858 , 4859), 

Suffioienoy of Bvidenoe » The Court was warranted from the evid- 
enoe as to the extent and nature of his partioipation, particularly that 
relating to the deaths in the stone auarry whioh were traoeable direotly 
or indireotly to the aooused, in its findings of guilty. The sentenoe

The aooused stayed at the camp 
after her husband left, i.e., until June 1943 (R 1363, 1364), Two 
witnesses testified that Camp Commander Kooh left Buohenwald in January 
or February 1942 (R 68, 463), A fourth witness testified that in June 
1940 the aooused reported him to the oamp commander beoause he drank a 
glass of wine. As punishment the witness was "oalled to the gate* 
where he was beaten and forced to run aoross a pile of rooks several 
times. He also received 25 lashes with a stick, later ho was takon 
to the oanp prison and was hanged by HLs arms for three hours (R 1233), 

One of the witnesses mentioned above and a fifth witness testified 
that in the fall of 1941 the aooused told her husband, "This dirty 
Jewish pig dared t<? look at me.* Kooh then beat the inmate so severely 
that it ms neoessary to carry the victim away. The aooused was present 
the entire time (R 444 , 462, 1661), A sixth witness testified that in the 
spring of 1941 Kooh beat an Austrian inmate severely with a riding crop 
and kicked him in the presence of the aooused after she said, *Have a 
look at this dirty Jewish swine off there, too lasy to work, I don't 
want to see him any more. All he does is stare at you anyway* (R 986). 

The aooused observed an inmate who had diarrhea relieving himself. She 
ordered the SS lieutenant in oharge of the detail to put a stop to it 
at onoe. The SS lieutenant then overworked the Inmate fbr about one 
hour resulting in his collapse. According to a death report received 
in the witness' blook, the victim died the next day (R 987, 988, 1016), 

A seventh witness testified that in summer of 1942 the aooused 
oomplained that a detail of 11 inmates working near her house had pioked 
berries. As punishment five of the inmates received the *26' lashes* 
punishment. The balanoe reoeived five blows on their nude bodies 
(R 1113, 1114, 1120, 1121), An eighth witness, who often worked at 
the Kooh house, testified that in the summer of 1942 he saw, while 
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proceeding to the Kooh house, the aooused hit a Jewish Inmate in the faoe 
and on the body with a stiok (R 1337, 1344)* 

The first witness, mentioned above, testified that in the beginning 
of 1940 he and a Cteoh ohaplain were digging a deep ditoh. They looked 
up and saw the aooused standing astride the ditoh. She wore a short 
skirt but no underwear. She inquired, *What are you doing looking up 
here?*, following whioh she beat them with her riding orop oausing the 
Cseoh ohaplain to bleed from the faoe and nose (R 1360, 1361,- 1381, 1382). 
In 1941 or 1942 oolumns of Jewish inmates wore foroed to carry heavy 
rooks from the stone quarry to the aooused's house*. These inmates wore 
weak and oould not run. The aooused hit some of them with her riding 
orop oausing a number of them to fall and knook others down. Many 
severely injured Jewish inmates were oarried into oamp in the course of 
the day (R 1366). 

The fourth witness, above mentioned, testified that there were two 
lamp shades in the lounge of the home of the aooused, said to have been 
made from human skin. One appeared to have tattoos on it (R 1257-1259), 
The aooused had a photo album, a brief oase and a pair of gloves made from 
tattooed skin (R 1362, 1363, 1385). In the summer of 1940, a French or 
Belgian inmate named Jean, was working without his shirt. He had some 
excellent tattoos, including a oolored oobra winding all the way up his 
left arm (R 1363) and an especially oleanly tattooed sailboat with four 
masts on his chest. The aooused rode over and said to him, "Let's 
work faster, faster*, then she took his number* This inmate was called 
to the "gate* at evening formation and was not seen again. The witness 
asserted that six months or more later he saw in the pathologioal depart¬ 
ment a skin with the same sailboat he had seen on Jean (R 1364). He 
asserted that later he saw this same skin on an album belonging to the 
aooused (R 1365, 1389, 1390, 1393). A ninth witness testified that in 
1941 he heard that a lamp shade of tattooed human skin was delivered 
to the aooused (R 375, 400, 406). It was oommon knowledge in the oanp 
that after the aooused saw tattooed inmates they were oalled to the 
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hospital and killed in order to obtain their tattooed skin (R 375). 

A tenth witness, who oonduoted an investigation at Buohenwald in 
1943 of the affairs of Colonel Kooh, testified that in the course of 
his investigation reports were made to him that this aooused was respons¬ 
ible for having inmates beaten (R 2740 , 2829). 

The aooused testified she never rode horseback alone and never carried 
a riding crop (R 3699), She wore oomplete riding dress including riding 
pants, boots and jacket (R 3699, 3719). In Ootober 1941 she fell from a 
horse and did not ride thereafter (R 3698, 3699). She never entered the 
protective custody camp (R 3706), The aooused admitted that she report¬ 
ed two inmates to t he camp commander. She reported her house orderly 
who smashed glassware and bottles of wine, broke open a cabinet, scatter¬ 
ed her clothes , and was found lying in the basement completely drunk 
(R 3707, 3708), She also reported another inmate who had been missing 
for a day and whom she found in her basement (R 3709). In each oase she 
oalled the camp oommander but she did not suggest the punishment to be 
given the inmates (R 3709), She oould not have beaten Jewish inmates in 
the face with a riding stiok in the summer of 1942 beoause she was absent 
from Buohenwald from May to Ootober 1942 (R 3719). The aooused never 
beat inmates (R 3720), 

The aooused further testified that she had no lamp shades made of 
tattooed human skin in her house. She never heard of a lamp of that 
kind at Buohenwald and never ordered one made (R 3701, 3702, 3717). 

She never had gloves, a photo album, or a family ohroniole made of human 
skin (R 3702, 3718), As to the operation of the oanp, neither the 
work nor the internal matters oonoerned her. She was a housewife with 
three ohildren and was oooupied at homo (R 3706, 3707). She never told 
her husband how Buohenwald should be run nor how inmates should be 
treated (R 371l). The aooused also testified that she had no power or 
authority as to Buohenwald either before or after her husband left in 
Ootober or November 1941 (R 3711, 3712), 

Aooused No. 21 and three defense witnesses, who searohed the house 
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of the aooused in 1943 during the criminal police investigation of Colonel 

Kooh, testified that they found no lamps or other articles made from 

tattooed human skin (R 1947, 2002, 2003, 2805, 2928), Two other defonso 

witnesses, a sister-in-law and a brother-in-law of the aooused, who 

* 

visited in the Kooh house occasionally during 1940-1943, denied seeing 
suoh articles (R 2969, 2973), Three of the above mentioned defense wit¬ 
nesses, two of whom were former inmates and the third who made an investiga¬ 
tion at Buohenmld, testified that they never saw the accused beat inmates 

or heard that she did so (R 1966, '2001, 2807), but two of them had heard 
1 

that the aooused reported inmates, who were beaten as a result (R 1968, 

2807, 2830), A a ixth witness, who often accompanied the aooused on ridos 
prior to June 1941, never saw her stop at a work detail and tako down the 
numbers of inmates (R 1161), 

Sufficiency of Evidence i The evidence establishes that the accused 
reported inmates for infractions and violations of oamp regulations on 
several oocasionsj that she knew severe punishmerts were oustomarily 
administered in similar oases) and that sane of the inmates she reported 
were severely punished. The aooused personally beat an inmate on at least 
one occasion. The Court was warranted from the evidence in oonoluding that 
the aooused encouraged, aided and participated in the execution of the common 
design. However, the extent and nature of her participation do not warrant 
imprisonment for life. The sentenoo is oxoesslve. 

Sentenoe : Life imprisonment.

Bvldenoe i The aooused admitted in his Statement that he was a railroad 
unloading detail leader at suboamp Ohrdruf from November 1944 to April 1945 
and that he aided in an inmate evaouation transport (R 1756, 4066| P-Ex 42A 
pp, 1-3). One witness testified that suboamp Ohrdruf was organised in 
November 1944 and that the aooused oame there in January 1945 (R 1566), 

The aoousod was a detail leader in the suboaqa and during a period of several 
weeks the witness saw him beat inmates to death almost daily (R 1563, 1564), 
On about 10 January 1945, the witness saw thp aooused strike a French dootor 
inmate on the head with a shovel oausing his death in the presenoe of the 
witness about 20 minutes labor (R 1564, 1565, 1585, 1588), A second wit¬ 
ness testified that the aooused was seen beating the inmates in the formation 
siuars.almost every day. During a period of throe weeks the witness saw the 
aooused beat.20 to 30 inmates inoluding Poles, Frenoh, Russians, Italians, 
Cteohs and Hungarians (R 1530, 1532). In the roll oall square, the aooused 
beat an inmate on the head until he fell to the ground in a pool of blood 
and then kioked him (R 1531), 

In his St at erne rib , the aooused stated that throughout the period of his 
assignment to Ohrdruf he was detail leader and guard leader of railroad 
unloading details at Arnstadt and Krawlnkel. In Arnstadt he supervised 
six to eight guards and 50 to 60 inmatos. In Krawlnkel he supervised 10 
to 14 guards and 100 to 150 inmates. The inmates loaded and unloaded 
oonstruotion materials. In t hese details were Poles, Russians and a few 
Germans (R 1756) P-Ex 42A p, l). The aooused went to Buohonwald about 
9 April 1945, On about 14 April 1945 he left Buohenmld with a transport 
of about 1200 inmates which reached Flossenburg Concentration Camp about 
throe days later. The inmates were unloaded at Taohau and prooeeded by 
marohing. The aooused shot eight to twelve of these inmates beoause they 
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were not able to raaroh any further (R 176Q| P-Ex 42A pp, 1-3), 

The aooused testified that he did not beat inmates in the formation 
squaref that he did not boat the 20 to 30 inmates of various nationalitiosj 
and ttat he did not beat an inmate, on the formation souare , and klok him 
as he lay in a pool of blood (R 4058, 4057), The aooused was never inside 
the suboamp beoause members of the guard oompary were not allowed to ontor 
(R 4057, 4058, 4109), His duties were to piok up inmates outside the oamp 
gate (R 4109). The aooused did not beat a French dootor inmate to death 
(R 4058, 4059), 

The aooused further testified that he left Buohenwald on a transport 
to Flossenburg on 8 April 1945, On 10 April 1945 the transport was bombed 
by the Amerioans and the inmates suffered from gas poisoning when nearby 
oars of poison ^8 were hit (R 4068 , 4069), The inmates were unloaded at 
Taehau (R 4075), Several days after the bonibing the aooused found four 
Inmates lying on the ground at Sohoenwald, blue in the faoe with froth at 
their mouths, suffering from gas poisoning. Most of the inmates had 
marohed on towards Flossenburg, Two of these four wore still oonsoious 
and begged the aooused to give them roeroy shots. The lieutenant in oharge 
ordered him to do so, adding that the inmates oould "net be saved". When 
the aooused hesitated the lieutenant again directed the aooused to shoot 
adding that it would make it easier on the inmates. Thereupon, the aooused 
shot the four inmates in the lieutenant's presenoe (R 4075, 4077, 4078). 

The aooused did not shoot eight to twelve inmates on the maroh as appears in 
his Statement, 

The aooused further testified that his Statement was not true in some 
respeots and was made by him only booause he had been beaten and threatened 
by former inmates of Buohenwald in the presenoe of an American oonrander 
in the town of Ratternberg during an interrogation about two years before 
(R 4079-4081). The aooused assorted that the Amerioan interrogator who 
took his Statement (P-Ex 42A) made voilod threats of violonoe, if he did 
not state what the interrogator desired (R 4098, 4101), The investigator 
denied all suoh assertions (R 5532, 5533), 
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Suffioienoy of Rvidenoe t The aooused's testimony is vague as to 
threats by an interrogator at Daohau. The interrogator denied all such 
assertions. It was for the Court to determine whether the aocused ms 
interrogated in an improper manner and whether the aooused was induced to 
state untruths therein. The aooused’s testimony as to the methods used 
in the interrogation is not persuasive. In axy event the aocused by his 
testimony admitted the illegal killings. 

Relative to the killing of the four injured inmates, the aocused con¬ 
tended that he ms foroed to do so by his lieutenant. It appears that the 
lieutenant urged or oommanded the aooused, as a sergeant, to shoot the 
inmates. The aooused in oonformity therewith shot the inmates in the 
presence of his superior. The evidenoe as to the oiroumstanoes, including 
the discussion as to putting the victims out of their misery, shows that 
the aooused did not shoot unwillingly. The aooused's desire to oo-operate 
with and please superiors was more important than other considerations. 

He did not aot under immediate compulsion and foiled to meet the burden of 
proof as to superior orders required by the pertinent authorities dis- 
oussed in Seotion V, supra. 

The Court was warranted from the evidenoe as to the nature and extent 
of his participation, especially that relative to illegal killings, in its 
findii^s of guilty. The sentence is not exoessive,

Evidence s The aocused in his testimony admitted that in January j.942 
he was assigned to the fburth guard oompany, during which time he did 
temporary duty with the gardening detail (R 3540, 3541), One witness 
testified that the accused was leader of the gardening detail and tteit he 
saw the aocused kick and beat inmates on several occasions (R 169, 170). 

A second witness testified that in the spring of 1942, while he was workirg 
on the gardening detail, the aooused gave him a heavy blow on the baok with 
a olub beoause he was not working fast enough (R 1053, 1054, 1057, 1060), 

A third witness, who worked on the gardening detail which was a punish¬ 
ment detail, testified that on 1 May 1942 or' 1943, the witness definitely 
remerrbering it was "May Pay", the aooused kloked out the eye of a French 
inmate who died the same day (R 1107, 1108, 1111, 1113), The same day 
the aooused killed two Polish inmates and one Russian inmate by dumping dirt 
upon them. The witness helped haul the bodies of the four victims away 
(R 1107, 1112, 1113), A fourth witness, who was a doctor in the main 
hospital, testified that at least five seriously injured inmates who oame 
to the hospital for treatment said they te.d been injured by the aooused 
(R 848, 860, 895), A fifth witness testified that the aooused beat inmates 
with a olub (R 971), He pushed an inmate into a vat filled with manure and 
stepped on the inmate's hands when he attempted to get out. The inmate 
was dead soon after he was removed from the vat (R 97l), As punishment 
the aocused made inmates on the gardening detail kneel on iron ohioken 
wire with loose brioks under their toes. Often their knees became 
infeoted (R 971, 972, 1035), 

The aooused testified that he was on the gardening detail at Buohen- 
wald (R 3540, 3541). When inmates violated the camp rules by stealing from 
eaoh other or running away from the detail, he punished them with slaps in 
the flaoe but not hard enough to cause them to need medical attention (R 3543, 
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3544, 3551), If he had reported them, they would have reoeived the w 25 
lashes" as punis hnent (R 36 44 , 3 6 51), The aooused denied that he beat 
Inmates to speed their work (R 3542) j that he burled thorn under dirt 
(R 3549) ; that he kioked out the eye of an inmate (R 3550); or that ho 
oaused an inmate to fall Into a settling pond (manure vat) and drown 
(R 3546), The accused seoured leftover food from the kitchen for the 
inmates of his detail (R 3551). The aooused also testified that the 
witnesses against him testified out of national hatred and because of 
mistaken identity (R 3652, 3554)* 

One of the proseoution witnesses mentioned above testified that the 
aooused gave him and other Jewish inmates a heavy laborer's ration for good 
work (R 1036, 1037), 

A defense witness who had been in oharge of the construction of tho 
settling pond testified that he never heard of a man drowning in it 
(R 5044). 

Suffioienoy of Evidence * The Court was warranted by the evidenoe oon- 
oerning the extent and nature of his participation, including that relating 
to his position and particularly that as to his killing inmates, in its 
findings of guilty. The sentence is not exoessive*

Evidence ! The aoousod admitted in his testimony that he served as 
adjutant of the guard company, as oomnander thereof, a3 second in charge 
of the oamp prison, and as oomnander of an evaouation transport whioh 
marched to Weimar and entrained at that point (R 3203 , 3204 , 3206 , 3207). 

Ono witness testified that in the spring of 1940 the aooused beat two 
inmates, who were working on a detail with the witness, with a stick or 
spade handle until they oollapsed unoonsoious, He said he beat them 

t 

because they were working too slowly. By the time they were taken to the 
oanp, they were dead (R 1592, 1593)* 

A seoond witness testified that the aoousod was the leader of the 
evaouation transport whioh left Buohenwald on 7 April 1946 (R 1462 j P-Ex 
3QA). About 300 to 360 dead inmates who had been shot to death lay along 
the side of the road from Buohenwald to Weimar, a distanoe of 12 kilometers. 
The aoousod shot ten of them. The victims were Frenoh, Russian, Hungarian, 
Romanian and Jewish (R 1457), The transport went to Daohau (R 1465, 

1460). The inmates were loadod inbox oars at Weimar (R 1457), Beyond 
Pilsen the aooused shot 20 of the inmates to death in the presence of the 
witness (R 1458), He ordered French inmates, filling three oars, to 
leave the train and with the help of the other S3 personnel he shot them 
to death (R 1459), The transport ended at Daohau Concentration Camp on 
28 April 1945, Of the 5000 inmates who left Buohenwald on this transport, 
only 1100 arrived at Daohau. The witness weighed 36 kilos when he 
arrived there (R 1460), 

A third witness testified that the aoousod told the guards on the 

\ 

transport that, if an inmate fell even one paoe out of lino, ho was to be 
shot (R 1473j. They buried 1500 to 2000 bodies from this transport noar 
Munioh where thoy stopped for several days (R 1481, 1487..1488), Following 
this mass burial the SS personnel shot 30 to 50 of the inmates, mostly 
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Russians and Poles, who had been holplng to bury the bodies (R 1482)* 

The witness did not see the aooused at the soene of this shooting (tt 1482)* 
During the first two or three days of the transport, the Inmates reoeivod 
potatoes. During the next five or six days, they rooelved bread distribu¬ 
ted on the basis of one loaf weighing two kilograms to be divided among 20 
inmates. The inmates reoeivod nothing to eat during the following ton 
days (R 1483), 

The aooused testified that as adjutant of and later as oommander of 
the guard company, he had nothing to do with the work details (R 3201), 

He was not present at nor did he beat inmates in a work detail in 1940 
(R 3202, 3203), The aooused admitted that ho had oharge of an evaouation 
transport containing 40C0 to 4500 inmates, which left Buohenwald on 7 April 
1945 for Flossonburg Concentration Camp, The inmates marched to Weimar, 
about nine kilometers, and then proceeded %y train (R 3208), The aooused 
saw about 15 dead inmates on the road to Weimar, He did not shoot Inmates 
or hear any shots fired. He assuned that the bodies came from transports 
which had boon ooming from suboamps to Buohenwald, since the sooond of April 
1945 (R 3210, 3211), 

The aooused further testified that his transport was to spend 24 
hours on the train (R 3208), Rations for eaoh inmate consisted of 500 
grams of broad, a kilogram of potatoes, 25 grams of margarine, and 50 grams 
of meat products (R 3212), While en route, the aooused learned tta.t the 
transprt would gp to Daohau Concentration Camp instead of Flossenburg 
Concentration Camp (R 3213), The aooused telephonad Buohenwald for 
additional rations and was told that, inasrauoh as there was barely enough 
bread left there, he would have to get food from army ration dumps en route 
(R 3214), As the transport proceeded, the aooused sought food wherever 

possible. He was refused at the eoonomios office in Zeits, as there was 

barely enough for the civilian population (R 3214), He was unable to 
obtain food at the arny ration office in Leipsig. In Dresden there were 
too many refugees (R 3214), He seoured 300 loaves of bread and 3000 pieces 
of oheeae in Pilsen (R 3216), At Dogendorf ho obtained arny oanned soup. 
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» At Namering he prooured two tons of potatoes from fanners (R 3219), 

After a delay of six or seven days the train ms divided into three 
sections (R 3226). At that time there were 3650 inmates left. Between 
400 and 450 inmates had osoapod; about 15 were shot while trying to es¬ 
cape; and 400 to 480 had died a natural death (R 3223-3225). The seotion 
of the transport accompanied by the aooused arrived at Dachau Concentration 
Camp on 26 April 1946 (R 3222), The aooused had no control over the 
route of the train, which ms in the hands of the Reiohs Railroad Company 
(R 3215). The aocused also testified that he did not shoot or mistreat 
inmates (R 3217). 

Throe defense witnesses testified that the aooused, as adjutant of the 
guard oompaiy, had nothing to do with the inmates nor the supervision of 
work details (R 3156, 3175, 3189), One of these witnesses and three 
additional witnesses testified that the aocused ms a quiet, decent man 
(R 2009, 2608, 3157, 3171). 

Suffiolenoy of Evidence i The Court ms warranted from the evidence 
as to the extent and nature of his participation, especially that con¬ 
cerning the deaths at his hands and the innumerable killings on the trans¬ 
port in his charge, in its, findings of guilty. The sentence is not 
exoessive.

Evldenoe i The aooused admitted in his testimory that he served as 
supoly sergeant of the guard oompary, as blook leader, and, during the 
period Ootober 1943 to February 1945, as labor detail leader at the Gustloff 
Works (R 332 9, 3330), He had charge of the suboamp and his position ms 
the equivalent of a suboamp oommander (R 3333, 3362, 3353), One witness 
testified that in February 1944 there were 800 inmates at suboamp Gustloff 
Works and later the suboamp contained 2000 inmates (R 1670), There were 
two oamps for inmates at the Gustloff Works, one known as the old camp and 
the other known as the new oamp (R 5610, 5611), The aooused severely mis¬ 
treated inmates (R 1665), When inmates broke parts to their machines, 
the aooused punished them by 25 strokes on the back with a stick or rubber 
hose (R 1666, 1674). 

A second witness, a Frenoh air foroe colonel, testified that inmates 
were looked in barracks during air raids at suboamp Gustloff Works on 9 
February 1945® After the first bombs fell somo of the Inmates escaped 
from the barracks and entered the underground shelters (R 5616), The 
accused smilod when he saw bodies being taken from air raid shelters whioh 
had been hit by bombs (R 5615, 5616, 5620), He kioked some of the wounded 
inmates, including the witness, while they were lying lined up on the 
ground (R 5617, 5620, 5595; P-Ex 112A). The witness also told about an 
inmate being beaten in the presenoe of the aooused. A guard knocked him 
to the ground with a spade, causing him to bleed (R 5595, 5612; P-Ex 112A). 
The first witness and a third witness testified that the aooused ms oanp 
oommander of suboamp Gustloff Works (R 711, 1665), 

The aooused testified that from his arrival at Buohenmld until 
February 1943 he was supply sergeant for the gmrd battalion (R 3329), 

He ms then made blook leader of blocks 4 and 10, where only German habitual 
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criminals were quartered (R 3329)* In Ootober 1943 he was sent to sub- 
oamp Gustloff Works at Weimar and remained there until 27 February 1946 
(R 3330). As senior noncommissioned officer he was in oharge of security 
and all other matters at the subcamp (R 3353, 3354). At the time of the 
air mid in February 1946 ttere were about 2000 inmates at Gustloff, includ¬ 
ing German, Russian, Polish, Czeoh, Belgian, Dutoh, French and Yugoslav 
(R 3336). From Ootober 1943 until this air raid there were only two deaths 
both from natural causes, in the subcamp (R 3338). Two inmates never had 
to sleep in one bed (R 3339). On about eight or ten occasions the accused 
administered punishment to inmates, consisting of standing by the gate for 
two hours, extra wcrk for three or fbur hours, or, for a third offense, 10 
or 15 blows on the buttocks (R 3337, 3338, 3361, 3362). Such punishment 
ooourred only after sabotage action started in Ootober 1944, destroying 
valuable machinery (R 3337, 3338). Inmates guilty of sabotage requested 
punishmert by the aooused in order to avoid being reported to Buohonwald, 
where they would have been punished more severely (R 3337, 3338, 3361, 3362) 

The aocused further testified that when an air raid alarm sounded the 
capos and foremen had orders to maroh the inmates to slit trenches on the 
double (R 3340). There were no slit trenches in the new oamp but the 
rear gate was ooen and the guards had orders to move back 1000 meters and 
allow the inmates to disperse in an area of low ground (R 3341). The 
oamp eldest, the block eldest and other inmate administrative personnel 
were responsible for removing the inmates to this area (R 3342, 3368). At 
the time of the air raid on 9 February 1945, the aooused was away from the 
suboamp (R 3342, 3343, 3370), On his return he learned that two bombs had 
fallen into the air raid shelter in the old oamp, killing 307 and seriously 
wounding 187 Inmates (R 3345). Fivo SS men were also killed (R 3346). 

The aocused also testified that the doors and windows of the barracks were 
not locked during the air raid (R 3368) and that he did not kiok wounded 
inmates after the raid (R 3371). 

Sufficiency of Evidence t The evidenoo establishes the aooused was 
oamp oommander of suboamp Gustloff »orks during which time inmates therein 











were beaten and mistreated by him and at his direotion. The Court was 
warranted from the evidenoe concerning the extent and nature of his partic¬ 
ipation in its findings of guilty* However, it is not established that ho 
was responsible for the deaths resulting from the air raid or that the 
nature and extent of his partioipation were suoh as to warrant the death 
sent erne.

Evidence : Two witnesses testified that the aooused, as acting first 

sergeant, coordinated tho aotivites of detail 99 (R 1370, 1683), A third 
witness testified that from 1943 to 1946 tho aooused served as a rifleman 
on an oxeoution detail about five times (R 1304, 1305)# In his State¬ 
ment,the aooused admitted that he participated in about 50 exeoutions and 
was present when about 200 foreign inmates were executed# He aoted as 
recorder for some exeoutions# The vietims wore in about the proportion 
of one German inmate to nine foreign lnmatos# The foroign inmates wore 
largely from eastern oountrios (R 1759; P-Ex 45A pp. 4, 6), In 1943 or 
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1944 the aooused acted as reoorder at the hanging of 21 Polish officer 
imoates (R 1769| P-Ex 55A pp, 1-3). Aooused No. 25 stated in his State¬ 

ment that this aooused was present at the exeoution of 20 Russian prisoners 
of war by detail 99 at the horse stables in 1943 (R 1766| P-Ex 52A pp. 1-3). 

The aooused testified that as aoting first sergeant of headquarters 
staff he had no authority over inmates (R 4477). He ms required to be 
present at executions as a reoorder (R 4477. 4508). In that oapaoity he 
took part in 35 to 50 exeoutions (R 4511). It ms his duty to notify 
those who were to participate and to reoord the proceedings (R 4508 . 4510), 
The individuals exeouted were not inmates of Buohenmld. They were 
criminals brought in from the outside, from oivil life (R 4477), The 
sentences read to the viotims were for murder, rape and sabotage (R 4478), 
The aooused served as a rifleman on several exeoution squads (R 4477, 

4508). He distributed whiskey, oigarettes, and sausage to the members of 
exeoution details on several oooasions (R 4498). The aooused also testi¬ 
fied that on one oooasion he was present at an exeoution by detail 99 but 
had no assigned task in oonneotion with it (R 4481, 4482). 

8uffioienoy of Bvldenoo i It is olear that the extent and nature of 
his participation were suoh that the Court ms warranted in its findinge 
of guilty. The sontenoe is not excessive.

Evidence! The aooused admitted in his Statement that he was oamp 
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commander following February 1942 (R 1735 j P-Ex 35A p, l). One witnoar 
testified that in February 1942 the aoouaed ordered that all blooka of 
inmates fall out in the morning one half hour earlier than previously and 
do oalisthenios. The extra exertion was harmful to all the Inmates 
beoause of their undernourishment (R 986), This oalisthenios program 
lasted about two months (R 1017), A second witness testified that in the 
summer of 1942 the aoouaed gave an order that blows would bo struck on the 
nude body (R 1113, 1114), In November 1944 the aooused required 27 
inmates to work all night after having already worked from 0730 to 1700 
hours that day (R 1109, 1118-1119), 

A third witness testified that the aooused was at the horse stabler 
in June 1942, while Russian prisoners of war were being exeouted (R 1286) . 
Aooused No. 12 stated in his Statement that in 1943 this aooused was 
present at the hanging of four Polish offioer inmates at the orematory by 
order of the Relohsfuhrer (SS), These viotims had esoaped from an officer 
oamp (R 1743; P-Ex 38A pp. 8,9, 10), A fourth witness testified that in 
August 1944 the aooused beat a French inmate on the neok and baok of the 
head with a rubber hose about one inoh thick and almost two feet long 
(R 1627, 1628), A fifth witness testified that in February 1945 the aoo¬ 
used kioked a Polish inmate after putting his dog on him beoause he was not 
walking fast enough (R 1612, 1613), 

Accused No. 29 stated in his Statement that this aooused was prosont 
when a traneport arrived in Buohenwald with 100 dead (R 1767j P-Ex 54A. 
p. 17). In April 1945 the aooused ordered the whole oamp to fall out on 
the formation square for evacuation. The inmates, realising that ary 
evaouation would probably be tantamount to death, had made up their minds 
not to obey the order. At the direction of the aooused four resisting 
inmates wero shot to death on that day (R 1705, 1706). Aooused No, 1 
stated in his Statement that this aooused knew that inmates sent to Buohon- 
wald for exeoution on orders from Berlin had not had the benefit of a 
trial. This matter was dlsoussod by the two of them in 1944 (R 1745; 

P-Ex 4QA pp, 14, 15), A sixth witness testified that the aooused, by 
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virtue of his inspeotions of suboatnp Dora, ms amre of the horrible 
phjrsioal oondition of the inmates sent there from Buohenwald. His 
response to remarks about their physioal oondition ms merely a shrugging 
of his shoulders (R 1611),- 

A prosecution witness testified that the aooused attempted to elimi- 
nate a large number of abuses (R 317), Under the former oamp commander 
the inmates spent about two hours at the evening formation. Under the 
aooused it was reduced to about 45 minutes (R 519), The witnoss, a former 
inmate, never heard of or saw him mistreat anybody personally (R 328), 

The aooused admitted in his testimoxy that as oamp commander he was 
responsible for the oare and oustody of the inmates in Buohonwald and its 
suboamps (R 2064), However, he asserted that he oorreoted abuses that 
had existed under his predecessor. He issued an order, whioh he required 
to be read and signed by all headquarters personnel, to the effeot that 
there would be no more mistreatment of inmates (R 1831, 2098), The 
supervisory personnel were forbidden to carry sticks (R 1833). The 
number and length of roll oalls were reduoed (R 1833, 1834). Inmates 
were allowed to eat their noon meal at the work site instead of returning 
to oamp (R 1833, 1834). No distinction was made between Christians and 
Jews. Contrary to orders, the aooused allowed the Jewish inmates to 
reoeive the additional ration for heavy workers (R 2138), 

The aooused further testified that he did not know that deadly inject¬ 
ions were given inmates in blook 61 (R 1881). Likewise, he did not know 
that the inmates who were sent on transports to Auschwitz and Lublin Con¬ 
centration Camps beoause they were unfit for work would be killed (R 1879, 
2085). While the aoousod knew of the medical experiments with typhus, 
they were not under his control,- They were performed by the hygienic 
institute whioh was direotly under the Reiohsfuhrer of the SS in Berlin 
(R 1886). As a rosult of protests by the aooused, inmates were no 
longer used for the experiments and men were furnished direotly from the 
Reiohs Criminal Polioo (R 1887). The accused had no oontrol over the 
oamp dootors (R 1822), 
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The aooused denied that he over set his dog on inmates, that he beat 
a Frenoh inmate with a rubber hose, or that he foroed inmates to work all 
night as punishment (R 1899-1901)* He ms never present at a cremation 
or at roedioal experiments in blook 61 (R 2101, 2106), The accused was 
present on one occasion as a spectator when Polish offioer inmates were 
exeouted. He attended one killing by detail 99 (R 2104, 2125). The 
aocused did not sentence and did not order Russian prisoners of mr to bo 
killed (R 2135), He merely passed on orders he reoeived from his superior 
headquarters (R 2132). The accused made no recommendations to Berlin 
that inmates of Buohonmld be exeouted (R 1912). The aocused had no 
authority to order ocrporal punishment on the bare buttocks and suoh 
punishment ms administered at Buohenmld only when ordered by higher 
authority (R 2073). Maty inmates died at Buohenmld beoause they arrived 
in suoh state of emaoiatSon that it was impossible to keep them alive 
(R 2086, 2163), The aocused also testified that when transports arrived 
from the east without being previously reported, he protested beoause the 
oamp ms overcrowded. nevertheless he was ordered to accept the trans¬ 
ports (R 1864, 1865). 

Three defense witnesses testified that under the accused's administra¬ 
tion conditions at Buohenmld improved and the mistreatment of inmates 
decreased (R 2774, 2864, 2877, 2922, 3076). Two of these witnesses testi¬ 
fied that whatevor killings and beatings took plaoe were in direot viola¬ 
tion of the orders of the aocused and without his knowledge (R 2861, 2877, 
2922). A fourth witness testified tint when the aooused inspected the

oamp prison and found an inmate ohained to the mil, he oaused the innate 
to be taken to the hospital (R 3017). Two of the above mentioned witness¬ 
es testified that conditions in the camp prison were muoh improved by the 
aooused (R 3004, 3071). 

Suffloienoy of Evidenoo » The Court was warranted from the evidenoo 
oonoerning the extent and nature of his participation in its findings of 
guilty. The sentence is not exoessive.

(R 5586; P-Ex 107A pp, 3, 4), The aooused shot at two executions at the 
German Armament Works, once in 1941 and onoe in 1942 (R 5585) P-Ex 107A 
p, 4), He also admitted that he ms present as a member of detail 99 
at approximately 15 executions) that he participated in two by shooting) 
and that he recoiled liquor, oigarettes and food after eaoh execution 
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(R 5586i P-Ex 107A pp, 6-8, 10), A third witness testified that the 
aocused received the extra ration of cigarettes, liquor and meat iasuod 
to members of execution dotails (R 1190, 1191), 

A defense witness knew the aocused as a blook leader from 1940 to 
April 1942 (R 4992) and never saw or heard of the aooused mistreat ir^ 
inmates (R 4995), On one oooasion the aooused procured a piano and 
dishes and pots for the inmates (R 4994) . 

Sufficiency of Bvidenoe * The Court was warranted from the evidence 
as to the extent and nature of his participation, particularly that as to 
his assignment in oharge of the orematory and participation in mary execu¬ 
tions, in its findings of guilty.

1, 2, 4, 61A p* l). Ono of th* functions of the guard battalion ms to 
prevent inmates from esoaplng from the oamp. The commanding offioer of 
the battalion often attended conferences with the oamp oommander and high 
ranking members of his staff* The great portion of the Inmates who were 
shot while trying to osoape were shot at the stone ouarry. These 
inmates oould not bear life any longer (R 1765 j P-Rx 51A. pp. 1, 2), 

The accused admitted in a Statement that his seoond oompamy, aptar» 
ently while he was commanding officer thereof, did guard duty at the

Two additional witnesses testified in effect that the stone ouarry

In his State¬ 
ment, the aooused stated that ho heard very often, from 1939 to 1942, about 
the guards shooting inmates while "attempting to esoape" , but later such 
oases beoame very rare (R 1764j P-Ex 60A p, 2)* 

The aooused admitted in his Statements that he was commanding officer 
of the second oompary of the guard battalion from February 1942 to August 
1942* Ho was adjutant of the guard battalion fran August 1942 to 
Deoomber 1944* During the period September 1943 to May 1944, he was 
also aoting oomnanding offioer of the battalion (R 1764, 1766, P-Exs SOA pp. 
1, 2, 4, 51A p* l)* One of the functions of the guard battalion was to 
prevent inmates from escaping from the oamp. The commanding officer of 
the battalion often attended oonferenoes with the oamp oommander and high 
ranking members of his staff* The great portion of the inmates who were 
shot while trying to esoape were shot at the stone auarry. These 
inmates oould not bear life any longer (R 1765 \ P-Ex 61A pp. 1, 2). 

The aooused admitted in a Statement that his second oompamy, aprar- 
ently while he was commanding offioer thereof, did guard duty at the 
stone quarry (R 1764j P-Ex 5QA p, 2), 

Two additional witnesses testified in effeot that the stone quarry 
detail was considered the worst dotail in Buohenwald) that inmates, many 
of whom were sent there as punishment, were foroed to do extraordinarily 
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heavy work at great spoedj that the work included oarryii^ heavy stones 
and pushing oars loaded with rooks up the inoline leading fYom the ouarryj 
that many inmates ware beaten and shot to death on this detail) and that 
the death rate on this detail ms very high in comparison with other 
details (R 77, 243), 

The accused testified that he and the guard battalion had nothing to 
do with the inmates (R 4901, 4914), H© never had azythltg to do with tiie 
protective oustody camp (R 4904), He never beat inmates (R 4909), He 
did not inolte the guards to be particularly rough to inmates. No so- 
called club guard ever existed in the guard battalion (R 4909), The guard 
battalion had nothing to do with the execution of inmates or with dstall 
99 (R 4910). 

Two former members of the guard battalion testified that the guard 
orders were dated 1939 and were not changed later. When an inmate app- 
roaohed the guard ohainthe guard was required to oall, "Halt" three times. 
If the inmate continued, the guard was required to use his weapon (R 4840, 
4869). It was not the duty of the aooused to form a speoial olub guard 
to drive Inmates at their work. The witnesses never hoard of a olub 
guard (R 4843, 4871). One of these two witnesses for the aooused testi¬ 
fied that he never saw the aooused beat an inmate or heard of his doing 
so (R 4847), 

Sufficiency of Bvldenoe t The accused occupied one of the more 
important positions at Buohenwald and the SS grards under his command 
furnished guard service throt^h the main camp making it impossible, in 
general, for the inmates to esoape from the oarop, as well as making it 
impossible for them to avoid specific oruel and inhuman punishments and 
assignments. The Court was warranted from the evidence oonoernir^ the 
extent and nature of his participation in lts*findlngs of guilty. 

However, it is not believed that the extent and nature of his participa¬ 
tion were such as to warrant the death penalty,

The 
accused said, "After this Jewish swine has rotted take him away"(R 978). 

In Maroh or April 1941 the aooused beat and kioked the witness oausing an 
open wound on his ohin and the loss of a tooth (1 980}l009). A second 
witness testified that in April 1941 the aooused was his blook leader. 

In that month he saw the aooused kiok a Cseoh inmate in the abdomen, 
causing him to moan and collapse. That evening the witness went to the 
hospital to inquire about the victim and was cold that he had died and that 
his body had been taken to the morgue in the crematory (R 1124). 

a third witness testified that in early 1941 the aocused beat him 
with a stick and kicked him in the ribs beoause he did not finish his 
,1ob of plumbing in one half hour. Immediately thereafter the aocused 
went into other rooms whore members of the plumbing orew were workir^. 

The witness heard yells and was told by tvro of the orew that they had 
been beaten by the aoousod. The face of one of the fellow orew members 










bled. The job would normally reauire three or four weeks to finish 
(R 1340, 1341). A fourth witness testified that in 1940 or 1941, the 
acoused ordered a Jewish inmate to jump in the latrine. It was so deep 
that only his forehead protruded (R 1428), The aooused said to other 
inmates, "Go help your oomrade” (R 1430), Then four more Jewish inmates 
wore foroed to jump into the latrine, supposedly in order to save their 
oomrade, and in three or four minutes all five men perished (R 1428, 1429, 
1446, 1446), On many occasions during the period 1940 to 1943, the aoo¬ 
used put his foot on the neok and abdomen of Russian, Polish, Jewish and 
German inmates at roll call and stood there until they died (R 1429, 1446). 

The aooused testified he did net participate in executions (R 5148), 

He beat some inmates for infractions of the camp regulations (R 5148), 

He beat them with his hand, but never used a olub or other weapon. No 
inmate beaten by him needed hospitalization or died as a result of the 
beating (R 5149), If he had reported the infractions instead of punish¬ 
ing the inmates himself, the punishment reports would have remained in the 
inmates' personnel files and delayed their possible release (R 5148), 

The aooused made an inmate run in oiroles until he was dizzy and then 
poured water on him beoause he found him drunk and sleeping (R 5151), 

He did not kick or trample the inmate (R 5152, 5153). The aooused denied 
that he ever put his foot on the throat and abdomen of an inmate and stood 
there until he was dead. He also denied that he ordered a Jewish inmate 
to jump into a latrine (R 5155), The aooused treated the inmates severe¬ 
ly but justly. The aooused also testified that he never participated in 
the killing of inmates (R 5184), 

A defense witness, formerly in the building construction department 
at Buohenwald, testified that the only open latrines there were about 
60 to 80 oentimeters wide and of the same depth. The ground was vety 
rooky. That was probably the reason the latrines were not made deeper. 

It was impossible for a man to drown in suoh latrines (R 5039 , 5040), 

A second witness testified that he never saw accused beat inmates in the 
roll call square (R 4706), 
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. Suffic iency of Evidenoe i The Court was warranted from the evidenc 
ooDeeming the extent and nature of hie participation in its findings of 
guilty. However, it is not satifaotorily established that his aots 
resulted in the deaths of inmates. The extent and nature of his partio 
ipation do not warrarfc the death penalty. 

Sentence * Death by hanging.

Evidence : One witness, a former inmate, testified that in the 

spring of 1946 he was knocked down by a blow fr cm behind and kicked in 
the abdomen and on the leg and the head by a person whose name he did 

not know. Upon inouiry of tho inmates who helped him up he was told 

that his assailant was the acoused. The witness thought that probably 
the acoused kicked him beoause he was lame and could not maroh as fast 
as the others. He had not seen the aooused before nor thereafter prior 
to the trial (R 1154-1157). Aoousod No, 21 stated in his Statement, and 
a second witness testified, that all executions except those performed 
at the horse stables were oarried out by this acoused as adjutant and 
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legal offioer, inoludipg the giving of the order to fire (R 1306, 1736f 
P-Ex 35A p, 16). In hie Statement, aoouaed No, 22 placed t hie aooused 
at several exeoutions (R 5585} P-Ex 107A pp, 3, 4), 

In his Statement, the aooused admitted tint he officiated at maty 
executions of inmatos and SS personnel, including the exooution of former 
Camp Conrander Kooh, At most or all of them ho gave the order to fire 
(R 1766} P-Ex 62 pp, 6-ll)« Aooused No, 20 stated in his Statement, and 
a third witness testified, that this aooused reoeived the extra ration of 
oigarettes, liquor and meat issued to members of exeoution details (R 1191 
1204, 1759; P-Ex 45A p, 5), Aooused No, 11 stated in his Statement that 
by order of the oamp commander this accused sent inmates who were to be 
shot or hanged to the oamp prison for "speoial treatment” (R 1770} P-Ex 
56A p, 3), 

• Four former inmates testified that they knew the aooused at Buohen- 
wald and never saw him beat or mistreat inmates or heard of his doing so 
(R 1965, 1971, 1981, 1997). One of these and a fifth witness testified 
that as legal offioer it was the duty of the aooused to be present at 
exeoutions at the German Armament Works (R 1950, 2014) but not at the 
horse stables (R I960). 

Suffioienov of Eyldenoet The Court was warranted from the evidence 
oonoerning the nature and extent of his participation, particularly that 
oonoerning his supervision of exeoutions, in its findings of guilty. The 
seitenoe is not oxoessive,

Eyidenoe » The accused testified that he was deputy commander of 
Buohenwald and took charge in the absence of aooused No, 21, once for a 
period of several weeks (R 4171, 4172). One witness testified ti»t the 
aocused beat and kioked inmates (R 302), A seoond witness testified tint 
the accused set his dog on the inmates when, in his opinion, they did not 
work hard enough (R 523, 524), A third witness testified ttet in April 
1945 the accused beat five or six Jewish inmates to the ground with a 
stiok or iron bar beoause they did not march fast enough (R 950). A fourth 
witness testified that in 1940, in the vicinity of the stone quarry, the 
aooused set his dog on an elderly Polish inmate. The dog tore off the 
inmate's olothes and pieoes of flesh from his body causing him to bleed 
to death (R 973, 974, 993, 994, 1000). A fifth witness testified that 
in June 1943 the aooused strangled a Jewish inmate for about one minute 
and then threw him to the ground (R 1338, 1348), 

Aooused No. 13 stated in his Statement that in November 1943 two 
Polish inmates and two Dutch inmates attempted to escape from a work 
detail in Woimar. They were reoaptured and punished with 26 strokes. 

Four days later this aocused announced over the loud speaker that those 
four inmates would be publicly hanged by order of Himmler as an example 
to the other inmates. The aooused oaused roll calls to be prolonged 
excessively, particularly in the evenings* He often kicked, slapped, 
and hit inmates with a dog whip. One dime, when a new transport of 
inmates arrived at the Buohenwald railroad station after they had travel¬ 
led several days without food or water, the aooused ordered that the dogs 
' be released on them to hasten the debarkation from the train. The next 
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day aooused No. IS, who served as a doctor, saw severe dog bite wounds 
(apparently on nine inmates). The aooused beat an inmate on the hoad 
with the iron knob of his dog whip resulting in ooncussion of the brain 
(R 1734 } P-Ex 34 pp, 2-4). 

Aooused No, 21 stated in his Statement that this accused was in 
charge of executions at the horse stables by detail 99 (R 1735} P-Ex 
35A p, 16) A sixth witness testified that the acoused reoeivod the 
extra ration of oigarettes, liquor and meat issued to members of execu¬ 
tion details (R 1191, 1204), Aooused Nos. 20 and 21 stated in their 

Statements that when tho oamp oommander was absent from Buohemald for 
more than 24 hours, he plaoed this aooused in charge. On such oooasions 
the aooused, due to laok of experience, depended largely upon the 
adjutant (R 1735, 1759} P-Exs35A pp, 2, 3, 46A p, 3), In his Statement, 
the aooused admitted that he ms present at about 3C0 executions by shoot¬ 
ing in the horse stables by detail 99, These inmates were not told that 
they had been sentenoed to death or that they wore to be exeouted (R 1763} 
P-Ex 48A p, 2), 

The aooused testified that as a protective custody oamp leader he 
was responsible for everything inside the barbed wire including order, 

disoipline., and oleanliness (R 4116), He controlled the daily life of 

the inmatec, subjeot only to the order of the oamp oonjnander (R 4158), 

The acoused was present at executions in the German Armament Works, but 
only as a witness. The men executed were members of the SS and police 
force. Sentences were read to them before the executions (R 4130, 4131). 
He attended executions both at the horse stables , by detail 99, and at 
'the orematory merely as a witness (R 4132). The victims at the oremat- 
ory were not inmates, but were brought to Buohenwald for execution by 
the seoret state police (Gestapo) (R 4132, 4133),. The acoused had a 
dog, but it never bit inmates. The acoused never set his dog on in¬ 
mates (R 4134 , 4172). His dog did not bite an inmate causing his death 
(R 4134), The aooused denied that he strangled a Jewish inmate (R 4135). 
Foremen who had mistreated other inmates and inmates whom he discovered 
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stealing food from their fellows were lashed by hiir with a whip (R 4135, 
4136), He d id this as a favor to them rather than send in delinquenoy 
reports, whioh would have remained in their records (R 4137), The 
aooused also t est if ied t hat no innate over died as a result of a boating 
by him (R 4136)* 

A defense witness testified that he never saw the aooused beat aryone 
with WLs hands and never heard that the aooused killed inmates. He con¬ 
sidered the aooused one of the best leaders at Buohenwald (R 2000, 200l). 

Suffioienoy of Bvldenoe t It is dear that the extent and nature of 
his participation were suoh that the Court was warranted in its findings 
of guilty. The sentenoe is not excessive. 

Sentence > Death by hanging.

Evidence ) Aooused No, 31 stated in his Statement that this aooused 
was preserJb at the initial assembly of work details (R 1763) P-Bx 49A 
p, 2), Aooused No, 13 stated in his Statement that this aooused knew 
the working oonditions at suboanps) that the aooused saw 80 to 100 dead 
returned from suboamp Dora daily) and that he knew that inmates sent to 
work at suboaraps Ohrdruf and Magdeburg were doomed to perish. The 
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aooused complained that the S3 doctors exempted too many inmates from tho 
work details (R 1734j P-Ex 34 pp, 4, 5). One witness testified that the 
aocused gave an inmate about five blows with the butt of his rifle just 
prior to liberation of the oamp (R 950, 961, 964). 

The aocused testified that he was responsible for selecting the 
required types of laborers for suboamps. He was also responsible for 
seeing that the necessary quarters and furniture existed in the subcamps 
(R 4989), In 1942 Buohenmld had eight to ten suboamps. lator about 
90 were added (R 4970). Approximately two thirds of the inmates for 
these suboamps oame from Buohenmld (R 4970), The aooused ms not 
responsible for and had no oontrol over tho local conditions existing 
at suboamp Dora (R 4979, 4980), During a short visit to suboamD Dora 
in Ootober 1943, the aooused found the inmates quartered in tunnels under 
very bad conditions (R 4975, 4977), H© sent a report as to the condit¬ 
ions to the headquarters at Oranienburg (R 4976). On a seoond visit in 
May 1944 he found conditions muoh improved (R 4977), The aooused know 
nothing of and had no control over tho general living and working 
conditions at .suboamp Ohrdruf (R 4982, 4983), The aocraed had nothing 
to do with a largo transport of invalids sent to Belsen Concentration 
Camp, It ms processed exclusively by the inmate hospital (R 4985), 

The accused did not hit Jewish inmates with a rifle butt during the 
evaouation of Buchenmld (R 4987). The aooused also testified that ho 
never beat inmates (R 4988), 

A witness testified that the aocused had nothing to do with trans¬ 
ports comprised of Jewish inmates or transports comprised of invalid 
inmates, inasmuch as there were no applications for labor in suoh instan¬ 
ces (R 4643, 4644), Aooused No. 26 testified that this accused did not 
beat inmates with a rifle butt when the evaouation transport left 
Buohenwald (R 4154). 

Suffiolenoy of Evidence ! The Court ms warranted frem the evidence 
concerning the extent and nature of his participation, particularly that 
relating to his occupying a very important managerial position which 
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vitally involved the daily lives of the inmates for more than two years, 
in its findings of guilty* However, it is not believed that the extent 
and nature of his participation were such as to warrant the death penalty,

Evidence * The accused admitted in his testimony that he was respons¬ 
ible, as a representative of his faotory which employed the inmatos in sub- 
oamp Leipsig Thekla, for supplying the inmates thereof with equipment and 
bedding during its operation (R 2346-2348), Immediately after the 
initial evacuation of the suboamp the accused requested his faotory 
manager to be relieved of all responsibility in oonneotion with clearing 
out the suboamp. This was refused. Upon the suggestion of the accused, 
he and the manager induced the local Gostapo to assumo responsibility 
for the suboamp and the remainir^ inmates, whioh responsibility the 
Gestapo agreed to aocept (R 2351), 

The aooused admitted being at the suboamp three times on the day 
following tho initial ovaouation. Two of these occasions followed the 
agreement with the Gestapo. He was also there on one or twa other 
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oooasions prior to the destruotion of the suboamp by an explosion and 
fire approximately four days later* He also admitted giving instruct¬ 
ions to some of the remaining SS personnel and to fhotory personnel in 
oonneotion’with things to be done at the suboamp and for the inmates 
(R 2354-2360), The aooused admitted being at a oonferenoe between 
direotors of the factory and a Lieutenant Kooh on the day preceding the 
explosion and fire. The aooused asserted that the subjeot of the 
oonferenoe was to assure that the inmates of the suboamp were not 
"liquidated” as a rumor indicated they would be (R 2368-2370), The 
aooused also admitted that he was at the subcamp for several hours 
commencing a few hours after the explosion and fire (R 2372-2374), 

Two witnesses saw the aooused on 15 April 1945 at suboamp Leiptig 
Thekla when he oame to the barracks with four or five guards. He 
oarried a submachine gun and the other men oarried rifles (R 665, 676, 

677, 688), He was dressed in oivilian olothes (R 677), He gave no aid 
to a Polish inmate who had been shot in the abdomen (R 688-690, 5493, 
5494), One of these witnesses testified that he appeared to be in oharge 
of the partially evaouated suboamp (R 665, 666, 677, 678). A third 
witness saw the aooused at this suboamp on four oooasions in Aoril 1945 
(R 686, 687, 690), The aooused was seen in the offioe of labor statist¬ 
ics of Buchenwald for 10 minutes in September 1944 (R 952 953, 956, 960). 

A fourth witness saw aooused in oivilian olothes and armed with a 
submaohine gun at suboamp Leipeig Thekla on 13 April 1945, He was 
assembling inmates to be sent away, most of whom left the next day. The 
witness saw the aocused next on 16 April 1945 in front of the dispensary. 
The witness saw the aooused the third time ten minutes before the oamp 
was set on fire 18 April 1945 (R 5476, 5477, 5481). The SS men shot at 
the witness when he esoaped from the burning barracks (R 5482). The 
witness heard that the aooused was a member of the Gestapo and "saw” that 
he was giving orders and apparently taking over the role of oommander of 
the suboamp (R 5484, 5485, 5496). A fifth witness saw the aooused at 
this subcamp on Sunday, 15 April 1945, separating the invalids from the 
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able bodied men (R 5490, 5491). On 18 April 1948, one ortm> hours after 
the firo, an air oorps soldier shot three Polish inmates at this subcarap 
in the presonoe of the accused* Maty other inmates were killed on that 
day by the burning and shooting (R 844, 649, 5494-5496; P-Exs 16-26). 

The aooused testified that he was an employee of t he Erla Maohine 
Faotory and in oharge of 24 camps of foreign oivilian workers for his 
oompary (R 2343)* The Erla Uaohine Faotory also employed innate labor 
from two oamps, i.e., suboamps of Buohenwald (R 2344, 2345). These 
inmate oamps were evaouated by the SS on 13 April 1945, • At the request 
of the faotory manager, the aooused inspected these two suboamps the 
next day (R 2349), At suboamp Leipzig Thekla, he found an SS sergeant 
aid about 300 inmates who were sick or unfit for marohing and who were 
left behind (R 2360), On reporting this to the faotory manager, the 
aooused ms told to see that the oamps for fore iga civilian workers, the 
innate camps, and the faotory were turned over to the approaching 
American Array in an orderly manner (R 2351). later that day, the 14th 
of April 1945, the aooused returned to suboamp Leipzig Thekla and entered 
one of the barraoks where he saw an inmate who had been shot in the abdomen. 
The aocus’ed turned away in horror, tut not in disrespect (R 2359), He 
drove to the siok room at the faotory to get an ambulanoe, but was told 
later that no ambulanoe ms needed as the inmate ms already dead (R 2360) 

The aooused testified that he did not search the barraoks at the 
suboamp or issue orders there. He had no pomr of command over either 
the SS orthe inmates (R 2364). He spoke to the inmates about feeding 
them and ordered 60C loaves of bread for them (R 2367). Just before the 
Amerioan Arny arrived on 18 April 1945, the aooused ms in his office 
asleep when the explosion ooourrod. He ms amkened by others, went 
outside and saw a oolumn of smoke in the direotion of the suboamp. The 
aooused immediately went there and found one barraoks burned down and dead 
bodies lying near the fence (R 2371, 2372), The aooused denied that he 
ms over in this suboamp armed with a submachine gun (R 2409), He assert¬ 
ed that, if he had participated in burning the barraoks, he would have

able bodied men (R 5490, 5491). On 18 April 1945, one or two hours after 
the fire, an air corps soldier shot three Polish inmates at this stfcoarap 
in the presenoe of the accused* Many other inmates were killed on that 
day by the burning and shooting (R 844, 649, 5494-5496; P-Exs 16-26). 

The acoused testified that he was an employee of t he Erla Maohine 
Faotoiy and in oharge of 24 oamps of foreign oivilian workers for his 
oompaiy (R 2343)* The Erla Maohine Faotoiy also employed innate labor 
fran two oamps, i,e., suboamps of Buohenwald (R 2344, 2345). These 
inmate oamps were evacuated by the SS on 13 April 1945,- At the request 
of the faotory manager, the aooused inapeoted these two suboamps the 
next day (R 2349), At suboamp Leipzig Thekla, he found an SS sergoant 
and about 300 inmates who were siok or unfit for nurohing and who were 
left behind (R 2360), On reporting this to the faotory manager, the 
aooused was told to see that the oamps for fore ign civilian workers, the 
innate oamps, and the faotory were turned over to the approaohing 
American Army in an orderly manner (R 2351), Later that day, the 14th 
of April 1945, the aooused returned to suboamp Leipzig Thekla and entered 
one of the barraoks where he saw an inmate who had been shot in the abdomen. 
The aooused turned away in horror, but not in disrespect (R 2350), He 
drove to the siok room at the faotory to get an ainbulanoe, but was told 
later that no aabulanoe was needed as the inmate was already dead (R 2360) 
The aooused testified that he did not search the barraoks at the 
suboamp or issue orders there. He had no power of command over either 
the SS or the inmates (R 2364). He spoke to the inmates about feeding 
them and ordered 60C loaves of bread for them (R 2367). Just before the 
American Arny arrived on 18 April 1946, the aooused was in his offioe 
asleep when the explosion oocurrod. He was avakened by others, went 
outside and saw a oolumn of smoke in the direotion of the suboamp. The 
aooused immediately went there and found one barraoks burned down and dead 
bodies lying near the feme (R 2371, 2372). The aooused denied that he 
was over in this suboamp armed with a submachine gun (R 2409), He assert¬ 
ed that, if he had participated in burning the barraoks, he would have

, fled from the Amerioan troops with the S3 men (R 2410). He was never 
in Buohonwald (R 2348). 


Two defense witnesses testified that aooused was in oharge of the 
welfare and supply for the foreign worker cartas of Erla Maohine Faotory 
and also of the supoly of furniture and equipment for the inmate suboamp 
Leipzig Thekla. He had nothing to do with the rations for the inmates 
or inmate labor allocation (R 2198, 2238, 2239), A third defense witness 
testified thxt he aooompanied the aooused to this suboamp on 14 April 
1945 and thav aooused looked over the food supply of the oamp and made 
arrangements to feed.the inmates from a nearby civilian workers cairp 
(R 2260, 2262, 2263). 

Suffioienoy of Evidenoe : The evidence establishes that the accused , 
on behalf of his faotory was connected with the operation of the suboamp 
in a minor way for maiy months prior to the initial evacuation. It 
also establishes that, in the four days following the evaouation of all 
the inmates, exoept for the approximately 300 sick, and preceding the 
explosion and fire, the aooused was materially involved in directing 
operations at the suboamp and in handling the inmates, However, the 
accused's participation in the "liquidation" of the inmates, by the 
Gestapo, by means of the explosion and fire, is not satisfactorily estab¬ 
lished. The Court was warranted from the evidence concerning the extent 
and nature of his participation in its findings of guilty. The sentence 
is excessive. 

Sentence s 15 years, oommenoing 28 May 1945. 

Pet it ions t A Petition for Review was filed by defense counsel. 

Major Carl Whitney, 3 October 1947, A Petition for Clemency was filed 
by Colonels Gilbert B. Ackerman, Harry'R, Pierce and William W, 

Robinson, members of the Court, 22 Septenfcer 1947, recommending a reduct¬ 
ion of the sentenoe from 15 years imprisonment to 5 years imprisonment, 
Clemenoy was reoommended beoause the witnesses against aooused had not 
known him prior to the fire, had only fleeting glimpses of him, and 
beoause of ohanges in his appearance, there*was a high probability of 
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mistaken identity. Further, accused had a definite alibi for the time 
of the fire and he did not flee from the vioinity with tho SS. A 
Petition far Clemenoy was filed by the acoused, 24 August 1947,

Evldenoe i One witness testified that it was common talk among tho 

inmates who worked in the hospital that tho aooused killed inmates in the 

hospital by means of injeotion (R 303), A second witness, who was an 

inmate dootor in the hospital following 1943, testified that the acoused, 

eaoh morning, worked in blook 61, which vns organized in December 1944 to 

handle dysentery oases. Acoord ing to rumor he injeoted the siok with 

potassium oyanide for the purpose of killing them (R 566, 567, 584, 586). 

A small oart was needed eaoh day to take the bodies away. Among the 

victims were French, Belgian, Polish and Russian inmates (R 567). 

A third witness, who was blook eldest of block 61, testified that 
there was a speoial room in blook 61 marked dispensary. Each morning 
during the first quarter of 1945, the aocused and three others went to 
that room at 0900 hours, looked the doors to the blook, ana for a period 
of about one hour injeoted inmates of various nationalities with what was 
thought to be lysol* These injeotions resulted in 30 to 60 deaths daily 
(R 1494-1500), This was corroborated by a fourth witness (R 609, 622), 
Aocused No. 25 stated in his Statement that this accused was present at 
the execution of 20 Russian prisoners of war at the horse stables in 1943 










(R 1766} P-Ex 52A pp, 1, 5 , 4), 


The aooused testified that he acted as first sergeant in the innate 
hospital from January 1941 until April 1946 (R 4404). Ho spent most of 
eaoh day signing papers (R 4406). In the afternoon, he went to Weimar 
to do shopping for inmates (R 4407). He never abused an inmate even 
verbally; he never beat an inmate; and he never killed an inmate (R 4421) 
He took siok inmates to the Jena University Clinio and arrayed for them 
to meet relatives on the way (R 4420), He hid four or five Jewish 
inmates who were scheduled to be sent on a transport to Auschwitz Concen¬ 
tration Camp, using them as inmate male nurses (R 4423). 

The aooused further testified that he visited blook 61 in February 
or March 1945. He found that inmates were being given injeotions. 

When he reported this action to his superior, the oanp physician, he was 
told that there was nothing he oould do about it beoause they had permiss 
ion from Berlin (R 4409-4413), The aooused, by his own hand, did not 
oause the death of inmates by injeotions, but he oould not prevent inject 
ions authorized by higher headquarters (R 4416, 4418). He did not give 
orders for injeotions nor did he help with the seleotion of inmates for 
injections (R 4440, 4464), The aooused went to blook 61 to see that no 
more inmates were killed than was absolutely neoessary and that injeot- 
ions were given only to those already near death (R 4418, 4419, 4443). 

The purpose of the injeotions was to make room in the crowded hospital 
for others who had a ohanoe to live (R 4412, 4435). The accused did 
not oonslder it a orime from a medioal point of view. He further 
testified that ho would do the same today (R 4441). 

Accused Nos. 5 and 6 testified that this aooused did not mistreat 
inmates (R 3139, 3810). 

Suffioienoy of Evidence t The Court was warradted from the evidenoe 

ooncerning the extent and nature of his participation in its findings of 

guilty. Defense counsel in the Petition for Review contends that the 
# • 

accused acted under the superior orders of the oamp physioian. However, 
it appears that his desire to ploase superiors was stronger than other 
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considerations. There is no Indication that he acted unwillingly or 
under immediate compulsion. As to superior orders, the accused failed 
to meet the burden of proof required by the pertinent authorities discuss¬ 
ed in Section V, supra. The sentence is not excessive.

Evidence * A witness, who was chief physician at suboamp Gleina, 
testified that the accused was oamp eldest of the suboanp during the time 
the witness was there, August 1944 to the evacuation in April 1946* that 
he saw the aooused beat inmates) that almost every day inmates oame to 
the hospital reporting that they had been beaten by the accused; and that 
ten of those inmates died from the injuries they told the witness were 
inflicted by the aooused. The inmates whom tho witness saw beaten by 
the aooused did not die (R 1078-1080). A second witness, who worked 
in tho hospital at suboamp Gleina, was beaten by the aooused. The wit¬ 
ness saw the aooused beat two inmates who died soon after in the hospital. 
The witness viewed the dead bodies within one or two hours after the beat¬ 
ings. About 40 additional inmates, who asserted that they had been 
beaten by the aooused, died in t he hospital as a result of suoh injuries 
(R 1092-1096). 











A third witness, a British wing oommander, testified ho was an 
inmate in suboamp Roehmsdorf (Gleina) from November 1944 to April 1945 
(R 136, 157, 158)| that the accused was camp eldest at this suboamp 
(R 157, 161, 166) i and that on mazy occasions he beat inmates severely 
for no particular reason (R 162, 186), The aooused flew into tremondous 
rages and beat the inmates with his fists. In mazy instazxjes the beat¬ 
ings injured the izanates so severely that they were unable to work for a 
considorable time. In some instances the victims died because they wore 
too weak from other causes to oziduz'e beatings (R 162, 186, 186), There 
were Hungarian, Romanian, Polish, Russian, Italian, Frenoh, Yugoslav, and 
Greek inmates in this suboamp (R 163). 

The wizig oommander further testified that two blocks of the 
hospital were full of s iok izzmatos, most of them reduood to almost 
skeletons. On the final evaouation in April 1945, about 2000 inmates 
dad only in shirts were oarried from the hospital in open truoks, 
although it was very oold in the foothills of the Bohemian mountains 
(R 158, 167)« They lay in the truoks, side by side, most of them 
incapable'of doing azzythizig for thomselves. They were suffer iiqg from 
dysozzfeery o r enoztnous oarbunoles, with legs swollen to six times their 
normal s ize (R 168), This oamp for Jewish inmates, although it had no 
gas chamber, was in effeot an extermination oamp beoauso of hard work 
and stazTzation (R 167), The oonditiozis in the hospital were apnxlling 
(R 159), From 9 November 1944 to April 1945 this witness oarriod out 
of the hospital at least 1000 dead bodies. They zzo longer resembled 
human beizigs and oould have been used as exhibits in a museum to show 
just how far a human body oan shrivel. The bodies had suffered sores, 
fraotured skulls, and broken legs and azros (R 160, 161), In mazy 
oases inmates were hit either with riflo butts by guards or with piok 
handles by oapos (R 162), The oamp was the filthiest the witness had 
ever soen (R 163, 180), The food was insuffioiezzt because oapos and 
oamp eldests stole food from the other inmates. The aooused had potatoes, 
wine and about 10 rations of margarine while the other iznnates had none 
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(R 184, 185). 






A fourth witness testified that in Maroh 1944 the aoousod as a oapo 
on a railroad construction detail beat him with a shovel handls on four 
occasions. However, he failed to definitely idontify tho detail or the 
aocused (R 751-753, 757-761). 

The aooused testified that he was an inmate on the stone quarry 
detail at Buohenwald} that he was subjected to typhus experiments in 
blook 46} that he was oapo on a railroad oonstruotion detail} and that in 
May 1944 he was sent to suboamp Gleina (Roehmsdorf) as oapo and oamp 
eldest (R 3643, 3647, 3650). The aooused beat inmates in the morning 
when they all rushed to get on a good detail. He beat them at evening 
roll call when they did not lino up properly} and he beat them when they 
stole from eaoh other (R 3650 , 3651). He beat them only with his hands, 
never with a stiok, shovel or club (R 3650 , 3652, 3660). The aooused 
permitted about 100 Jewish innates to celebrate a religious holiday by 
letting them stay in oamp. Inasmuch as they fUstod ho hold their food 
for them until the next day (R 3652). He secured additional potatoes 
and beets from farmers for the inmates (R 3653). Tho aooused slapped 
an inmate dootor beoause he was found in bed while inmates were in need 
of treatment (R 3655). The aooused furnished civilian olothes to aid 
the escape of two Americans from a nearby prisoner of war oamp (R 3664). 
The aooused was frequently beaten by the SS oamp oommander (R 3665). 

The accused denied that either 10 inmates or 40 inmates died from injuries 
reooivod from him (R 3660) . 

Three defense witnesses, former inmates at suboamp Gleina, testi¬ 
fied that the aooused frequently beat inmates for bad behavior such as 
stealing, but only with his hands. They further testified that no 
inmate was injurod or died from suoh treatment (R 2508, 2509, 2538, 2644, 
2545, 3382, 3384). Foroe was neoossary to miintain order in the oamp 
(R 3394). The aooused was beaten by the SS guards for refusing to beat 
inmates (R 2516, 2547). He allowed the Jews to hold religious servloes 
even though it was forbidden (R 2511, 3393). He opened tho oamp gate to 
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let out inmates during the first air raid (R 3387)* Two physicians, 
boing accused No, 13, who examined the accused testified that he suffered 
from epilepsy (R 3636, 4306) and from an injury to his skull (R 3637). 

This resulted in a marked irritability and exoltability (R 3638, 4326) but 
had nothing to do with his ability to adhere to the right (R 4326, 4327), 
Sufficiency of Evidenoe i The Court was warranted from the ovldenoo 
as to the extent and nature of his participation in its findings of 
guilty. The Court was within its prerogative and was warranted by the 
evidence in eonoluding that tho accused's mental capacity was suoh that he 
was capable of distinguishing right from wrong and of adhering to the 
right. The sentence is not excessive,

Evldenoe > In his Statement, the aocused stated that he was *labor 
commitment leader 1 ’. However, in describing his duties therein he des¬ 
cribes those of a labor service loader (R 1763, 4728; P-Ex 49 p, l). 

By his testimory the aocused described his duty as labor servioe leader 
following November 1943 (R 3291), One witness testified that during 
inspections in 1943 or 1944, the aooused beat members of tho details work¬ 
ing outside the camp. Tho witness, who served as inmate runner, also 
testified that the accused ms in detail 99, which oarried out executions 
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by shooting in the horse stables. The witness saw the aooused at the 
horse stables on several oooasions (R 1240)* 

a seoond witness testified that the aooused stood at the gate each 
day and beat the inmates! either beoause they were not lined up properly 
or beoause they were carrying rooks smaller than required (R 1369), A 
third witness testified that on two orthree oooasions in 1943 the aooused 
beat inmates of various nationalities uribil they collapsed. These beat¬ 
ings were with a piok handle (R 1431), A fourth witness testified that 
the aooused very often beat inmates severely with a stick and with his 
fists (R 1723), The witness saw the aooused beat a Frenoh inmate until 
he bled, beoause the viotim did not oome fast enough when he was called 
(R 1723, 1724), 

The aooused testified that as blook leader he had no incidents with 
the inmates (R 3290), As labor servioe leader following November 1943, he 
took care of the labor servioe slips at his desk behind the gate when the 
work details marohed out. He had nothing to do with oounting or lining 
up the inmates (R 3291, 3294), He did not move the details out or inspeot 
the work of inmates (R 3301), He did not organize transports (R 3300) . 
The only time he ever mistreated an inmate was to give one a slap for 
snuggling bread (R 3302, 3303). He never oarrled a olub (R 3303), The 

aooused also testified that he never heard of detail 99 at Buohenwald 
and never took part in any executions (R 3304, 3322), 

Five defense witnesses, including two formor inmates who saw tho 
aooused often, testified that they never saw him beat or mistreat an 
inmate, nor did they hear it rumored that he did (R 1967, 1974 , 3281, 

5052 , 5062), One of those witnesses further testified that the aooused, 
as labor servioe leader, had nothing to do with linir^ up or oounting 
the inmatos on work details, and further, that the aooused had nothing to 
do with the seleotion of inmates for transports (R 3275, 3278, 3279), 
Aooused Nos. 20 and 26 testified that this accused was never a member of 
detail 99 (R 4144, 4146, 4514), 

Suffioionoy of Evldenoe i The Court was warranted from the evidence 
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concerning tho extent and nature of his participation, especially that 
relating to his servioo in his important position as labor servioo leader 

and that concerning his severely beating inmates, in its findings of 

guilty. The sentence is not excessive. 

Sente no et Life imprisonment. 

Petitions » A Petition for Review was filed by defense oounsel. Major 
Carl Whitney, 3 October 1947. A Petition for Clemency was filed by 
Colonels Gilbert E, Aokerman, Harry R. Pioroo, and William W, Robinson, 
members of the Court, 22 September 1947, reoommonding a reduction of the 
sontenoe to 10 years imprisonment. Clemenoy was reoommended because the 

accounts of the aocused having beaten inmates are not believable. A 

Petition for Clemenoy was filed by the accused’s wife, Frida Zineoker, 

28 October 1947, 

Reoqnmendatio ni Approval of the findings and sentence, 

VII. CONCLUSIONS t 

An examination of the entire record of trial flails to disclose any 
error or omission whioh resulted in injustice to the aocused. The evid¬ 
ence is legally sufficient to support the findings of tho Court. 
Accordingly, it is reoommended that the findings of the Court be approved 
as to all the aoo a used) that the sentences to death by hanging as to 
aocused BERGMEIER, EISELE, GROSSMANN, HEIGEL, HELBIG, KESTEL, KOEHLER, 

KRAUT WURST, MERBACH, PlSTER, PLEISSNER, SCHMIDT , SC ROBERT , YflLHELM aai 
WOLF be approved and ordered exeoutod; that the sentenoes to death by 
hanging as to aoousod BARNEV&LD, GRIMM, HACKMANN, REIMER, ROSCHER and 
SCHWARTZ bo approved, but ooromuted to imprisonment for life and as commuted 
ordered executed) that the sentenoe to death by hanging as to accused 
MERKER be approved, but commuted to imprisonment for twenty (20) years, 
oommenoing 6 May 1945, and as commuted ordered executed; that the 
sentenoes to life imprisonment as to aocused ZU YIAIiDECK and ZINECKER be 
approved and ordered exoouted; that the sentences to life imprisonment 
as to aooused GREUNUSS, ELIENPOGEN and KOCH bo approved, but reduoed to 
imprisonment for twenty (20) years, oommonoing 3 July 1945, fifteen (15) 
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years, oommenolng 24 Ootober 1945, and four (4) years, commencing 18 
October 1945, respectively, and as reduced ordered executed) that t ha 
sentence to imprisonment for twenty (20) years, oommenolng 20 June 1945, 
as to aocused OTTO be approved and ordered exeouted) that the sentenoe 
to imprisonment for fifteen (15) years, commencing 6 December 1946, as to 
accused DIET'JSCH be approved and ordered exeouted) that the sentenoe to 
imprisonment for fifteen (15) years as to aooused WENDT be approved, but 
reduoed to five ( 5 ) years, oommonoing 28 May 1946, and as roduoed ordered 
exeouted) that the sentenoe to imprisonment for ten (10) years as to 
aooused BENDER be approved, but reduoed to throe (3) years, oommenolng 
6 May 1945, and as roduoed ordered exeouted.

48 work camps under the jurisdiction of tha Commanding Officer at Floasanberg 
were established during the war, th prisoners in these work camps numbering 
from 15 to 5200, the two largest being Herebruek end heltaerlts* These out- 
camp* were established late in 1942* In floasanberg and its out-camp a, at 
tha tlma of th* liberation or evacuation of the main camp at flosaenberg 
ther* were 36,510 prisoners of whom approximately 2/5 were women. In 
floasanberg Itself there were 16,320* 14*792 were evacuated from flossan- 

berg. 1,527 remained behind In th* camp, being unfit ohyeically to move* 

Between January 1942 and th* 8th of May, 1945* more than 25*000 men and 
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woman died from execution** starvation* beating* and abuse. Many victim* 
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were beaten before they were hanged, taken to the gallows, atrlp-ed, 
mounted a ladder to have the noose placed about their necks* the ladder pulled 
out from under them, and hanging* in moat Instances* was tantamount to 
strangulation* Th* last Christmas before the liberation the Christmas tre* 
erected was shadowed by six naked, emaciated corpses hanging by the neck.
